His name was Harold Ross and 
Alexander Woollcott said that he 
looked “like a dishonest Abe Lin- 
coln.” 

When Ross was 30 years old he de- 
cided to do one thing with his life 
and to do that one thing superlatively 
well. He would found a magazine, 
The New Yorker, which, to quote his 

'Ip 

prospectus: 

“Will be a reflection in word and 
picture of Metropolitan Life. It will 
be human. Its general tenor will be 
one of gaiety, wit and satire, but it 
will be more than a jester. It will 
NOT be what is commonly called so- 
phisticated. in-that it will assume a 
reasonable degree of enlightment on 
the part of its readers. It will hate 
bunk. ... Its integrity will be above 
suspicion. . . 

While he was still a private at- 
tached to “Stars and Stripes” during 
World War I, Ross got the idea and 
in characteristic fashion collected 
three thousand dollars by sending ev- 
ery paycheck and the proceeds of ev- 
ery poker game in to a New York 
bank account. The venture he started 
with his three thousand dollars — 
(let’s face it, most of it came from 
the poker playing) would sell today 
for approximately ten million. 

Beyond the resounding financial 
return, which always baffled him a 
little anyhow, Ross changed the 
whole course of American humor 
through the invention of the single 
caption cartoon and the serio-comic 
essays developed by people like E. B. 
White, James Thurber, Philip Wylie 
(who was The New Yorker’s first of- 
fice boy), and the venomous Wooll- 
cott himself. 

The cartoonists like Irvin, Helen 
Hokinson, Sam Cobean, and the gen- 
ial but vaguely monstrous Charles 
Addams have given entire expres- 
sions to the language. Witness “A 
Hokinson Woman” or “An Addams 
House.” 

All of these activities were driven 
forward — and driven is too mild a 


word by far— by the inexorible fury 
which consumed Ross, a fury directed 
against written “ambiguity, euphem- 
istic softness, verbal infirmity of all 
kinds. (These words are E. B. White’s, 
the finest of the Ross essayists; they 
have the drive and bite he liked). 

White continues that “Ross re- 
garded every sentence as the enemy, 
and believed that if a man watched 
closely enough, he would discover the 
vulnerable spot, the essential weak- 
ness. He devoted his life to making 
the weak strong ... he thought of 
The New Yorker as a sort of move- 
ment.” He hated the easy phrase, the 
slanted news, the cheapjack writing 
that passed in place of quality in so 
many journals. He selected Time, 
Inc., as his special enemy and in a 
profile of Henry Luce he once, lit- 
erally, drove that distinguished pub- 
lisher to drink. 

“Ross set up a great target and 
pounded himself to pieces trying to 
hit it squarely in the middle.” The 
full story of that activity and that 
feverish confusion which Ross gen- 
erated and thrived on is told in an 
admirable biography by Dale Kra- 
mer, “Ross and The New Yorker.” It 
was published the last week in No- 
vember. Seven days later Ross died 
of cancer, having literally “pounded 
himself to pieces.” For years he 
thought he had ulcers and tried all 
sorts of pills and all sorts of diets 
without relief. Only at the end — 
when it was much too late, when 
he was beyond medical help — did 
it occur to him that something in- 
finitely worse than ulcers had over- 
taken him. 

Time Magazine had the final word. 
It had been on the receiving end for 
years, but when he died, this was 
what it said: “He had the energy of 
a bull and a bull-like charm. Though 
he often sounded as crass as a cym- 
bal, he had an amazing sensitivity for 
words, a pouncing eye for the phony, 
a rigorous taste. He was a great ed- 
itor. . .”

Double Amputee 
Bowls 159 Game 

To the average bowler a high game 
of 159 may not seem very remarkable 
— and an average score of 125 noth- 
ing to crow about. 

But to an Army Corporal who lost 
both of his arms below the elbows in 
Korea less than six months ago, 
those bowling scores are something 
to write home about. They represent 
a landmark in the long, arduous job 
of CPL John Blazzard, U.S. Army, 
now a patient at Oak Knoll. 

CPL Blazzard was wounded on 30 
June 1951 in Korea where he was 
serving with the 204th Field Artillery. 
He had been in Korea four months 
when a grenade blast shattered both 
his arms. 

About four and a half months ago 
he was fitted with artificial arms by 
the Navy’s Amputee Center here. 
Then a month ago he was given a 
device with which it is possible for 
him to hold and throw a bowling 
ball. 

Blazzard bowls at the Oak Knoll 
alleys approximately four times a 
week. Bowling is part of the rehabili- 
tation program for amputees at the 
hospital and sessions are held twice 
weekly. In addition the amputees 
have two teams entered in the intra- 
hospital bowling league. 

The device CPL Blazzard and other 
arm amputees use for bowling is a 
rubber plug fitted on the end of the 
artificial arm. The plug, by means of 
a cable leading to the shoulder har- 
ness, may be contracted or expanded 
by contracting or relaxing the shoul- 
der muscle. The plug is contracted, 
inserted into one of the finger holes 
on the ball, then expanded and the 
man is able to pick up the ball. The 
plug is again contracted to release the 
ball.

Pay Hike Action Urged By Secretary Pace 

Members of the Armed Forces mav urp tr> hrino- cnm. *„ .... 


Members of the Armed Forces may 
rest assured that every effort is being 
expended to bring about quick action 
by the newly-reconvened Congress 
on the proposed 10 per cent cost-of- 
living pay increase for service men 
and women. 

Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, 
Jr„ kicked off the Pentagon 1952 
legislative campaign in the first 
week of the year by asking for quick 
enactment of the pay increase. 

Mr. Pace’s remarks, as reported by 
the Army, Navy, Air Force Journal, 
were made in a speech before the 
New Oi leans Chamber of Commerce. 
In his address, Mr. Pace said in part: 

I would be disloyal to those who 
serve you and remiss in my duties as 
Secretary of the Army if I did not 
speak out emphatically for a meas- 


ure to bring some relief to our sol- 
diers, whose pay has not kept pace 
with either civilian pay increase, or 
the rising cost of living ...” 

Mr. Pace also reported that from 
October, 1949, to November, 1951, the 
Consumers Price Index increased by 
10.5 per cent, and during that period 
executives, workers and professional 
men in business and industry “have 
received not one, but several pay 
raises.” He also stated that accord- 
ing to the Department of Labor the 
average weekly wage of all manu- 
facturing industries has gone up 17 
per cent since October, 1949. 

Meantime, The Journal reports, 
the House Rules Committee has for 
official consideration the request of 
Chairman Carl Vinson of the House 
Armed Services Committee that the 


pay raise bill be given speedy clear- 
ance for vote by the entire House. 

It is conceivable, The Journal 
states, that a vote will be possible on 
the pay legislation by the middle of 
the month. As reported by the House 
Armed Services Committee, the pay 
raise would become effective on the 
first day of the first month after 
enactment. The Senate Aimed Serv- 
ice Committee is prepared to take up 
the measure as soon as it is assured 
ol consideration by the House. 

The Journal also states, however, 
that an effort will be made in the 
™ se to res tore the original 1 July 
retroactive date to provide 
equity with pay legislation passed for 
civilian employees of the Government 
dunng the last session.

Radio's New Tape Recording Network 
Brings Top Shows To VA Hospitals 


A new radio network has just made | 
its appearance on the American i 
scene, but this is one the average 
listener can’t tune in on his radio set. 

Known as the Tape Recording Net- 
work, it’s exclusively for the benefit 
of ill and disabled veterans in Vet- 
erans Administration hospitals. In 
the short time that it has been in 
operation, the hospital network has 
featured special programs by such 
notables as Jimmy Durante, Burl 
Ives, Esther Williams, Jersey Joe 
Walcott and others. 

In addition, it has aired presenta- 
tions written, acted and directed by 
veteran-patients who have the per- 


j mission of their physicians. 

Here is how the network works: 

A hospital produces what it con- 
siders to be an outstanding radio 
program, which it broadcasts to pa- 
tients over its intra-hospital radio 
system. At the same time, the pro- 
gram is recorded on tape. The tape 
is then sent to the first hospital on 
a long list of those taking part in the 
network. After that hospital airs the 
program for its patients, the tape 
goes on its way to the next on the 
list, and so on. 

Since upward of 50 hospitals are 
now on the network, the flow of ma- 
terial has been constant. 


BEEN MISSING ANYTHING? 

What’s doing in Red Cross recrea- 
tional activities? This question arises 
whenever a new patient enters the 
hospital. So-o-o for your informa- 
tion we are listing briefly the activi- 
ties available through Red Cross fa- 
cilities:

Publication Asks Retroactive Clause 
Be Restored To Pay Increase Measure

In “An Open Letter to Congress,” 
The Journal stated, “In the last ses- 
sion you voted pay increases, retro- 
active to 1 July, 1951, for classified 
civil service workers and for the 
Postal employees of the government 
plus bonus pay for overtime. Busi- 
ness and industry have been con- 
stantly increasing the pay of work- 
ers and executives to keep pace with 
the mounting prices. But nothing has 
been done to readjust Service pay in 
line with the increases in the cost of 
living. . . . 

“The House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has reported the Department 


of Defense bill to increase service pay 
by ten per cent, but has dropped the 
provision making it retroactive to 1 
July, 1951. The proposed modest in- 
crease will scarcely cover the addi- 
tional costs imposed upon men and 
women in uniform. The retroactive 
feature, which you gave to the civil- 
ian employees, would enable Service 
folk to recoup some portion of the 
losses suffered during the past year. 
We earnestly urge that you restore 
the retroactive clause and enact the 
measure as promptly as legislative 
procedures permit.”

About 100,000 Articles Per Week 
Handled By Laundry At Oak Knoll 


There’s quite a difference between 
“putting out the week’s washing’’ and 
handling the laundry for a large hos- 
pital such as Oak Knoll. 

Between 14,000 and 15,000 pieces of 
laundry are handled each day by the 
laundry department, and over 60 
people are employed to operate the 
equipment that washes, dries, and 
irons the laundry. 

Linen, gowns, and other hospital 
washables are collected in hampers 
and brought down to the laundry in 
“ramp-runners” or on trucks with 
hydraulic lifts. Wards 41-46, located 
nearest the laundry, bring in their 
own wash, as do special departments 
such as surgery and physical ther- 
apy. Different colors are used to iden- 
tify different departments, to facili- 
tate sorting and to expedite delivery, 
and laundry received in the morning 
is finished by late afternoon the same 
day. 

Six large washers, holding approxi- 
mately 180 pounds of laundry at a 
time, turn out 8 rounds during an 
eight-hour period. From the washers, 
the laundry is sent to one of seven 
extractors which spin the laundry 
“damp-dry.” All flat work (sheets, 
pillow cases, towels) is taken from 
the extractors and put through press- 


ing units, or large mangles. Other 
pieces, such as lab coats, hospital 
gowns and pajamas, are put in tum- 
blers, where they are dried completely 
by “tumbling” them in a closed, elec- 
trically heated dryer. 

The laundry is divided into two sec- 
tions: linen and washing. Leo Mullen, 
HMC, USN, is in charge of the linen 
room, supervising a staff of four other 
Navy men and four civilians who 
work in it. His division is responsi- 
ble for seeing that the laundry is 
picked up in hampers and trucks and 
brought to Building 8. From that 
point, the washing, drying, and iron- 
ing is taken over by the washing divi- 
sion, headed by John Miller, civilian. 

When the laundry is finished, the 
linen division takes over again, puts 
the colored laundry in large bins to 
be picked up, and delivers the white 
ward laundry. 

All contaminated linen, except for 
woolen material, is sent to the con- 
taminated linen room, where it is 
steam sterilized before being sent to 
the issuing room for regular washing. 

A sewing room, with four full-time 
seamstresses, is maintained for re- 
pair, surveying of linen no longer 
usable, and for special sewing, such 
as packs and tablecloths.

All of them put together make up a 
saga of the early twentieth century 
—and what went to shape it into its 
present form — that is nearly unique 
in world literature Eugene Gant who 
becomes George Webber had a 
boundless curiosity about everything 
he saw and heard and felt. He wrote 
it down with loving care and to the 
immense displeasure of critics who 
felt that form is all and discipline 
must come before emotion. 

The critics had their way in the 
end. Thomas Wolfe, who WAS Web- 
ber and WAS Gant, finally came to 
think that Maxwell Perkins, the 
great editor who DID impose order j 
on the outpouring and the chaos of 
Wolfe’s work, was a crutch to lean 
upon. The critics kept harping on i 
the point that Wolfe could not stand 
alone, could not be his own master, 
and at last Wolfe believed it, broke 
with Perkins and the house of Scrib- 
ners. 

The last two books were for Har- 
per’s and they are trimmed a bit. 
“You Can’t Go Home Again” is made 
up of sections, each complete in it- 
self, eac’ ■» novel in miniature. There 
is one, lor example, called “The \ 
Microscopic Gentleman from Japan,” . 
which tells, ominously, of a little j 
Japanese sculptor who worked so | 
hard on his masterpiece that it killed j 
him . . or the one about an Ameri- 
can salesman called “The Company” 
which will freeze your blood, and 
antedates Arthur Miller’s “Death of 
a Salesman” by at least a decade. As 
you read these gems, you think “This 
is great stuff! The very greatest.” 
And you wish the critics had kept 
their hands off.

LIBRARY CONCERT 

Two well-known composers will 
provide the music for the weekly 
classical records concert hour at 
the crew’s library between 1200 
and 1300 on Thursday, 17 January. 

First will be a Chopin Recital by 
Wilhelm Backhaus. It will include 
Ballade in G Minor, Op. 23; Etude 
in E Major, Op. 10, No. 3; Mazurka 
in B-flat Minor, Op. 24, No. 4; 
Mazurka in D-flat Major, Op. 30, 
No. 3; Mazurka in C Major, Op. 
33, No. 3, and Waltz in A-flat Ma- 
jor, Op. 34, No. 1. 

The other recorded work will be 
Tschaikowski’s Symphony No. 5, 
played by the Philadelphia Orch- 
estra, Eugene Ormandy conduct- 
ing. This symphony, called one of 
Tschaikowski’s three finest, was 
written in 1888, and first per- 
formed under the composer’s own 
direction in November of that 
year. Received favorably by the 
public from the first, the response 
of the music critics w as not so en- 
thusiastic. However, later per- 
formances were more pleasing to 
the critics and eventually Tschai- 
kowski himself decided the sym- 
phony measured up to hLs other 
works. 
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The first ALNAV of the New Year 
was released last week and was 
of major importance to citizens of 
Louisiana now in the Armed Forces. 
The ALNAV stated: 

“The state of Louisiana will hold 
a primary election on 15 January to 
nominate candidates for state offices 
of governor, lieutenant governor, sec- 
retary of state, attorney general, state 
treasurer, state auditor, state super- 
intendent of public education, com- 
missioner of agriculture, registrar of 
state land office, state senators and 
representatives, and member of the 
democratic state central committee, 
and parish offices of sheriff, clerk of 
court, assessor, coroner, police jurors, 
justices of the peace, constables and 
members of the parish democratic 
executive committee. 

"A run-off primary will be held on 
19 February to nominate candidates 
in those cases where nominations 
were not made in the primary of 15 
January. 

“The general election to elect per- 
sons finally nominated in either the 
January or February primaries will 
be held on 22 April. 

“In order to vote in Louisiana a 
person must be: (a) Twenty-one 
years of age on election day, (b) Able 
to read and write, (c) A United States 
citizen having resided in Louisiana 
for two years, in the parish of resi- 
dence for one year and in the voting 
precinct for three months, and (d) A 
registered voter. 

“Registration is required of all per- 
sons and must be accomplished in 
person at place of Louisiana resi- 
dence. 

“In order to vote, members of the 
Armed Forces should mail federal 
post card application. Form 76, to 
clerk of court of parish where appli- 
cant is registered. The state will ac- 
cept application of a registered voter 
at any time prior to any election. Bal- 
lots will be mailed to voter by state 
not earlier than thirty days before 
any election. Marked ballot must be 
returned in sufficient time to reach 
proper official on election day. All 
other persons except members of the 
Armed Forces are prohibited from 
voting by absentee ballot. 

“More detailed information on fu- 
ture elections in the United States, 
Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands will be included in the 
forthcoming Navy Department Bul- 
letin.”

Two enlisted staff members re- 
turned to them homes during the 
past week, one via release to inactive 
reserves and the other at the expira- 
tion of his enlistment. 

HMCA Harry E. Skelton, formerly 
of Physiotherapy, was detached on 5 
January for release to inactive duty 
on 8 January, and HM1 Charles C.

Joe E. Brown, movie actor and comedian, has written an interesting 
account of his experiences entertaining our service men around the world 
during World War II. He tells the following incident: While entertaining 
a large group of soldiers at an air strip in New Guinea, every time he wanted 
to stop, they clapped for him to go on. Finally, during a brief lull in his 
chatter, a youthful lad called out: “Hey, Joe, tell us some dirty stories.” 

The silence was so deep that you could have heard a pin drop. The crowd 
looked at Joe, who waited for a minute and then, leaving his role as a 
comedian, he spoke to those lads as he would have spoken to his own son 
who he lost in the war. 

“Listen, you kids, I’ve been on the stage since I was 10. I’ve told all kinds 
of jokes to all kinds of people, but I’m proud that in all that time I’ve 
never had to stoop to a dirty .ioke to get a laugh. I know some dirty stories, 
kids, I’ve heard plenty of them in my life, but I made A rule a long time 
ago that I’d never tell a story that I wouldn’t want my mother to hear me 
telling.” 

When he finished these forceful sentences, the biggest and noisiest ap- 
plause he had ever heard anywhere broke loose. For several minutes they 
shouted and clapped their approval. That was not the end of the incident. 
The boys wrote home to their parents, whp in turn wrote their thanks to 
Joe E. Brown. 

Give us more Joe E. Browns. Give us more men and women who look 
at the dirty story as he looks at it. Would that everyone would use his 
standard not to tell a story unfit for mother to hear. Would that we tried 
courageously to keep God’s Commandment in the matter of clean speech. 
His wish in this matter is evident from Saint Paul who wrote to the Chris- 
tians of Ephesus: 

“But immorality and every uncleanness or covetousness, let it not even 
be named among you, as becomes saints; or obscenity or foolish talk or 
scurrility, which are out of place.” 

Perhaps you have tried to make this your ideal and failed again and again. 
It will mean a struggle. With a firm resolution and God’s help you can 
keep your speech clean.

Street Names at Oak Knoll Honor 
Medical Officers Killed in World War II 


Oak Knoll, with its twisting streets, 
its buildings set at all angles, and its 
hills and vales, is probably very con- 
fusing to a stranger looking for a 
particular place. 

Although it is a fail’ bet that 90 
per cent of the staff at Oak Knoll do 
not know Trojakowski Street from 
Evans Street, all the roads do have 
names. And it is also a fair bet that 
if 10 per cent of the staff do know 
the names of the streets, they do not 
know how they got those names. 

Best known landmark about the 
hospital is Gendreau Circle in front 
of the Administration Building where 
the flag pole is located. 

That circle honors the memory of 
CAPT Elphege A. M. Gendreau, MC, 
USN, who was killed in combat in 
the South Pacific on 21 July 1943. 
CAPT Gendreau was fleet surgeon 
for the Pacific Fleet. 

Blackwood Street, which begins at 
the main gate and runs to the north 
boundary, is named for CDR James 
D. Blackwood, MC, USN, senior med- 
ical officer of the USS VINCENNES, 
which was lost the night of August 
8-9, 1942. 

Johnson, Alexander, and Crowley 
Streets are named for three officers 
who were killed in action at Pearl 
Harbor on 7 December 1941. They 
were CDR Samuel E. Johnson, MC, 
USN ; LCDR Hugh R. Alexander, MC, 
USN; and LCDR Edward E. Crowley, 
DC, USN. 

Johnson Street, one of the longest 
on the compound, skirts the north 
and west sides of the hospital; Alex- 
ander is the right hand fork run- 
ning past the library from Black- 
wood; and Crowley starts at Gen- 
dreau Circle and runs to the north 
boundary. 

^ Evans Street, which also starts at 
Gendreau Circle and runs to the 
north boundary of the compound, 
honors LCDR Edward E. Evans, MC, 
USN, who was killed during action 
in the Solomons on 12 December 
1942. 

Trojakowski Street, a short road 
near the main gate and terminating 
on Blackwood, is named for CDR W 
C. Trojakowski, DC, USN, killed in 


action in the South Pacific on 12 
June 1942. 

Ringness Street, ruhning from 
Gendreau Circle up to Ward 74, hon- 
ors LT Henry R. Ringness, MC, USN, 
who was awarded the Navy Cross 
posthumously for extraordinary he- 
roism while under fire on Guadal- 
canal. 

Miles, a short street extending 
from Gendreau Circle and running 
between Wards 72 and 70, is named 
for LTJG Samuel S. Miles, MC, 
USNR, who was killed in the battle 
of the Solomon Islands while serving 
with the 1st Marine Division. 

Rail Street, which starts at Black- 
wood and goes past the Nurses Quar- 
ters and Occupational Therapy, hon- 
ors LT Richard R. Rail, MC, USN, 
who was killed at Pearl Harbor on 
7 December 1941.

The S.R.O. sign was out a 
good half hour before the show got 
under way at 1815, and by the time 
the musicians appeared on the stage 
even the standing room had disap- 
peared. 

From the first number, ‘‘Back Home 
in Indiana,” until the band quit with 
their theme song, “When It’s Sleepy 
Time Down South.” the crowd voiced 
loud approval of everything that 
went on. 

High -spots of the performance in-

They take motion pictures of oper- 
ations and patients’ progress. 

They make photostatic copies of 
medical records. 

They turn out pictures used in THE 
OAK LEAF. 

They do photomicrography. 

They take pictures of accidents, 
soil erosion, and damage to buildings 
on the compound. 

Their principal function is medical 
photography and photostat work. 

This week the camera is focused on 
the Photographic Arts Department 
itself. 

LCDR A. P. Daul, MSC, is the offi- 
cer in charge of the Photographic 
Arts department, which is under the 
supervision of J. J. McBeath, HMC, 
and is comprised of a studio, office, 
a print room, a film tank room, and 
a photostat developing and work 
room. 

Medical photography, the depart- 
ment’s main function, is divided into 
three categories: motion picture 
studies, medical progress studies, 
photomicrography, and gross speci- 
mens. 

The purpose of this function is to 
obtain teaching material. Motion 
pictures and photographs of opera- 
tions and progress studies of patients

are useful in the instruction of in- 
terns, nurses, and technicians, in ad- 
dition to their value as records. 

All records and documents con- 
cerned with patients and separatees, 
handled by the Clinical and Physical 
Evaluation Boards, are photostated. 
Photostats can be made in unlimiied 
numbers and are important for rec- 
ord purposes, and three corpsmen in 
the department are assigned to work 
on the many photostats turned out 
each day. 

Further work is done by the de- 
partment in taking pictures of any 
accidents that occur on the com- 
pound. Soil erosion and depreciation 
of buildings and grounds are photo- 
graphed for the security office. 

Public Information photographs 
and pictures for THE OAK LEAF are 
the work of Max McElroy, HM2, 
USNR, who shoots the pictures, de- 
velops, and prints them. Literally 
hundreds of his pictures have ap- 
peared in THE OAK LEAF, and a 
number have been released to Bay 
Area newspapers and the national 
press services, and have subsequently 
appeared in newspapers in all parts 
of the country. 

Facilities for complete photographic 
processing are provided, including the

V. A. Consolidation 
Plans Are Announced 

Plans for consolidating Veterans 
Administration Insurance and Death 
Claims activities now being handled 
by six separate VA District Offices 
into two District Offices located at 
Fort Snelling, Minnesota, and Den- 
ver, have been announced by Vet- 
erans Administrator Carl R. Gray Jr. 

Plans call for the transfer of Dis- 
trict Office activities from Seattle, 
Washington and Chicago to Fort 
Snelling and for transfer of similar 
activities from Oakland and St. Louis 
to Denver. The consolidations are 
scheduled to start about 10 February 
and to be completed in early March. 

It is estimated that the two con- 
solidations will result in a net an- 
nual savings of approximately $2,- 
483,160 after the first year of oper- 
ation. The first year’s savings will 
be partially offset by the one-time 
costs of moving personnel and 
records, alterations of space.

LIFE IS TOO SHORT TO BE LITTLE 

While riding in my car one day several years ago I was trying to put 
together a few thoughts for a sermon I had to give that evening. Nothing 
would come, maybe because the heavy traffic was demanding that I use 
most of the power of my mind just to stay alive. So I turned on the radio. 
For a few minutes it was my privilege to listen to a well-trained choir of many 
voices render in beautiful harmony some of the Psalms written centuries 
ago by David. Then it announced that the title of the talk to be given 
that day was “LIFE IS TOO SHORT TO BE LITTLE.” 

That title is an attention catcher. When you first hear it, it is not self- 
explanatory. I listened to the end and learned a valuable lesson. That night 
the people of my church heard practically the same talk. 

What does it mean, “Life is too Short to be Little?” To be little means 
to be small, to be petty, to be selfish. The Rabbi- was telling his people in a 
nice way that they should grow up— they should stop acting like children. 
There really isn’t time for it. Life is too short! 

For instance, aren’t we acting like children when we go about ignoring 
each other— shouldn’t we, rather, greet each other cordially following the 
dictates of good manners? Aren’t we being pretty small when we make 
someone feel unwanted just because a friend of ours doesn’t like him, or 
because he is not from our state, or not from our school, etc.? Shouldn’t 
we, rather, treat each man as a brother, at least until he proves himself 
not worthy of that trust? Are we being big or small when we make the 
newcomer to the station “Break The Ice”? Wouldn’t it create a better 
spirit if, when we see a new face, we would introduce ourselves to him, and 
him in turn to others standing around? The Greeks advised, “Know Thy- 
self.” Take a look in the mirror that reveals character. 

Some of us play our roles of little people just once in a while. With others 
it’s a habit of long standing. The result is bad. Little people and the cliques 
they breed form a cloud hiding the sunshine of joy. They muffle the health- 
ful sounds of laughter. They throw a wrench in the machinery of efficiency. 
IThey make life on Earth for others what life hereafter may well be for 
themselves. 

To be little means to be small, to be petty, to be selfish. Let’s try to be 
big, to be understanding, to be considerate. Let’s try because God said, 
“And the second (Commandment) is like unto this; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself for love of me.”

KOWAR Vet Bills N ow 
Await Congress Action 

Washington <AFPS) — The long 
list of proposed veterans readjust- j 
ment bills introduced in Congress last 
session just kept growing as Congress 
convened in 1952. All the bills provide 
for educational benefits for veterans : 
who were in Service after June 27. 
1950. 

Rep. John E. Rankin (D.) of Mis- 
issippi, Chairman of the House Vet- 
erans Committee, put the latest bill 
in the hopper. This brings the total 
to about 18. Rankin’s bill offers many 
of the same benefits of the WWII 
bill but cuts out any reference to re- 
establishment of the “52-20” unem- 
ployment benefits. 

Hearings have been set for Feb. 
5. At that time all the previously pro- 
posed bills will be discussed to arrive 
at a just solution. A report on the 
abuses of the former readjustment 
bill will also be considered. 

Rep. Rankin’s bill was introduced 
at the request of the American Le- 
gion. It is expected that still more 
bills on this subject will be intro- 
duced before the date of the hearings. 


SGT Wayne E. Breitweiser, US 
MCR, a patient at Oak Knoll, last 
week was awarded the Bronze Star 
Medal for “heroic devotion to duty 
and coolness under enemy fire” while 
serving in Korea with A Company, 
First Battalion, First Marine Regi- 
ment on 8 July 1951. 

The medal was presented on Thurs- 
day, 17 January, by Rear Admiral A. 
H. Dearing, MC, USN, Twelfth Naval 
District Medical Officer, while RADM 
Dearing and his staff were aboard 
making an annual inspection. 

The sergeant’s citation stated: 
“Serving as company wireman, Cor- 
poral (since promoted to Sergeant) 
Breitweiser displayed exceptional 
courage and initiative when an in- 
tense and accurate enemy mortar 
barrage knocked out wire communi- 
cations within the company. Realiz- 


ing the urgent need for continual 
communications, he fearlessly and 
with complete disregard for his own 
safety moved through the heavy 
enemy fire to repair the lines. Al- 
though he was seriously wounded 
while working on the lines, he suc- 
ceeded in restoring the vital com- 
munications, aiding materially in the 
success achieved by the company.” 

He is authorized to wear the Com- 
bat “V.” 

Called back into active service with 
the Marine Corps approximately 15 
months ago, SGT Breitweiser was 
overseas 10 months before he was 
wounded when struck by a mortar 
shell fragment. 

He previously had served four years 
in the Marine Corps between January 
1944 and January 1948. In civilian life 
he was a power line crewman. His 
wife, Joyce, is now living in Oakland.

Mr. Boyles Promoted 
To Lieutenant Rank 

Hal Boyles, civilian personnel as- 
sistant, recently learned that he has 
been promoted to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant in the Naval active reserve, 
effective 5 July 1951. 

Mr. Boyles went on active duty in 
March, 1943, as a flying cadet. He 
was commissioned and received his 
wings in September, 1944. and after 
training as a pilot-navigator wa.s as- 
signed to the Naval Air Transport 
Service in Honolulu. 

Since his separation from the Navy 
in November, 1945, he has remained 
in the active reserve. During this re- 
serve period, Mr. Boyles has served as 
the Commandant’s local representa- 
tive in the Hawthorne, Nevada, area; 
as commanding officer of a volun- 
teer electronic platoon; and as a 
volunteer training and recruit officer. 

He has taken two flying cruises 
during his reserve time, and hopes 
to take another flight training cruise 
within the next few months. 


Naval Reserve Officers and En- 
listed personnel who are veterans and 
who served 17 or more months’ ac- 
tive duty since 25 June 1950 will not 
again be ordered to active duty for 
periods in excess of 30 days without 
their consent except in time of war 
or national emergency which has 
been declared by Congress. 

A veteran, according to this defini- 
tion, is “Any member of the inactive 
or volunteer Reserve who served on 
active duty for a period of 12 months 
or more in any branch ef the Armed 
Forces between the period 7 Decem- 
ber 1941 and 2 December 1945 .”

Reservist who was released or dis- 
charged from continuous active duty 
as a Regular or Reserve member in 
any branch of the Armed Forces 
since 25 June 1950.

Miss Mittie Mason, head of the 
Medical Social Service division, came 
to Oak Knoll last August; has set up 
and put into effect the casework pro- 
gram policies now in operation. 


Medical Social Service Termed Essential 


Medical case work has become an 
essential part of medical practices in 
all hospitals, civilian as well as mili- 
tary. 

Civil service Medical Social Service 
was established by the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery, Washington, 
D.C., and was officially opened in this 
hospital with the appointment of the 
head social worker, Miss Mittie Ma- 
son, in August 1951.' 

The program is designed to bring 
a unique case work contribution to 
the hospital, providing social case 
work services as a civilian branch of 
the Navy. 

The unique case work services of 
medical social workers are directed at 
helping the patient to gain the great- 
est benefit and satisfaction while he 
is in the hospital, when he returns to 
duty or to his community. 

The objectives of the division are in 
agreement with those of the hospital, 
and the focus is on the patient’s so- 
cial problems of illness. 

For administrative purposes, Medi- 
cal Social Service is an ancillary divi- 
sion under the Executive Officer, and 
under the professional cognizance of 
the Chiefs of Services. At the present 
time a limited staff has been assigned 
to the Medical Service and the Sur- 
gical Service. 

Such a limited staff meets only the 
partial needs of the hospital at the 
present time, but it is anticipated 


that eventually when additional staff 
members are added, case work serv- 
ices will be available to the entire 
hospital. 

Mrs. Lily Stribling and Miss Alice 
Jacobson are assigned to the wards 
of the Medical Service, and Mrs. 
Evelyn Aarhus is assigned to surgical 
service. Mrs. Carol Frew and Miss 
Geraldine McGee handle the clerical 
duties of the division. 

Although ultimate responsibility 
for the medical welfare of the patient 
rests with the doctor, teamwork with 
the patient and hospital staff is the 
basic method of social work. Through 
case-work services the patient is 
helped to solve his problems, which 
may include: family problems affect- 
ing the patient’s illness: personal 
problems which may affect the pa- 
tient’s response to treatment or to 
his disability: assisting in planning 
with the patient for hospital dis- 
charge, for return to service, return 
to the community, or medical treat- 
ment other than Navy; financial 
problems when indicated, or arrang- 
ing for community resources. 

Medical Social Service offices are 
located in the west wing of Building 
67B. A patient may request the help 
of a caseworker through his doctor, 
his nurse or other hospital staff 
members. If the patient prefers, he 
may contact the office directly for 
service.

NSLI Dividend Will be 
Paid to Current Holders 

Washington iAFPS) — About five 
million holders of National Service 
Life Insurance will be eligible for the 
$200,000,000 initial regular dividend 
recently announced by the Veterans 
Administration. 

The payment — starting in March 
— will average $60 for the majority 
of veteran and Servicemen policy 
holders. The dividend will cover a 12- 
month period. 

To be eligible, the policy holder 
must have paid premiums on the 
policy for any three or more months 
between the 1951 and 1952 anniver- 
sary dates of the policy. 

The VA has planned to forward 
special forms which will give a policy 
holder the choice of receiving cash 
or putting the dividend up as a de- 
posit at three percent interest. The 
dividend may also be used as an ad-

Corporal Aided 
Officer's Rescue 

Marine Corporal Harry H. Stassi- 
nos, 22, of Rock Springs, Wyo., used 
to be holder of the 440-yard state 
track record in his high school and 
junior college days. He’ll run again, 
but he probably won’t set any records 
with his artificial limb. 

He was taking out land mines with 
two other Marine demolition special- 
ists from his C Company, First Engi- 
, neers Battalion, First Marine Divi- 
sion, last 22 September on the Ko- 
rean front. 

His platoon leader, First LT Wil- 
liam R. Haughton, was directing the 
men, who .had already removed about 
85 mines from the small field. LT 
Haughton had moved up about 100 
feet ahead of them when he stepped 
on a mine that tore off his left leg 
and, according to Stassinos, “left his 
right leg hanging by a shred.” Two of 
the Marines immediately went to the 
lieutenant’s side; the third one ran 
for medical aid. 

Stassinos then began clearing a 
safe path for the hospital corpsman 
when another mine went up under 
Jvim, blowing off his right foot and 
causing a double compound fracture 
of his left leg. 

Both CPL Stassinos and LT 
Haughton are now patients at Oak 
Knoll. Navy doctors have managed 
to save the lieutenant’s right leg, but 
both he and Stassinos still have ex- 
tensive surgery ahead of them. 

Said LT Haughton: “I’ve written 
up CPL Stassinos for a citation. He 
•certainly deserves it.’’

Medical Points of Special Weapons, 
Radioactive Isotopes to Be Taught 


The first course of instruction in 
Medical Aspects of Special Weapons 
and Radioactive Isotopes, under the 
auspices of the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, to be given on the West 
Coast, will convene at the Naval Sta- 
tion, Treasure Island, 3 March 1952, 
Rear Admiral Lamont Pugh, Sur- 
geon General of the Navy, has an- 
nounced.

act these problems will be discussed. 
Discussions will be led by speakers of 
outstanding prominence in their 
specialty. 

Inactive reserve medical, dental, 
medical service, nurse corps, and 
hospital corps officers residing in 
the 11th, 12th and 13th Naval Dis- 
tricts who desire . to attend this 
course should submit their request 
for the six-day training duty to the 
Commandant’s office of their re- 
spective Naval Districts at an early 
date. 

The Surgeon General also stated 
that the acceptance of orders to at- 
tend this course of instruction will 
not, in any way, increase the pos- 
sibility of involuntary recall to active 
duty of the personnel concerned.

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WATCHMAN, WHAT OF THE NIGHT? 

Hidden away in the Prophetic part of the Old Testament is a little book 
called Habakkuk. Though the book is seldom read, in it are two of the most- 
used verses of the Holy Bible; these are, “The Just Shall Live By His Faith,” 
and “The Lord Is In His Holy Temple, Let All the Earth Keep Silence Before 
Him.” An interesting picture is drawn by this ancient prophet. 

He saw himself standing for a night watch in the watchman’s tower upon 
the city wall. The enemy of Judah, the Chaldeans, were expected to attack 
at any time. Somewhere out there in the darkness these barbarians with 
their fast steeds and steel spears were waiting for the order to attack the 
city. Egypt had fallen before their savage onslaughts. The Greeks had barely 
stopped them in the mountain passes north of Athens. 

Now the watchman stared out into the darkness to see or hear some sign 
of the approaching Chaldeans so he could warn the city’s populace. Below 
him in the shelter of the wall huddled many who could not sleep for fear - . 
They whispered to one another and waited for word from the watchman. 
Now and then one of these people called in muffled tone, “Watchman, what 
of the night? What do you see — what do you hear?” Then the watchman 
would report, and silence would again prevail. At last the watchman calls 
down, “I see light in the east — it is dawning — we are saved another night.” 

The prophet saw in this vision that God may sometimes use our enemies 
for our own judgment and correction. Then out of such experiences we 
learn to live by our faith, to find strength in the Lord and, as he said it, 
“Have joy in the God of our salvation.” 

People who have a strong faith in God must be watchmen on the wall. 
Many are in fear and without faith or hope. They look to the devout for 
strength, consolation and peace. Preparations for war and its discouraging 
by-products have driven even strong men to despair — just where is there 
hope? 

The faithful spiritually strong must see the enemies of righteousness and 
plan their defeat; they must comfort and restore the faith of the weak and 
fearful; and they must see the dawn of a new day when God’s Will be done 
on earth, even as it is in heaven. This interpretation of Religious Responsi- 
bility challenges us to give our best effort in being our brother’s keeper.

Oak Knoll Paint Shop Crew Keeps Buildings Sparkling ] 


Next time you see a sign painted 
in Navy blue and gold, take another 
look . . . it’s not just gold paint you’ll 
be looking at, but 23 carat gold leaf. 

The same gold leaf was recently 
used to cover the cross on Oak Knoll’s 
chapel. 

Three full-time sign painters are 
included in a civilian crew of 27 that 
does most of the painting jobs on the 
compound. Large jobs, such as the 
painting of all the buildings, are 
given to outside contractors. The 
paint shop does maintenance paint- 
ing, interior and exterior, in addi- 
tion to glass cutting and sign paint- 
ing. 

LT George W. Barnes, CEC, USN, 
is the maintenance officer; Dudley 
R. Britney is in charge of the civilian 
workers in the department, and Earl 
A. Mountain is leadingman painter 
of the paint shop’s crew. 

In the shop, located in the north- 
east corner of the compound, are 
rooms where paint is stored and port- 
able work is done. 

Furniture is varnished or sprayed, 
and refrigerators are sprayed in one 
section of the shop. Plates of glass 
of all sizes and shapes are cut and 
fitted here too. 

Buckets and cans of paint, large 
and small, form a colorful introduc- 
tion to the room where the sign 
painting is done. Shiny blue and 
bronze numbered signs are stacked 
up, to be used for designating wards 
and other buildings. A huge easel is 
used to hold large signs being 
painted. 


In one corner are the traffic signs 
that can be made in just a few min- 
utes with screen painting tech- 
niques. This method is used in mak- 
ing several kinds of signs and in 
producing decals, which is also done 
by the sign painters. 

The biggest job being done by the

140 New Navy Ships 
Now Being Constructed 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy 
today has more than 140 new ships 
under construction, including the 
world’s largest aircraft carrier, the 
USS FORRESTAL. 

This announcement was made re- 
cently by Secretary of the Navy Dan 
A. Kimball. He reported that 500 
ships have joined the aotive Fleet 
since Navy expansion in June, 1950. 
By mid-1952, four battleships, 12 car- 
riers, six cruisers, 25 modern combat 
type submarines and 100 destroyer 
types will also be added. 

If world conditions continue as 
they are, he said, the Navy will seek 
appropriations to build at least one 
carrier of the FORRESTAL class a 
year for the next ten years. The FOR- 
RESTAL is listed as 55,000 tons. 

Two new hunter-killer destroyers 
were launched this month, and two 
more will slide down the ways in the 
spring.

Pickel Meadows, Calif. (AFPS) — [ 
All Marines headed for Korea receive 
rugged training against the expected 
rigors of climate and combat over- 
seas at this installation. Situated 
7,000 feet up in the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, this is the first USMC 
permanent camp for cold weather 
training. 

All Marines below the rank of full 
colonel who have been earmarked for 
Korea train in the sub-zero tempera- 
tures here. More than 10,000 troops 
have undergone the six days and 
nights of severe cold to wage mock 
war against a simulated enemy since 
the camp opened last fall. Activity 
will continue until warmer weather 
comes in May. 


Each week busloads of men arrive 
from Camp Pendleton, 500 miles 
south of here and in a sub-tropical 
region. They are immediately indoc- 
trinated on the hazards of cold 
weather by lectures and movies, and 
encamped in the snow-covered fields. 

Trainees use sleeping bags and are 
protected from the wind by shelter 
halves. Under simulated combat con- 
ditions they are not allowed to 
build fires at night. Each company 
has a “warming tent” headquarters 
equipped with an oil stove. But most 
of the time troops are in the snow, 
standing guard, fighting the mock 
enemy, and insuring their effective- 
ness in real combat.

Charge of the Artificial Limb De- 
partmejit and Director of Prosthetic 
Research; and Rehabilitation Offi-

The citation of CDR Canty, who 
has remained as Chief of the Navy’s 
Amputee Center since it was moved 
to Oak Knoll in 1950. stated: “Exer- 
cising brilliant professional skill, 
meticulous attention to detail and 
sound judgment in the administra- 
tion of his responsibilities to aid the 
physically handicapped.

Most of us have heard Lowell Thomas, the well-known commentator, 
either in newsreels or over the radio. He has also written many interesting 
articles and books. 

Someone once remarked “That fellow makes a fat living. Just a few hours 
a day, and he is finished. For that he gets thousands of dollars ” 

Let us see how easy Lov/ell Thomas has it. He is at his desk by nine every 
morning, tackling two hours of editorial work, followed by two hours of 
dictation. Twice a week he attends official luncheons, ih addition to other 
civic and charitable affairs. From two in the afternoon until his evening 
broadcast he and his assistants labor on their script. They choose, condense, 
check, re-check, write and re-write, rehearse and rehearse, until they have 
a program as perfect as possible. 

Only after the program does he take a bite to eat. At 2230 the man with 
the rich voice starts his stint of newsreel commentating, at which he works 
two nights a week until three or four in the morning. In his so-called spare 
time he works on a commercial film, a weekly magazine article, with an 
occasional hour on some book he is writing. 

Lowell Thomas works day and night for five days a week. He is well paid, 
but he also has to deny himself much of the ease and many of the comforts 
that the average American enjoys. 

As one writer put it: “The secret of successful people is that they work. 
Successful men and women do not necessarily have any talents or oppor- 
tunities that you do not have — unless it is the urge and capacity to work 
hard.”

Committee Schedules Closed Hearing 
On Measure Hiking Pay 10 Percent 


Washington (AFPS)— The bill pro- 
posing a 10 per cent pay hike to mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces remains in 
the Senate Armed Service Commit- 
tee. Opening hearings have been 
completed and a closed hearing is 
scheduled. 

After the bill has cleared the com- 
mittee and been reported on the Sen- 
ate calendar for three days, it will 
come up for a vote. 

In hearings to date Secretary of 
Defense Robert A. Lovett said that a 
10 per cent raise at this time was 
“necessary to alleviate the financial 
hardships imposed upon servicemen 
and their families by the rise in the 
cost of living.” 


Assistant Defense Secretary Anna 
M. Rosenberg, testifying before the 
committee, also urged passage of the 
pay bill as a morale factor. She point- 
ed out that during her recent trip to 
Korea, servicemen asking about the 
pay raise would say: 

“Who is our union? Who is going 
to get us a pay raise?” 

“I said Congress had always been 
your union and will be this time,” she 
told the committee.

Seven Korean Veterans Given Awards 
By Gen. Robillard at Ceremony Here

that enemy fire from frontal posi- 
tions jeopardized the remainder of 
the company, he courageously and 
on his own initiative led his squad 
across a level area under enemy fire 
to take up firing on positions for- 
ward of the company line. Placing 
heavy fire on the enemy, he per- 
sonally killed four and wounded 
three, remaining in an exposed posi- 
tion until he was seriously wounded. 
Upon being ordered to submit to 
evacuation, he refused treatment 
until all other wounded had received 
aid, and insisted upon aiding in the 
establishment of the defense until he 
was carried from the position.” 

The citation of CPL Bentley was 
for action on 11 June 1S51 and 
stated, in part, that after his squad 
was halted and pinned down by 
enemy machine gun fire, the cor- 
poral ‘‘unhesitatingly moved to an 
exposed position from which he 
could more effectively direct the fire 
of his squad. Even when he was seri- 
ously wounded in both legs, he re- 
mained in position and continued to 
control his squad until ordered to the 
rear by the platoon corpsman.” 

SGT Carney’s citation referred to 
action on 1 February 1951, when, 
while serving as gunner and squad 
leader in a machine gun section, the 
sergeant “fearlessly and on his own 
initiative moved quickly forward 
through heavy enemy fire, putting 
his weapon into action and deliver- 
ing accurate and effective fire on the 
enemy. Although his gun was hit 
repeatedly by enemy fire, and he 
suffered painful multiple wounds, he 
disregarded his own personal safety 
in engaging the enemy, permitting 
his comrades rapidly to advance 
and seize the objective.” 

The Bronze Star Medal was pre- 
sented to S/SGT Roy Scheidt, 
USMC, for action during the period 
28 May 1951 to 2 June 1951. Serving 
as company supply sergeant, S/SGT

Scheidt “frequently volunteered to 
lead company supply trains over 
hazardous terrain during hours of 
darkness when there were known 
enemy snipers throughout the area. 
On one occasion, while delivering 
urgently needed supplies to the 
front lines, his party was ambushed 
by a large enemy force employing 
intense automatic weapons and 
small arms fire. With complete dis- 
regard for his personal safety he 
courageously exposed himself to the 
heavy enemy fire in order to prevent 
panic among the natives. In so do- 
ing, he was seriously wounded.” 

Winner of the Air Medal was 
LTJG Oliver D. Droege, USN, “for 
meritorious achievement as a fight- 
er pilot attached to and serving with 
Fighter Squadron 884, while operat- 
ing from the USS BOXER. During 
the period from 31 March to 26 May 
1951, LTJG Droege participated in 
20 strike missions over hostile North 
Korean territory . . . Although en- 
emy anti-aircraft fire was encount- 
ered on most of these strikes, he 
performed his missions with skill 
and courage.” 

CPL Lawrence M. Lucido, USMCR, 
was presented the Commendation 
medal for action on 10 June 1951, 
when “he volunteered to carry am- 
munition to one of the heavily en- 
gaged companies, repeatedly expos- 
ing himself to intense enemy mor- 
tar, automatic weapons and small 
arms fire with complete disregard 
for his own personal safety. Al- 
though he was painfuly wounded, 
he continued his important mission, 
returning to the company and as- 
sisting in the evacuation of other 
casualties.” 

The Purple Heart Medal and Rib- 
bon were presented to PFC Paul H. 
Buras, USMCR, who was wounded 
in Korea.

Vets Education 
Bill Is Proposed 

Washington <AFPS) — An impor- 
tant House Special Committee 
charged with investigating the abuses 
of the education bill for WWII vet- 
erans has proposed a new bill to give 
free schooling to veterans of the 
present emergency. 

The bill introduced by the commit- 
tee’s chairman, Rep. Olin E. Teague, 
(D) of Texas, gives basically the same 
benefits as the WWII bill, but has 
plugged all loopholes to prevent 
racketeering and extravagance. Many 
observers in congressional circles feel 
that Rep. Teague’s bill is a forthright 
and fair answer to all the former 
abuses. 

The bill would give men in Service 
since the beginning of the Korean 
conflict one and one-half days of free 
schooling for every day in Service. 
Maximum schooling would be 36 
months or enough time to complete a 
full college course for a degree. 

The payments would be paid direct 
to the veteran at the rate of $110 
monthly for single men and $150 
monthly for men with dependents. 
This would be for a full-time course. 
For a three-quarter time course sin- 
gle men would receive $80 and men 
with dependents $110. Half-time stu- 
dents would receive $50 if single and 
$70 with dependents. 

Extra income would have to be re- 
ported on the same basis as the other 
bill with the same limitations for full- 
time and three-quarter time students. 
There would be no age requirement 
and no proof of schooling interrup- 
tion would be needed. 

Students could change their course 
only once. No schools listed as sub- 
versive would be permitted and pri- 
vate-profit schools would have to 
have at least one-quarter of their 
student body non-veterans. No avo- 
cational or recreational courses would 
be allowed except in individual 
cases. 

On-the-job and on-the-farm train- 
ing would be allowed. Payments 
would begin at $70 a month for sin- 
gle men and $90 for men with de- 
pendents. These would be reduced ev- 
ery four months until depleted. 

Congressional experts feel that this 
bill is the answer to many of the 
former difficulties and it is expected 
that it will be well received when it 
appears on the floor.

It was in December of ’50, the USS ROCHESTER was dropping her big 
shells at five minute intervals over the low snow covered hills about Hung- 
nam, Korea. The shells were falling into the advancing lines of the enemy. 

MITCHELL (T-AP114) was lying at anchor in the big 
harbor; ship’s company was busy loading the compartments with wounded 
Marines who had fought their way down out of the mountains, carrying or 
dragging other wounded men with them.

We got underway and were headed for Mojie, Japan, when the incident 
of which I would like to tell you, took place. Just dead ahead on the horizon, 
directly in our path was a drifting sampan, her masts were stripped and her 
deck was jammed. As we came closer to the ship we began to man the rails 
with cameras and binoculars. 

The little sampan was dirty, grubby, gaunt. She was crowded with 102 
frightened, fleeing South Koreans. One man in the crowd was frantically 
waving a United Nations Flag on the tip end of an oar. Captain Creaser eased 
the “Big Mitch” over alongside the bobbing sampan. There was now much 
shouting, but very little understanding going on between those manning the 
rails and those adrift. One of the men in ship’s company could speak a little 
Korean — he understood that they wanted food, rice, and plenty of drinking 
water. It was learned later that these people had been drifting about for 
five days and nights, and they were plenty cold and hungry. 

Captain Creasor invited the sufferers to come on board, the men came 
first, and the women and children made it the best they could up the rope 
ladder. The bulky sampan was set loose and went its contrary way. These 
people were fed cans and cans of salmon and hot rice. The scabby, bare 
bottomed, bare legged children were given makeshift stockings by the Med- 
ical Department, and each person was given a warm Navy blanket. The sick 
were given medical attention, and the sailors broke out old shoes for some of 
the barefooted men and women. . . . How their faces changed from one 
of fear and grief to one of shining joy. 

As drifting men and women who call ourselves Christians is it not good 
to know that the mercy of God is a wonderful rescue ship which changes 
all things? The invitation is always open to us to come on board. Our Navy 
Chapel welcomes us, and needs us. Like those poor suffering South Koreans, 
joy can be ours if we seek to retie the knot which binds us to the eternal 
values of God through the ministry of church. Go this Sunday to the church 
of your choice.

Security Force Maintains Order at Hospital 
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Each Naval base, station, or hos- 
pital is patterned, in degree, after a 
community. It is a separate little 
community within itself, with its bar- 
ber shops, restaurant, theatre, libra- 
ry, and recreation. Just as vital as a 
community’s businesses, its public 
works and its fire department, is its 
police department, or, in the Navy, 
Security Division. 

To carry the similarity further, a 
Security Division in the Navy is re- 
sponsible for countless public service 
duties in addition to the maintenance 
of law and order. 

You're all familiar with different 
kinds of policemen who direct traf- 
fic and patrol sections of a city to 
protect the welfare of that city’s citi- 
zens, and perhaps you’ve had a stalled 
car pushed by a policeman, or have 
received one’s help in a strange town. 
A police department is responsible 
for the safety, good order and disci- 
pline of a community. A Security 
Division is responsible for the safety, 
good order and discipline of a Naval 
“community.” 

Our Oak Knoll Security Division, 
headed by Security Officer LT M. W. 
Long, MSC, USN, and his recently 
assigned assistant, LT William Mc- 
Queen, MSC, USN, is concerned with 
about the same jobs and experiences 
.as a precinct station, except for the 
routine of identification card issue, 
and other duties peculiar to a mili- 
tary Security Division. 

One of the biggest problems met 
by the division is that of parking of- 
fenders. Parking space is limited here 
and solution of the problem is not 
helped by people who park in re- 
served spaces, “no parking” areas, 
and bus zones. 

There are two sections in the Chief 


Master-at-Arms Office, a major part 
of the Security Division: the Inside 
MAA and the Outside MAA. 

Working details in connection with 
patients’ industrial therapy, and the 
preparation of liberty lists for patient 
personnel, are handled by the Out- 
side MAA branch, headed by L. V. 
Lahman, HMC, USN. The Inside 
MAA branch, under M. E. Nye, HMC, 
USN, finds its principal duties in 
maintaining of order and discipline, 
holding daily muster of staff corps- 
men and PAL’s, making regular 
checks to see that the hospital 
grounds are kept clean, and that fire 
hazards are eliminated. (The Fire 


Department, also a part of the secur- 
ity division, was the subject of a spe- 
cial article in a recent issue of THE 
OAK LEAF). 

Thefts, accidents, and parking vio- 
lations are the most frequent offenses 
encountered by the division. Pre-Mast 
investigations and records and re- 
ports of Captain’s Masts are handled 
by the division. If a man is recom- 
mended for a Court Martial, the case 
is turned over to the Legal Depart- 
ment. 

Civilian guards, a familiar activity 
to Knollites, are stationed at the 
main gate as a branch of the Security 
Division.

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This has notching whatever to do 
with books. 

Call it rather “Reflections by a 
Manic-Depressive Radio Producer 
Upon Hearing Cne of His Own 
Shows.” 

This morning I sat in the library 
and listened to the playback of a 
recording we made for “The Magic 
Key” program at KEAR last Thurs- 
day evening. It was a half hour 
adaptation of "The Mikado” by Gil- 
bert and Sullivan. Bob Rampton, 
who edits this paper, worked with 
me in the show. Bob has been in 
professional radio outside for some 
years, and I think he will recognize 
the symptoms in what follows: 

Why is it that no show, however 
long you work on it, or however 
many nervous spasms you drive your 
actors to, or however nightmares 
shatter your sleep or meals give you 
indigestion while you are working 
on the project — no show is ever as 
good as it ought to have been. Why, 
no matter how many angles you 
think your planning has covered, is 
there always some detail overlooked 
that undoes you in the end? 

On OUR side of the microphone, 
in rehearsal and even on the air, 
chaos reigns forever. There is al- 
ways one line the actor doesn’t in- 
flect correctly, or a line which gets 
scrambled in the performance and 
thereby gains a totally different 
meaning. In “The Mikado” one ac- 
tor’s misreading — even after seven 
hours’ rehearsal — of a line may well 
bring the FCC to my door. The line 
reads “I can’t live without her” but 
the actor scrambled it into “She 
won’t let me LIVE with her” and 
there you have it. A censor can read 
something quite interesting into 
that. 

Then, at the end of the show, the 
engineer at the transmitter sudden- 
ly opened HIS mike key with a dry- 
run of a recorded program to be 
heard later while our announcer was 
still talking “Mikado.” This, of 
course, gives the listener the idea 
that we enjoy broadcasting TWO 
productions at once. 

For a few minutes early in the 
program, the transmitter also de- 
veloped some “bugs” — a slight pop- 
ping noise like a small fire burning 
quietly at the back of the studio — 
which made it sound as if everybody 
was rattling script pages like mad 
and for a short time wrecked any 
semblance of reality in the lines. 

So the producer does his best to 
head off catastrophe before it hap- 
pens. But even he doesn’t always 
catch scrambled lines if his mind is 
on the next music cue coming up, 
and he can’t know that THIS will be 
one of the days at the transmitter 
when the engineering is done by 
somebody’s idiot cousin who doesn't 
know how to run the equipment 
properly. About all he can do, I sup- 
pose, is approach his task with hu- 
mility and prayer beforehand, and 
keep the obscure notion in mind 
that some day he might, just 
MIGHT, give his listeners a pro- 
gram worthy of his dreams.

Helicopters For 
Hospital Ships 

(By Armed Forces Press Service) 

Helicopter flight decks will soon 
be installed in all Navy hospital 
ships. It is expected that two heli- 
copters will be stationed on board 
each ship. 

Six Week Test 

The announcement was made fol- 
lowing a six-week test by the hos- 
pital ship USS CONSOLATION. An- 
chored half a mile off Korea’s east 
coast and 10 miles above the 38th 
parallel, the “USS Band-Aid,” as it 
was nicknamed, received more than 
400 patients from Marine, Army and 
Air Force ’copters in 23 landings. 

Ship Superior 

Medical specialists stationed on the 
CONSOLATION were often flown to 
the front lines for unusual cases and 
imperative operations. The ship’s fa- 
cilities were found to be generally 
superior to land hospitals. 

Although the water was too rough 
many times for small boats shuttling 
between ship and shore, the heli- 
copters were unable to fly only two 
days of the test period. 

Cost $10,000 

CAPT John W. McElroy, Com- 
manding Officer of the CONSOLA- 
TION, estimated it cost $10,000 to in- 
stall the present flight deck. But he 
favored two flight decks for emergen- 
cies. One would be 60 feet by 60 feet; 
the other, a smaller emergency deck, 
would measure 12 by 12. 

The helicopters would be painted 
white and marked with the red cross.

Patient Is Flown 
To Warm Springs 

The Navy on Sunday, 17 February, 
flew Grace Shaull, AN, USN(W), to 
the National Polio Foundation in 
Warm Springs, Georgia, to continue 
treatment for polio near her home 
in St. Petersburg, Florida. 

The pretty 23 -year-old brunette 
WAVE, in the service since November 
1948, was stricken with polio while 
serving as a flight orderly with the 
Military Air Transport Service. She 
had been attached to the Naval Air 
Station, Moffett Field, since com- 
pleting her recruit training at the 
U S. Naval Training Center, Great 
Lakes. 

Under treatment at Oak Knoll 
since 30 October, she had regained 
the use of her arms, but both legs 
remain paralyzed. 

She left Oak Knoll at 0900 on Sat- 
urday, 16 February, and when she 
took off from Moffett Field the next 
day aboard an Air Transport Squad- 
ron 3, MATS, plane, flying with her 
as members of the crew were many of 
the friends she used to fly with be- 
fore she was stricken with polio- 
some of them the same friends who 
raised money to buy her a television 
set and who kept her supplied with 

flowers during her months on Ward 
40A. 

Miss Shaull was a student at Stet- 
son University in DeLand, Florida 
before joining the Navy. She is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Shaull, 527 5th Street South St 
Petersburg. Her transfer to Warm 
Springs was made through special 
arrangements by the Department of 
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Mental attitudes are very important because they set the direction for 
and determine the scope of our activities as individuals. 

In a car equipped with the standard shift the gears can be engaged in 
four ways enabling the car to move itself backward or forward in first, 
second, and high speeds.

If your attitude can 
be summed up in the phrase, “IT’S ALL A WASTE OF TIME” then you’re 
in reverse. If the phrase “I’LL MAKE THE BEST OF IT” indicates how you 
feel, then you’re in first. You’re in second if you honestly feel that “IT’S 
NOT SO BAD, I DON’T MIND IT.” But you’re really going places in high 
gear if your attitude toward being in the Navy or at Oak Knoll is “I’M 
GOING TO PROFIT BY IT.” 

So long as you’re convinced that it’s all a waste of time, you can move 
only in one direction — backward toward months or years of unhappiness 
in the service, a bad discharge and the inability to adjust properly in ci- 
vilian life. 

If, from the point of view of attitude you are already in high, mentally, 
proceed slowly and surely through the lesser speeds. 

Be determined to profit by your stay at Oak Knoll. Be determined to be 
a healthier man when you leave here.

(The following article is reprinted from the OIR Newsletter for February, 
1952. It is published here to point out the ever-increasing need for safe 
driving.) 

He pushed his sleeve back, held his wrist close to the lighted speedometer, 
squinted to read the time. A little after nine. Five, ten minutes after. Ought 
to be home in half an hour. 

If he’d known he only had ten seconds to live, he might have checked the 
time more closely. He might have done several things differently. 

Ten seconds to live. He massaged his eyes with thumb and middle finger, 
trying to rub out some of the sand. 

Nine seconds to live. He’d driven almost eight houi-s since lunch, and 
was beginning to feel it. 

Eight seconds to live. Lousy driving in the rain. Light from your head- 
lights just seem to soak in along with the water. 

Seven seconds to live. Probably need a new windshield wiper blade. Old 
one just spreads the water around instead of wiping clean. Get one tomor- 
row, or next time it rains. 

Six seconds to live. Somebody threw a cigarette out of an oncoming car. 
The red glow dissolved almost before it hit the pavement. 

Five seconds to live. He planted his heel on the floorboard, squirmed back 
in the seat, trying for comfort. 

Four seconds to live. At 60 miles an hour, a car covers 88 feet of pave- 
ment every second. Four seconds, 352 feet. 

Three seconds to live. Something looked wrong through the blurry wind- 
shield. A tentative dab at the brake stiffened into desperate pressure as he 
made out an old, unlighted, slow-moving truck ahead. 

Two seconds to live. Panic moved in. Turn to the left. No, car coming. 
Headlights too close. Can’t make it. Turn to the right. 

One second to live. Horror numbed everything into slow motion. He was 
floating right into the near corner of the truck bed. He opened his mouth 
to scream. 

No seconds to live. 

It has happened to lots of people. Oh, maybe not just that way, but simi- 
larly. Drive too long, eyes get tired, reactions slow down. Rain, darkness, a 
windshield that is hard to see through. Driving too fast. A car or truck you 
can’t see. It has happened to lots of folks. 

It could happen to you.

CPO Builds Gadget 
Adopted By BuShips 

(By Armed Forces Press Service) 

Remember that famous American 
saying, “Build a better mouse-trap 
and the world will beat a path to 
your door”? Ellis R. Grover, Jr. CSC, 
USN, will never forget it. 

He may not have invented a better 
mousetrap but he’s come up with a 
good idea for a new tie-down ring. 
It’s so good, in fact, that the Navy 
Bureau of Ships has decided to 
adopt it. 

His device consists of a small iron 
ring attached to a T-shaped base. 
The base is hooked under the iron 
gratings which cover floor stowage 
spaces in many vessels. Tie-down 
lines are then secured to the iron 
ring. 

The new ring makes stowage 
aboard ship more flexible and makes 
placement possible in any desired 
position within stowage spaces. Chief 
Grover is on duty with the USS 
W. A. Mann, a cargo ship of the Mili- 
tary Sea Transportation Service in 
the Pacific. 


Three Transports To Be 
Added To MSTS Fleet 

New York !AFPS)— Three of the 
most modern military transports in 
the world are nearing completion 
here.

Toscanini and the N.B.C. Sym- 
phony will also be heard in “The 
Sorcerer’s Apprentice” by Dukas. 
Dukas, who wrote the work in 
1897, called it a Scherzo, which in 
Italian means “joke,” and that is 
what it is — a joke in music about 
an apprentice of a sorcerer who 
charms a broom into carrying 
water and then can’t stop it. 

The third work will be the 
“Rosenkavalier Suite” by Richard 
Strauss, performed by the Phila- 
delphia Orchestra, conducted by 
Eugene Ormandy. The Suite is a 
comprehensive picture of Strauss’ 
most popular opera, “Der Rosen- 
kavalier,” and was fashioned from 
the score of the opera by the com- 
poser himself.

Carpenter Shop 
Has Broad Scope 

Over 1,000 carpenter repair jobs 
have been done since January 1 — an 
average of over 160 repair request* 
filled each week. In addition to reg- 
ular requests for repairs sent directly 
to the carpepter shop, there are 
plumbing and painting jobs that 
often require assistance from car- 
penter shop workers. 

Large projects at Oak Knoll are 
assigned to local outside contracting 
companies — projects like the build- 
ing of a new ward, complete renova- 
tion of several buildings, or the re- 
cent cementing of many of the ramps 
around the compound. 

The job of keeping hospital prop- 
erty in good condition and the task 
of making minor improvements is the 
mission of the entire Maintenance 
Department. The carpenter shop, one 
of its divisions, is responsible for a 
great percentage of the Department's 
work, as evidenced by the number of 
jobs they handle each week. 

Henry Moser, leading-man carpen- 
ter, is in charge of the entire shop’s 
crew, principally managing various 
branches within the shop. He is as- 
sisted by George Severson who is in 
charge of carpenter crews working 
outside of the shop. 

Inside the actual carpenter shop 
building, there are sections, each spe- 
cialized in a different phase of car- 
pentry. Six men work full-time mak- 
ing cabinets and other wooden stor- 
ing or carrying articles needed in the 
hospital. The cabinet makers also re- 
pair doors. 

A saw filer keeps carpenter tools in 
good shape and, in addition, files 
medical instruments and knives for 
the commissary. Other specialists do 
full-time work in upholstering, screen 
repair, furniture repair, linoleum lay- 
ing and patching, and cement finish- 
ing. 

Work requests are submitted to the 
Maintenance Department office from 
wards, quarters, offices and depart- 
ments needing repair work done. The 
requests are then sent to whichever 
shop is equipped to do the job — the 
paint shop, machine shop, carpenter 
shop or other specialty branch. 

A push-cart system is utilized by 
the carpenter shop. This idea was 
conceived by LT G. W. Barnes, CEC, 
USN, in charge of the Maintenance 
Department, and is a portable cart 
supplied with all the equipment nec- 
essary for small repair jobs. One or 
two men are sent around the com- 
pound with the cart, to do repair 
work for which a repair request has 
not yet been submitted, and often 
“nipping in the bud” a job that would 
require more time and expense if it 
were not fixed until later on. 

In all, 34 civilians are on the roster 
at the carpenter shop, working inde- 
pendently and with other shops to 
maintain the working order and

Rating Structure 
To Be Reviewed 

(By Armed Forces Press Service) 

A Navy Rating Structure Review 
Board will convene in the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel in April to consider 
possible changes in the present rating 
structure. 

The Board will review all recom- 
mendations submitted and it is ex- 
pected that many changes will be 
accepted. Some new ratings may be 
established while others could be 
done away with or combined. Certain 
jobs may be classified under other 
ratings and new jobs placed under 
those that previously did not contain 
them. 

Due to the progressive develop- 
ment of such weapons as guided mis- 
siles, jet planes, electronics and 
atomic submarines, the Navy’s rat- 
ing structure must undergo changes 
to keep in line with these mate- 
rial and technical developments. 

In considering the rating structure 
the Board will take up the problem 
of emergency service as well as gen- 
eral service ratings. The emergency 
service structure is designed to be 
put into effect in the event of war, 
so that training time may be short- 
ened through maximum use of ci- 
vilian education and experience. 

It may take from weeks to years to 
make a change in the structure. For 
example, in 1949 the Navy decided 
to combine the ratings of fire con- 
trolman and fire control technician 
into one rating of fire technician. 
The change was recommended by the 
Board and then submitted for ap- 
proval to the various technical bu- 
reaus, JAG, The Chief of Naval Op- 
erations and the Secretary of the 
Navy for approval. Five years was 
allowed for a fire controlman to 
change his rating.

Army To Secure 
Liaison Section 

When the first casualties started 
coming back to the United Sates fol- 
lowing the outbreak of fighting in 
Korea in June, 1950, an Army liaison 
office was opened at Oak Knoll to 
handle Army casualties sent here for 
special treatment. 

The office was opened on 8 Sep- 
tember by MAJ Norman J. Cantley, 
MSC, USA, who came to Oak Knoll 
from Letterman Army Hospital in 
San Francisco. Later five enlisted 
men were added to his staff, and 
since its opening the office has 
handled the administrative details 
incident to the hospitalization of 
Army casualties here. 

A total of 331 Army men have 
been patients at Oak Knoll since 
that time, with a peak of approxi- 
mately 200 on the rolls in January 
of 1951. During the past six months 
the Army Liaison office has acted in 
an unofficial capacity as an Air 
Force Liaison Office, overseeing both 
Air Force patients and Air Force 
men attending technician schools at 
Oak Knoll. 

But the last Army patient will 
leave Oak Knoll on or about 15 
April, and the Army Liaison Section 
will be closed. Those patients not 
ready for return to duty or for dis- 
charge will be transferred to Letter- 
man hospital or to Veterans Admin- 
istration hospitals. 

MAJ Cantley left Oak Knoll on 
Friday, 29 February, for his new 
duty station at the U.S. Army Hos- 
pital, Fort Ord, California. While at 
Oak Knoll, MAJ Cantley joined 
whole-heartedly in hospital activi- 
ties and last year acted as auditor 
for Oak Knoll’s first United Fund 
Drive. Before coming to Oak Knoll 
MAJ Cantley had been stationed at 
Letterman since 7 November 1948. 

The only remaining enlisted man 
in the Army Liaison Office, SFC 
Oliver M. Soule, will remain at Oak 
Knoll until the last Army patient 
leaves the hospital. SFC Soule came 
to Oak Knoll in October 1950, just a 
month after the office opened. 

When he leaves the Army Liaison 
Office will be secured.

A short time ago a king died. Some of you may have been as surprised 
as I was at the publicity given his demise, and the extent of grief that was 
felt. For many, many days radio, press and magazines were full of the story. 
Yet he was not a great conqueror, or brilliant statesman, or profound scholar 
as some of his predecessors had been. As the days passed one adjective 
seemed to be used with increasing frequency by those talking or writing 
about him; it was the word “Good.” It was often repeated “He was a good 
man.” Some sources suggested he would be known in history as “George 
The Good.” 

It is encouraging that in our time a man known principally for his good- 
ness should be so lamented, for most of us do not covet this word “good.” 
We like to be thought strong, clever, talented, sharp, handsome or beauti- 
ful people with “wonderful personalities.” But the quality of goodness — 
well, that seems rather flat. As a result there is a great deal of sorrow in 
the world. 

It is the humble virtues that make up a good person; simple honesty, 
kindness, fidelity to one’s duty; these things practiced in the commonplace 
experiences of each day make a good person. 

In the lives of the saints it is surprising to see that most of them won 
their crown of glory not by tremendous deeds, but simply by faithfulness 
and devotion in smail things. They were good folk who worked at goodness. 

In the Bible there is a Saint called Bamabus. Not a great deal is said of 
him. He sold some land and gave the money to the poor; he preached many 
sermons, but none is recorded. He was not nearly so great a missionary 
as The Apostle Paul. The Bible says rather simply of Barnabus — “he was 
a good man.” 

Yet had it not been for the goodness of Barnabus the greatness of Paul 
might never have been known. To be of any value to Our Father and our 
brethren as clever, talented, wise people, it must first be possible to say of 
us — “he is a good person.”

Permanente Plan 
Is Now Available 

The Permanente Health Plan is 
now available for civilian employees 
at Oak Knoll as the result of a meet- 
ing held at the auditorium on 14 
February, when Mr. Stevenson, rep- 
resentative of the plan, explained 
the details. 

Applications will be accepted at 
the Civilian Personnel Office, where 
payments may be made during the 
third week of each month, and cover- 
age of group members will be effec- 
tive 1 March 1952. 

Hospital care, doctor’s care while 
hospitalized, doctor’s care in the of- 
fice and home, drugs and medicine 
and other services are available un- 
der the plan. Monthly membership 
fees amount to $3.10 for the sub- 
scriber only; $5.05 for the subscriber 
and one family dependent, and $5.95 
for the subscriber and two or more 
dependents. There is an initial regis- 
tration fee of $2.00. 

This health plan is offered in ad- 
dition to the California Physicians 
Service, which has been available to 
civilian employees since 1948. 


Payments to veterans for benefits 
administered by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration are tax-free and need 
not be considered in computing Fed- 
eral income tax. 

Also, dividends which veterans 
have received on their GI insurance 
policies are exempt from taxation 
and need not be reported. 

Among the tax-exempt VA pay- 
ments are:

Machine Shop Performs Countless Chores 


WHO'S WHO IN 


“What on earth is there for a 
machinist to do in a hospital?” a 
machinist once asked Henry J. 
Preston, head man at the machine 
shop. 

The answer was easy for Preston, 
leading-man machinist, who can 
name countless uses and needs for 
the skill of machinists here at Oak 
Knoll. 

The shop, whose job it is to co- 
operate with and assist all branches 
of the Maintenance Department in 
the mechanical upkeep and opera- 
tion of the hospital, is divided into 
four sections: the machine, key and 
lock, welding, and sheet metal sec- 
tions. 

Typical shop equipment includes 
lathes, a drill press, milling machine, 
forge, power hack saw, hydraulic 
press, key cutting machine, and other 
equipment used in machine and 
sheet metal work. 

The shop’s 14 workers maintain 
and repair air compressors, which 
are used for ventilation in many 
hospital wards and buildings, and 


ail - equipment such as laundry 
washers, extractors, and dryers. 
Water supply pumps, and an emer- 
gency electric generator at the 
main gate are the mechanical re- 
sponsibility of the shop. The gen- 
erator is thoroughly checked each 
week to insure its working order 
in the event of a main power 
shortage. 

Any and all mechanical equip- 
ment on the compound must be 
oiled and repaired and kept in good 
condition by the shop’s crew. New 
mechanical devices are installed by 
the same crew. 

With the tools and equipment in 
their shop, the machinists can 
make gears, shafting, bearings, all 
sizes and types of screws, and can 
model valve facings or shafts. Many 
of the jobs done at this busy shop 
are unusual, demanding not only 
skill but ingenuity and imagination. 

They repair medical equipment, 
and make standard medical tools 
and operating table attachments, 
when they are needed in a hurry 
or when they can be made for less 


than it would cost to purchase them. 
In some cases they must take an 
idea for a new device or attach- 
ment that cannot be purchased and 
turn that idea first into a drawing 
or set of plans and finally into the 
finished product. 

The machine shop does whatever 
machine, bench, sheet metal work, 
forging, or welding is required by 
plumbers, steamfitters, electricians, 
carpenters, roads and grounds work- 
ers, fire department, and the paint 
shop. 

The same facilities are used in 
the repair and upkeep of all me- 
chanical equipment in the commis- 
saries, the laundry, the boiler house, 
transportation, and the hospital 
proper. For example, the latter re- 
quires work on autoclaves, sterilizers, 
oxygen tents, iron lungs, surgical 
beds, and surgical instruments such 
as bone drills, cast cutters, and 
scissors. 

Reviewing any day's work, Oak 
Knoll’s machinists can smile know- 
ingly when asked what there is for 
a machinist to do in a hospital.

As a picture 
of human degeneration and bru- 
tality, it puts anything our young 
American novelists — Mailer, Jones, 
et al— have done, to shame. Re- 
marque writes with a wipte hot 
passion for freedom and a hatred 
of tyranny and he does not end the 
book without a reminder that 
L|| tyranny is not ended yet, by any 
means. The two ablest organizers 
among the prisoners, who actually 
find means to keep most of them- 
selves alive, are German Commu- 
nists who have plans of their own 
for Germany when “The Day’’ 
comes.

stands for: 

“For something — ” says 509, 
“which now seems rather pompous 
and ridiculous. For humaneness, 
tolerance, and the right of the in- 
dividual. 

There is no middle ground, how- 
ever. 509 fails in a final holocaust 
with help amost at hand, and when 
the Americans arrive to pick up the 
pieces, the Communist leaders hand 
over the remaining SS men to them 
and then, having organized the 
prisoners to take over the camp as 
a DP center, depart to work richer 
fields elsewhere. 

Notwithstanding the grim reality 
of his finish, Remarque does put 
forth his central idea very well : 
that there is a “Spark of Life/’ a 
reflection of divinity in mankind, 
which even the utmost bestiality 
and degradation cannot entirely 
stamp out. Man is still created in 
God’s image and not even the Anti- 
Christ, Hitler himself, could change 
that. 

It is a powerful, moving, beauti- 
fully told story, and one might say 
in passing that its characterization 
of the camp commander who “only 
followed orders” and wanted to sur- 
render with a handshake and in 
“soldierly tradition” — after having 
used for years the ashes of his vic- 
tims to fertilize an exotic garden 
which was a hobbv with him — is a 
masterly portrait. It should be a fine 
antidote for the lamentable apolo- 
gies which have begun appearing 
out of Hollywood lately — pictures 
like “The Desert Fox” and “Decision 
Before Dawn” — which seems to have 
forgotten Dachau, Buchenwald and 
“Mellern” altogether. 

Mr. Remarque has not forgotten, 
all honor to him. and he thinks we 
had better not forget either.

States' Voting 
Laws Outlined 

Information has been received 
from BuPers concerning certain elec- 
tions to be held during the coming 
months, and the necessary facts con- 
cerning these elections and their re- 
quirements follow: 

LOUISIANA 

Louisiana will hold a general elec- 
tion on 22 April, to elect persons nom- 
inated in the January and February 
primary elections. On 29 July Louis- 
iana will hold a primary election to 
nominate candidates for Congres- 
sional representatives, state and 
local officials. Then on 2 September 
a run-off primary election will be 
held to nominate candidates in those 
cases where nominations were not 
made in the 29 July primary. The 
general election will be held on 4 
November to elect persons nominated 
in the primary elections, plus the 
presidential electors. 

In order to vote in Louisiana a per- 
son must be: (1) 21 years of age on 
election day; (2) able to read and 
write; (3) a United States citizen 
having resided in Louisiana for 2 
years, in the parish of residence for 
1 year, and in the voting precinct for 
3 months;" and (4) a registered voter. 
REGISTRATION IS REQUIRED 
OF ALL PERSONS AND MUST BE 
ACCOMPLISHED IN PERSON AT 
THE PLACE OF LOUISIANA RES- 
IDENCE. 

MINNESOTA 

A presidential primary election will 
be held in Minnesota on 18 March to 
elect representatives to Democratic 
and Republican Conventions. State 
primary elections are to be held on 
9 September to nominate Congres- 
sional representatives, Governor, and 
other state and local officials. The 
general election will be held on 4 
November to elect candidates se- 
lected in the primary elections. Five 
amendments to the State Constitu- 
tion will be voted upon in the 4 No- 
vember election. 

In order to vote in Minnesota, a 
person must be: (1) at least 21 years 
of age on the day following the elec- 
tion in which he wishes to vote; (2)

ILLINOIS 

The Illinois primary election will 
be held on 8 April, to nominate can- 
didates for Congressional represent- 
atives, Governor, and other state and 
local officials. There will be a special 
election on 2 June to elect judicial 
officers in COOK COUNTY ONLY. 
The general election will be held on 
4 November to elect candidates nom- 
inated in the primary elections, and 
to elect trustees to the University of 
Illinois, plus the presidential elec- 
tors. Voting requirements in Illinois 
are that a person must be: (1) at 
least 21 years of age on the date of 
the election in which he wishes to 
vote; (2) a U. S. citizen residing in 
the State for 1 year, in the county 
of residence for 90 days, and in the 
voting precinct for 30 days. ARMED 
FORCES PERSONNEL ARE EX- 
EMPTED FROM THE STATE REG- 
ISTRATION REQUIREMENTS. 

NEW JERSEY 

Primary elections will be held on 
15 April to nominate candidates for 
U. S. Senator, Representatives to 
U. S. Congress, and county and mu- 
nicipal officers. The general elec- 
tion will be held on 4 November to 
elect persons nominated in the pri- 
mary election, plus the presidential 
electors. 

In order to vote in New Jersey 
a person must be: (1) at least 21 
years of age on the date of elec- 
tion; (2) a U. S. citizen having re- 
sided in New Jersey for a period of 
1 year, and in the county of resi- 
dence for 5 months. ARMED 
FORCES PERSONNEL ARE EX- 
EMPT FROM THE NEW JERSEY 
REGISTRATION REQUIRE- 
MENTS. 

TO OBTAIN ABSENTEE BALLOTS 

Members of the Armed Services 
should obtain absentee ballots by 
mailing the Federal Post Card Ap- 
plication, Standard Form 76, to the 
county clerk or board of election 
commissioners within a reasonable 
length of time preceding any elec- 
tion (usually 100 days). Ballots will 
be returned to the voters from 30 
to 45 days prior to the election. The 
ballots should be returned, properly 
marked, to the proper election offi- 
cials not later than the day of elec- 
tion. 

Forms are available in the Civil 
Readjustment Office.

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Senate Committee Approves 
Three Per Cent Pay increase

i AFPS) — A three per 


H cent. across-the-board base pay in- 
'rease has been approved for Armed 
Forces personnel by the Senate 
^med Sendees Committee. 

The Senate is expected to vote on 
-he measure within a few days. 

In addition to the base pay boost, 
the Senate group also made provi- 
- sions for cost-of-living increases in 
quarters and allowances for officers 
sni enlisted men. 

Richard B Russell 'D.. Ga.), chair- 
man of the committee explained that 
•. u .e Senate group felt it should in- 
crease the items directly related tc 
the cost of living rather than give a 
iarge across-the-board pay increase. 

It was .also pointed out that some 
enlisted men with families would fare 
better under the Senate version of 
the bill than under the House-passed 
bill which provided a flat 10°* across- 
the-board increase. 

Pertinent changes the Senate com- 
mittee approved: 

1. Subsistence allowance for offi- 
cers— now $42, Senate bill, $54. 

2. Subsistence for enlisted person- 
nel authorized to mess off the post — 
now $2.25 a day. Senate bill, $2.75 a 
day. 

1 Rental allowances for officers not 
himished housing — no increase; with 
one or two dependents, $10 a month 
increase, with three or more depend- 
ents, $20 a month increase. 


4. Quarters allowances for enlisted 
men not furnished housing — now $45 
a month for all grades for men with- 
out dependents, Senate bill $51. (This 
also applies to men in pay grades 1, 
2, 3 with one dependent.) 

For enlisted personnel with two de- 
pendents in the lowest grades or one 
or two dependents in the top en- 
listed grades — now $67 per month, 
$80 in the Senate bill. Enlisted per- 
sonnel with more than two depend- 
ents — in all grades — now $85 a month, 
and $100 in Senate bill.

Marshal Foch, leader in World War I, was once honored at a dinner by 
some American friends. One of these foolishly took exception to the flowery 
praises of French courtesy. 

‘There’s nothing to it but wind,” spoke the critic. 

“Neither is there anything but wind in pneumatic tires,” replied Foch, 
“but it eases the jolts of life’s highway wonderfully.” 

A person without politeness is like a tire without air; one who does no 
favors, who never shows a mark of respect, is an unoiled part of the social 
engine. Whoever concedes only rights, nothing more, is a machine without 
shock absorbers or cushions. If you do not mind your manners, the rules of 
social conduct, you cannot have a pleasing personality. 

Jesus was the 
model gentleman; the Bible is the best book of etiquette. On every page 
Christ was polite, doing favors, going out of His way to perform some kind- 
ness.

He was thoughful; renewing the failing wine, feeding the hungry 
crowds, embracing little children, making a journey to console the sisters 
of Lazarus.

What is self-denial but the first rule of politeness. To deny self is a Christian 
ideal; to forget self is the act of a gentleman. Trust in one another unites 
Christian hearts; confidence in the good intentions of others makes society 
possible. Pride, selfishness, bad temper are opposed to Christian brotherhood 
and courteous conduct. The more religious a man is, the more polite he 
should be. For true religion tells him to forget self, to love his neighbor, and 
to be kind, even to his enemy.

Navy's Only Environmental Sanitation School Here 


The only course of its kind in the 
Navy, the Environmental Sanitation 
Technician course at Oak Knoll of- 
fers specialized training in sanita- 
tion and preventive medicine. 


All students are volunteers and 
must have had at least 18 months, 
duty aboard ship or with the Fleet 
Marine Force, and 12 months of un- 
expired shore duty in the United 
States. This requirement, and others, 
are made in order to insure a thor- 
ough background before going into 
this technical phase of the hospital 
corps. Although not required, it is 
highly desirable that a prospective 
student be a malarialogy technician, 
and have training in public health, 
public speaking, office management, 
physics, chemistry and engineering, 
with experience in one or more of 
these fields. 


There is a total of 700 instruction 
hours in the five-month course, 454 
of them in practical work. Subjects 
taught are administration and or- 
ganization, bacteriology and immu- 
nology, epidemiology, vital statistics, 
entomology and parasitology, and 
military sanitation. 


Each student is given a chance, 
through field trips, to learn and prac- 
tice food sanitation and milk and 
dairy inspections, meat inspections, 
purification of water, sewage dis- 
posal, communicable disease prob- 
lems, insect and rodent control, and 


the overall sanitation of housing, 
shops, and swimming pools. 

Civilian problems, methods, and 
procedures are studied through the 
cooperation of local C.ty Health De- 
partments. Oak Knoll Sanitation De- 
partment personnel, equipment, and 


facilities are utilized in the EST 
course for field demonstrations. 

In addition to the many types of 
equipment (sprayers, traps, insecti- j 
cides) at the school, there is a collec- 
tion of both live and mounted speci- 
mens of beetles, weevils, and roaches i

Veterans Warned 
Of Loan Clause 


England Program 
Scores Hit Here 


Veterans who sell their homes and 
let the purchasers assume the four 
per cent GI loans, remain personally 
responsible for the payment of the 
loan, Veterans Administration has 
warned. 


VA said World War II veterans 
should not sell their property with- 
out making certain their interests 
are protected. The best way to do 
that is to have the purchaser pay 
cash or arrange a loan in his own 
name. 


A veteran selling his property with 
the GI loan intact runs the risk of 
later having to pay all or part of the 
debt resulting from a default by the 
new owner. Should the new owner of 
the property fail to keep up the mort- 
gage payments, the holder of the GI 
mortgage can foreclose. 


When the proceeds of the sale re- 
sulting from the foreclosure do not 
cover the amount of the GI loan out- 
standing, the difference may remain 
a debt against the veteran.

Korea Casualties 
May Get Refunds 

Military personnel and veterans 
who have been hospitalized as the 
result of wounds, injury or illness suf- 
fered in Korea may be eligible for 
income tax refunds from the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. 

The 1950 tax law, as recently 
amended, provides an income tax 
exemption for servicemen during the 
period in which they were hospital- 
ized. It is retroactive to June 24, 1950, 
and applies to hospitalization in the 
United States as well as in the Far 
East. 

In view of the retroactive feature 
of the amended legislation, it Ls esti- 
mated that thousands of Korean vet- 
erans are entitled to cash refunds. 
These may be obtained when persons 
in or recently released from service 
file income tax returns for 1951, if ac- 
companied by certificates from unit 
personnel officers showing the period 
of hospitalization and the amount of 
pay earned during that time. Individ- 
ual application must be made for the 
certificate.

Two Staffers, 8 Patients 
Presented Service Awards 


Two staff members and eight pa- 
tients were presented service awards 
at ceremonies held at the Commu- 
nity Services Building auditorium on 
Friday, 7 March.

A Silver Star Medal was presented 
to James K. Neary, HM3, USN, “for 
conspicuous gallantry and intrepid- 
ity” in action against the enemy 
while serving with a Marine infan- 
try company in Korea on 12 October 
1951. 

The citation stated; “Disregard- 
ing his own safety, Neary entered an 
enemy minefield to give assistance 
when he saw a Marine seriously 
wounded by an exploding mine. While 
rendering aid to his fallen comrade, 
he was himself wounded by a mine, 
and suffered the loss of his left foot. 
Despite severe shock, extreme pain 
and loss of blood, he continued to 
treat the wounded Marin.? and as- 
sured his safe evacuation to friendly 
lines. Only then did he attend to his 
own serious wound. His ability to 
perform his specialty skillfully in 
spite of his tremendous handicap en- 
abled the patrol to move quickly 
from under enemy observation and 
Are and return to friendly lines with- 
out further casualties.” 

The two staff members, Elmer P. 
Wachsman, HMC, a student at the 


EST School, and Sol M. Winter, 
HMC, X-Ray department, both re- 
ceived Commendation medals. 

Chief Wachsman was cited as fol- 
lows: "For meritorious service while 
rendering first aid and caring for the 
sick and wounded during rescue and 
salvage operations of the ATMS 
PRASAE while that vessel was 
aground in enemy held territory dur- 
ing the period 8 to 13 January 1951. 
His skill, perseverance, and tireless 
efforts saved lives and alleviated suf- 
fering, and resulted in an expression 
of highest regard for the United 
States Navy by a representative of 
the Government of Thailand.” 

Chief Winter’s citation stated: 
“For excellent service in the line of 
his profession while serving with a 
Marine Infantry battalion during 
operations against the enemy in Ko- 
rea on 11 June 1951. Chief Hospital 
Corpsman Winter displayed out- 
standing professional skill, courage 
and confidence throughout an en- 
gagement with a numerically super- 
ior enemy force during hours of 
darkness. Without regard tor his own 
personal safety, he unhesitatingly 
volunteered to lead a group of seven 
aborers up steep mountainous slopes 
to evacuate fifteen wounded Marines 
from the front lines in order to ren-

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THE MASTER WEAVER 

A tourist was visiting historic spots in New Mexico. He strolled down the 
dusty street of a small Navajo Indian village. Many things of interest met 
his eye. For some time he watched an old woman working on a hand-made 
loom, weaving a rug. The yarn was very coarse and rough, the pattern al- 
ready shaping up on the .rickety old loom was not exact in measurement; 
it was plain that the result was to be a cheap, shoddy rug. The old woman 
kept working with the coarse yarn as the tourist moved on down the street. 

After some hours spent in a hut watching the tedious construction of a 
string of turquoise beads the traveler camped for the night on the prairie 
near the village. The following morning, camera in hand, he again saun- 
tered down the crooked, dusty street looking for interesting pictures of In- 
dian life. 

In passing the adobe hut of the old woman weaver he saw a beautiful 
Navajo rug hanging out for sale. He stared in astonishment. Yes, it was the 
same one he had seen being woven the day before. But it was now beautiful, 
harmonious and elegant. A distinguished looking gentleman had just pur- 
chased the rug for a rather extravagant sum of money. The tourist looked 
again at the work of art. Somehow the weaver had so blended the pattern 
and the rough yarn together that the result was a beautiful thing. Even the 
faults of the knotty wool seemed to contribute to the beauty of the whole. 
The day before, the observer had been looking at the wrong side of the rug 
but the weaver saw the right side. Later the traveler learned that this old 
Indian woman was one of the most skilled weavers of the Navajo tribe and 
the products of her hand loom brought very high prices. 

We are all endowed with many qualities, aptitudes, interests and skills. 
Likewise we have at hand opportunities, facts, knowledge and time. With all 
of these elements we still may only produce a life that is a hodge-podge of 
ideas, while ugliness and failure may be the result. 

Religion holds the hope. In religion God is The Master Weaver. He takes 
our lives, though they be drab, faulty and seemingly hopeless, and somehow 
He uses even our faults blended with our better qualities, woven together 
with the warp of knowledge, truth and our personal surrender to His will, 
and the result can be a spiritual masterpiece. Sometimes with such uncer- 
tain and vague possibilities the result of the skill of The Great Weaver is 
a great saint. This miracle of spiritual construction can only be accomplished 
by the patience and love of God, The Master Weaver.

“shuttling” in future atomic warfare. 

The assault involved 70 ships of 
the Pacific Fleet and climaxed the 
first Navy-Marine amphibious exer- 
cises in the West since 1949. More 
than 1,400 rounds of 16-inch shells 
were fired from the battleship USS 
IOWA with support of the cruisers 
USS HELENA and USS TOLEDO. 

“Frogmen” of underwater demoli- 
tion teams and Marine fighter- 
bombers aided the amphibious units. 
Helicopters were used to airlift troops 
behind enemy lines from carrier 
flight decks.

Keeps Vital Power Flowing

ELECTRIC SHOP

It would be difficult to determine 
just which behind-the-scenes activ- 
ity is most important in the operation 
of a hospital. 

Certainly the generation of elec- 
tricity is one of a hospital’s necessi- 
ties — a power failure could be disas- 
trous in an operating room with its 
dependence on light and some elec- 
trical instruments. 

In all branches and activities of a 
hospital, electric power is vital. The 
flow of electricity operates motors, 
laundry machines, nurse’s call sys- 
tems, air conditioning, stoves, and 
other equipment in the commissary. 
Water is pumped in by electric mo- 
tors; telephones, lights, and alarm 
systems are dependent upon electric 
power. 

The electrical section of the Main- 
tenance Division is responsible for 
maintenance and repair of electrical 
equipment on the compound, and the 
installation of any added electrical 
facilities. 

Outside contractors are hired to do 
large jobs, such as the recent rewir- 
ing of the surgery department, and 
frequent overhead power line jobs, 
entailing the stringing and connec- 
tion of a large amount of electric 
wiring. 


A crew of 21 men comprise the shop 
crew, headed by R. H. Sheldon, lead- 
ing-man electrician, and his assist- 
ant, James A. Turner. Fifteen of the 
men are electricians, three of them 
are helpers, and the remaining three 
are specialists in refrigeration. 

Inside the shop, lamps, portable 
equipment and many wiring jobs are 
done. There, too, are the various 
tools and testing equipment, such as 
voltmeters for voltage checking, cir- 
cuit analyzers, and other testing 
units. 

In addition to on-the-spot work 
done where electrical equipment may 
be in need of repair, and the work 
done on the shop premises, the crew 
is often called on to devise an appli- 
ance that either cannot be purchased 
or is needed immediately. In these 
instances, the electricians usually 
have to take an idea, turn it into a 
drawing or plan, and, finally, the fin- 
ished product.

Pharmacy Training Program Plan 
Is Recommended by VA Committee 


A two-year hospital pharmacy 
residency and academic training pro- 
gram for VA hospitals has been rec- 
ommended by the VA Special Phar- 
macy training committee. 

Under the committee’s proposal, 
recent pharmacy graduates holding 
B.S. degrees and registered in one 
of the states would be selected for 
training in VA hospitals and enrolled 
in graduate schools of affiliated col- 
leges or universities to pursue study 
leading to a Master’s degree in Phar- 
macy. This study would be pursued 
concurrent with on-the-job training. 

The committee recommended that 
accredited schools and colleges of 
pharmacy, offering graduate study 
and located near adequately staffed 
and equipped VA hospitals, be in- 
vited to participate. 


The committee’s program calls for 
instruction in the on-the-job phases 
of hospital pharmacy operations, in- 
cluding inpatient and outpatient dis- 
pensing, manufacturing, and general 
administration, supervised by the 
Chief Pharmacists at the activities. 

It was further recommended that 
an appropriate certificate, indicating 
successful completion of the on-the- 
job phases of the program, be award- 
ed by the VA Department of Medi- 
cine and Surgery. 

Standards adopted for the on-the- 
job phase of the over-all program, 
the Committee said, would conform 
to those developed by the American 
Society of Hospital Pharmacists and 
approved by the Division of Hospital 
Pharmacy of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association.

Let’s keep our station looking neat 
and shipshape.” 



The second great book of the year 
is now published and will be on hand 
here shortly. It is a collection of 
TRUE tales from the South Pacific 
by the man who actualy originated 
the form, the late James Norman 
Hall. There are six true adventure 
stories in “The Forgotten One and 
Other Tales,” and I use the term 
“adventure’’ in the peculiar sense 
that Hall meant it. 

The greatest adventure possible to 
him was the exploration of the hu- 
man heart. In that strange, exotic, 
sometimes deadly area among the 
Tuamotu which Hall made his king- 
dom, there were plenty of lost, wan- 
dering hearts to investigate. Each 
had its own secret. 

The opening adventure, "The For- 
gotten One,” is a shocking horror 
story. When a poet of Hall’s calibre 
writes of Human Evil, he spares no 
punches. Here he tells a story of a 
man who selected a deserted island 
where he could live alone, shunning 
all companionship. There he re- 
mained for twelve years. Once, dur- 
ing this time, Hall decided in all com- 
passion to visit “the forgotten one” ! 
and see if he could be of any help to 
him. The horror of the night he 
spends is unparalleled this side of 
Poe. His strange host vanishes before 
dinner. (And where, on an island 
that size, can a man vanish to?) The 
vessel that could take Hall to safety 
suddenly departs from the lagoon. 
Finally a walk by moonlight leads 
Hall to an abandoned cemetery 
where “heathen idols sat and seemed 
to glare at the Christian tombstones.” 
There, in that ancient cemetery, Hall 
discovers a newly dug grave, one 
waiting to be used. Now he realizes 
that he is alohe with a madman 
prowling the sands somewhere be- 
hind him. The denouement is filled 
with blood and hallucination, the 
more shattering when you realize 
that. Heaven help us, the awful tale 
is true! 

As well as the pity and terror 
aroused in you by the depraved mad- 
man, you also finish the story realiz- 
ing that Hall must have been — 
though he seems never to have 
thought of the fact — a very brave 
man as well as a literary giant. 

The other stories are calmer, 
gentler accounts of less frenzied, 
more kindly people. “Sing: A Song of 
Sixpence” (punctuation is Hall’s) 
tells what one act of generosity, how- 
ever small, can get in motion. It is 
both a modern parable, and the only 
real autobiographical work that Hall 
did since his first book on aviation in 
World War I. 

“Rivnac,” the story of a Czech ho- 
tel keeper who loved Dvorak’s music 
and who slowly sickened unto death 
as Hitler’s legions swept away his 
homeland, is a beautiful, touching 
requiem as well as the most superior 
musical criticism you’ll read in many 
a day. (Hall was enough of a Renais- 
sance carry-over to be at home in 
many different fields. He held strong- 
ly with the idea of “the complete 
man.”) 

This may well be Hall’s final pub- 
lished work. The book jacket doesn’t

Civilian employees who have “tem- 
porary appointments not to exceed 
30 June 1952” will be glad to learn 
that their appointments have been 
converted to “indefinite appoint- 
ments” with no specific time limita- 
tions, according to a recent an- 
nouncement by the Civilian Person- 
nel Office. 

Employees who had permanent ap- 
pointments on 1 September 1950 at 
an agency other than the Navy De- 
partment and were brought into 
this activity under indefinite ap- 
pointments will now be notified of 
their “conversion to transfer” if 
there was no break in service. Any 
employee in this category who does 
not receive such notification within 
the next two weeks should contact 
the Civilian Personnel Office. 

Persons now serving under an in- 
definite appointment, who previouly 
served under appointments in which 
they were covered by retirement de- 
ductions, may elect again to come 
under the Retirement Act rather 
than continue with the Social Se- 
curity deductions if they so desire. 

Interested employees should sub- 
mit a request in duplicate to the Ci- 
vilian Personnel Office, stating the 
period of service under which they 
were previously covered by the Re- 
tii ement Act. These deductions will 
not be retroactive, but will begin on 
• he pay period following receipt of 
the request. No personnel action will 
be made.

655,000 Living Vets 
of Conflict In Korea 

As of 31 January 1952 there were 
655,000 living veterans with U.S. mili- 
tary service since the Korean conflict 
began 27 June 1950, according to fig- 
ures released recently by the Veter- 
ans Administration. 

This is an average discharge rate 
of nearly 35,000 a month for the 19- 
month period. Many of these since- 
Korean veterans also saw service dur- 
ing World War II. 

A total of 135 veterans who were 
disabled in service since 27 June 1950 
were being rehabilitated on 31 Janu- 
ary under the Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion Act to overcome the handicaps 
resulting from war wounds. 

Cf the 135 veterans, 99 were in 
school training; 4 in institutional on- 
farm training, and 32 in job training. 

As of 31 December 1951 a total of 
3,988 were drawing compensation for 
service-connected disabilities or pen- 
sion for nonservice-connected dis- 
abilities. VA hospitalization was be- 
ing provided on 31 January for 1,862 
veterans with service since Korea. 

In addition to living veterans with 
service since Korea, VA was furnish- 
ing benefits to dependents of deceased 
veterans of the Korean conflict. As 
of 31 December dependents of 8,895 
such deceased veterans were receiv- 
ing VA death compensation or pen- 
sion.

those who apply for inactive duty 
after 20 years of service subject to 
recall. Here’s the way it works. 

Upon application, enlisted person- 
nel of the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps with over 20 years and 
less than 30 years service will be 
transferred to the Reserve, or, in the 
Navy and Marine Corps, the Fleet 
Reserve. 

Depending on needs of the Serv- 
ice, personnel in this category may 
be recalled for a period of 24 months. 
The policy also provides for those 
who wish to volunteer for active duty. 
They may do so for any period of 
time depending on the needs of their 
particular Service. 

The policy outlined in the directive 
always has been in effect in the 
Navy and Marine Corps, which has 
consistently maintained a Fleet Re- 
serve. However, authority for the pol- 
icy always has rested with the sec- 
retaries of all the Services. Now all 
vagueness has been removed by the 
directive. 

Military departments have been 
instructed to notify Assistant De- 
fense Secretary Rosenberg by April 
1 of action taken to place the policy 
into effect.

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Dentists Here Have 
Wide Work Range 


Some think a dentist’s day is taken 
up almost exclusively with filling, 
cleaning, and extracting teeth, but 
a look into some of the Dental Serv- 
ice’s operating rooms will show that 
the dentist’s work is much more com- 
plicated than that. 

Oak Knoll’s Dental Service, under 
the direction of CAPT W. N. Ven- 
Zile, DC, USN, is an integral part 
of the hospital. At the same time, 
its functions make it individual and 
quite different from other hospital 
services offered. 

It is different from civilian dental 
offices in two principal ways: it has 
facilities for making prosthetic den- 
tures, an operation for which most 
civilian dentists must depend on a 
factory laboratory, and many of its 
dental patients are casualties with 
facial injuries that require the com- 
bined efforts of the Dental and Plas- 
tic Surgery Services. 

The primary aim of dental treat- 
ment is to save teeth — by discovering 
disorders and restoring normal func- 
tion before a disorder has gone too 
far, treating the tissues around the 
teeth, and educating the patient in 
personal oral hygiene. When the orig- 
inal teeth cannot be saved, treatment 
is given through operative dentistry, 
oral surgery, and the fabrication of 
prosthetic dentures. 

One type of operation done by the 
Service is for the correction of a 
prognathic mandible (extreme un- 
der-bite when the lower jaw extends 
farther forward than the upper jaw). 
This condition is corrected by cut- 
ting the mandible or lower jaw bone 
and sliding it backward to put it in 
line with the upper jaw bone. An 
operation of this sort aligns the up- 
per and lower teeth, improving the 
appearance of the patient, and great- 
ly improving function of his teeth. 

A total of 88 jaw fractures were 
treated by Oak Knoll’s dental serv- 
ice in 1951. One-third of these were 
Korean casualties, and two-thirds 
were the result of auto accidents. 
Dental records in this same year 
show 15,199 sittings or visits, 241 of 
them for prosthetic dental treat- 
ment, and an average of 30 ward pa- 
tients on the dental list at all times. 
The Service has no ward exclusively 
set aside for dental patients; they 
are housed on the plastic surgery 
wards. 

The Service has 10 dental oper- 
ating rooms, variously equipped for 
examination and diagnosis, roent- 
genography or X-raying, oral surgery 
extractions, and other dental pro- 
cedures. 

The staff consists of 16 dental tech- 
nicians, and 12 dental officers, of 
which four are interns and one Ls a 
resident in surgery. 

Dental technicians are selected for 
Dental School while in recruit train- 
ing. They then receive 12 weeks’ 
training and are sent to various ship 
and shore dental offices. 

Dental interns are trained for a 
one year period divided into six 
month’s training at the National 
Naval Dental School in Bethesda, 
Maryland, and six months’ clinical 
training in major Naval Hospitals. 
At the hospitals, they are rotated 
from the prosthetic department, to 
oral surgery and on to examination 
and diagnosis, until they have work-

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A great variety of biographical 
books has appeared recently for non- 
fiction readers. We now possess the 
third and fourth volumes of Douglas 
Southall Freeman’s monumental 
“George Washington” as well as sev- 
eral smaller single books, all of 
which seem to me to hold a good 
deal of interest in several fields. 

“Grandma Moses: My Life’s His- 
tory” is the story of the famed Ameri- 
can painter, now in her ninety-sec- 
ond year. She tells her life in short 
easily read episodes and she writes 
with much the simplicity of her 
painting. She has lived as nearly 
typical an “American” story as one 
could find anywhere and only came 
to painting as a hobby to fill her 
declining years. If it hadn't been 
painting, it would have been chicken 
farming. (Except that she has no 
intention of “declining” at all; when 
Mr. Truman, after presenting her 
an achievement award in 1949, tried 
to comfort her in a thunderstorm, 
she laughed outright at him. "Did 
he think thunder and lightning would 
scare Grandma? Hmph. Reminds me 
of one of my own boys!”) A great, 
vigorous personality and a very mov- 
ing story. 

Another kind of personality alto- 
gether is explored in Agnes DeMiile’s 
“Dance To The Piper.” It might be 
called a history of modern American 
theater ballet, as well as an account 
of how Miss DeMille got to be the 
No. One choreographer in the coun- 
try, and how she created the dances 
for “Rodeo,” “Oklahoma,” “Carou- 
sel” and her other numerous Broad- 
way hits. 

In writing the biography of her 
late husband, Catherine Marshall 
tells how “A Man Called Peter” rose 
in the ranks of the ministry to be- 
come Chaplain of the United States 
Senate and how he attained a posi- 
tion of almost unique power there. 
Peter Marshall, whose “Mr. Jones 
Meet The Master” was a best selling 
collection of essays and sermons just 
a short time after his death, seems 
to have been a remarkable man, that 
increasingly rare citizen, a true man 
of God. His wife’s book tells his story 
and hers, a story of faith and love 
. * . in every sense a BEAUTIFUL 
book. 

From single individuals we move 
on to an entire city and then the 
nation. “Incredible New York” is the 
saga of the nation’s largest city from 
1850 to 1950 by Lloyd Morris. The 
book is made up of painstaking re- 
search retold with wit and lively 
journalism. It is illustrated profusely 
with pictures ranging from the initial 
"Broadway; 1855,” to a final night 
aerial shot by Bernice Abbott titled 
“Night Has A Thousand Eyes.” A 
rich collection of the fact and folk- 
lore of Manhattan. 

Finally we come to Gerald W. 
Johnson of Harper’s Magazine and 
sundry excellent biographical works 
in the paster. His new treatise, “This 
American People” should be required 
reading for every citizen in the land. 
He takes as his initial premise this 
question; “Is the American Idea 
still valid?” Does a system set up a 
hundred and fifty years ago work 
for a modern world the founders en- 
visioned? Yes, he says, under the

Air Mail Limits 
For Overseas Told 


PFC Gerald Dodd 
Presented Award 


Washington (AFPS) — Limitations 
have been placed on the size and 
weight of air parcel post mailed to 
military and civilian personnel served 
through military post offices over- 
seas and on naval vessels, the De- 
partment of Defense has announced. 

These limitations apply only to air 
parcel post and do not affect parcel 
post packages sent by surface trans- 
port. 

Under the new regulations pack- 
ages must not exceed 30 inches in 
length and girth combined and two 
pounds in weight. 

Affected under the new rulings is 
non-official air parcel post addressed 
to Army and Air Force post offices 
in care of postmasters at New York, 
San Francisco, Seattle, and New Or- 
leans. The limitations also apply to 
non-official air parcel post addressed 
to Navy and Marine Corps units, in 
care of the Fleet Post Offices at New 
York and San Francisco and to Navy 
numbers in care of the Postmaster, 
Seattle, Wash. 

Restrictions were made because of 
the lack of air transport space which 
must be carefully apportioned to as- 
sure prompt delivery of high-priority 
supplies. 


PFC Gerald C. Dodd, USMC, am- 
putee patient at Oak Knoll, on Fri- 
day, 14 March, was presented with a 
Gold Star in lieu of a second Purple 
Heart Ribbon and Medal for wounds 
received during combat in Korea. 

The award was presented by CAPT 
I. L. V. Norman, MC, USN, Executive 
Officer. 


PFC Dodd was wounded on 16 Sep- 
tember 1951 and again on 5 Novem- 
ber 1951. The first wound was caused 
by grenade shrapnel which struck 
him in the leg and hand. The second 
wound, caused by the explosion of a 
land mine and a grenade, inflicted 
multiple shrapnel wounds, and caused 
the loss of his .right foot. 

He received the Purple Heart Rib- 
bon and Medal for his first wound 
at ceremonies held at Oak Knoll on 
Friday, 7 March. 

In the Marine Corps 15 months, 
PFC Dodd had been overseas for six 
months with the First Marine Regi- 
ment when wounded. Prior to join- 
ing the Marine Corps in January 
1951, he had served in the Navy from 
August 1942 to April 1946 and in the 
Coast Guard from January 1947 to 
November 1950. 


Naval Personnel, Civilians Leading 
Government Workers in Bond Purchase 


More than 70 per cent of the in- 
crease in systematic investment in 
United States Defense bonds by 
members of the Armed Forces and 
civilian employees on the federal pay- 
roll since the outbreak of Korean 
hostilities is due to increased par- 
ticipation in the Navy’s bond allot- 
ment and payroll savings thrift plans. 

More than 71 per cent of all ci- 
vilian employees of the Navy cur- 
rently are enrolled in the Payroll 
Savings Plan, and more than 39 per 


cent of the Navy’s military personnel 
have Savings Bond allotments in ef- 
fect, leading all agencies of the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. F. L. Lawrance, Director of 
the Office of Savings Bonds in Wash- 
ington, last week pointed out that 
the $6.25 minimum monthly amount 
of a pay allotment for investment in 
a $25 bond each calendar quarter has, 
in fact, been given members of the 
Navy on active duty in free life in- 
surance premiums. 


Nine Per Cent 
Of Loans Repaid 


Saturday, 22 March, 


World War II veterans already 
have repaid in full about $1.5 billion 
in GI loans for homes, farms and 
businesses since the GI loan program 
went into effect nearly eight years 
ago, according to the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. 

This represents almost nine, per 
cent of the $16.8 billion in GI loans 
closed to 25 January 1952, the latest 
date for which statistics are avail- 
able. 

In the number of loans repaid in 
full, the percentage is even greater. 
A total of 329,749 GI loans have been 
repaid in full, nearly 12 per cent of 
the 2,837,651 loans closed. 

Following is a breakdown of the 
number of loans repaid in full by 
type of loan: 

Home loans — of 2,602,069 home 
loans closed, 238,729 have been re- 
paid in full, or nine per cent of the 
total. 

Farm loans — of 62,320 farm loans 
closed, 25,672, or 41 per cent of the 
total, have been repaid in full. 

Business loans — of 173,262 loans, 
65,348, or 38 per cent, have been re- 
paid. 

Only 8/10 of one per cent of all 
loans closed have been defaulted to 
the point where VA has had to pay 
claims on the Government guarantee. 
The number of such claims paid is 
23,270 and the net amount after re- 
funds is $23,016,933. This amount will 
be substantially lessened by further 
recoveries from liquidation proced- 
ures. 

A total of 2,484,632 home, farm and 
business loans still are outstanding, 
or 87.6 per cent of the total number 
closed. 

Eligible World War II veterans 
who have not yet used their GI loan 
entitlement may do so any time be- 
tween now and 25 July 1957. 


Rate Advancements 
Are Made Permanent 


Washington (AFPS) — Certain 
Navy advancements in rating to tem- 
porary pay grades E-5 and E-6 have 
been confirmed as permanent by the 
Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

Bupers Circular Letter No. 8-52 in- 
structs commanding officers to screen 
service records of personnel in grades 
E-5 and E-6 who were advanced dur- 
ing the period from January 1, 1951 
to Dec. 31, 1951. If they were ad- 
vanced as a result of the following 
they are henceforth considered per- 
manent: 

1. The January 1951 or July 1951 
Service-wide examinations or exam- 
inations delayed because of opera- 
tional difficulties. 

2. Meritorious advancements by the 
Chief of Naval Personnel under spe- 
cial advancement quotas issued to 
the Commanding General of the 
First Marine Division. 

3. Having qualified while on inac- 
tive duty or on continuous active 
duty with the USNR prior to current 
tour of active duty with the regular 
Navy. 

Commanders must finish all action 
pertaining to the change by April 15, 
1952, after which the provisions of 
the letter are cancelled.

VA Auto Loans 
Harder to Get 

Veterans Administration is tight- 
ening the terms under which it will 
guarantee business loans made by 
private lenders to World War II vet- 
erans for the purchase of passenger 
automobiles. 

Under the amended regulation the 
maximum term of a GI business loan 
for the purchase of a new automobile 
cannot exceed 30 months, and for the 
purchase of a “used” car, 24 months. 

The terms are still considerably 
more liberal than those permitted 
under Regulation W of the Federal 
Reserve Board, where the maximum 
maturity for an automobile loan is 
18 months, whether the car is new 
or old. 

Regulation W also prescribes a 
minimum down payment, whereas 
VA regulations do not. 

Also, from now on, loans to finance 
automobiles for use by veterans in 
part-time employment carried on in 
addition to their regular job will be 
screened by VA’s central office as an 
additional check to assure that the 
automobile is an actual necessity in 
the veteran’s business or occupation. 

VA explained that under the law 
GI loans to buy passenger cars can 
be guaranteed only where it is shown 
that the car is a necessity to the vet- 
eran in conducting his own business 
or in fulfilling requirements of his 
job The use of an automobile merely 
for necessary travel to and from work 
does not qualify a veteran for a GI 
auto loan.

Yokosuka Hospital 
Is Commended 

The Secretary of the Navy has 
awarded the Navy Unit Commenda- 
tion to the Naval Hospital at Yoko- 
suka, Japan, “for extremely meritori- 
ous service in the treatment and 
hospitalization of 5.804 war casualties 
and other patients from 5 December, 

1950, to 15 January, 1951.” 

The citation accompanying the 
award states, in part: 

“Although still in the process of 
expanding from a 100-bed dispensary 
to an 800-bed hospital, the United 
States Naval Hospital, Yokosuka, 
Japan, admitted and treated 4,312 
casualties during the 10-day period 
from 5 to 15 December, 2,022 of whom 
were received during the peak period 
of 6 - 7 December, 1950. Interested 
solely in saving lives and bringing 
physical comfort to the increasing 
stream of wounded, the staff exerted 
maximum effort in preparing addi- 
tional space for the proper care of its 
patients. With the already inade- 
quate facilities tremendously over- 
taxed, the limited number of per- 
sonnel worked long, arduous hours, 
sacrificing much-needed rest to pro- 
vide medical treatment and other es- 
sential services to this overwhelming 
patient overload caused almost whol- 
ly by the influx of United States Ma- 
rine Corps members who had been 
wounded when suddenly trapped by 
aggressor forces in the Chosin Res- 
ervoir area.” 

All personnel attached to and serv- 
ing with the Yokosuka Hospital from 
5 December. 1950, to 15 January, 

1951, are authorized to wear the Navy 
Unit Commendation Ribbon. The 
Bureau of Naval Personnel will issue 
individual authorization to all eligi- 
ble personnel without further action 
on their part. 

About 1,100 Vessels 
Now In Active Fleet 

Akron, O. (AFPS)— Within a few 
months three battleships, 12 aircraft 
carriers, six cruisers, more than 25 
submarines and 100 destroyer-type 
vessels will have been added to the 
Navy’s fleet since the beginning of 
the Korean conflict. 

Assistant Navy Secretary John P. 
Ploberg made this prediction and 
said the Navy now has about 1,100 
ships in Its active fleet. 


To Be Replaced Here 
By LCDR M.P. Huber 

LCDR A. P. Daul, MSC. USN. Ad- 
ministrative Officer since 15 Novem- 
ber 1948, will leave Oak Knoll on 31 
March for Philadelphia and his new 
post as Administrative Officer for the 
Fourth Naval District Medical Offi- 
cer. He will be replaced by LCDR M. 
P. Huber, MSC, USN, who has served 
as Chief of the Personnel and Rec- 
ords Division since he came to Oak 
Knoll on 27 September 1950. 

Mr. Daul, a native of St. Louis, Mo., 
enlisted in the Navy at Chicago on 
2 July 1921. He entered Hospital 
Corps School at Great Lakes Naval 
Training Station, but when the school 
was decommissioned a short time 
later, he was transferred to the Hos- 
pital Corps School at Goat Island in 
San Francisco Bay. After graduation 
and duty as an instructor at the 
school, he was transferred to the USS 
MERCY in October 1922, and later 
served aboard the USS RELIEF; Air- 
craft Battleforce; NAS, Coco Solo, 
Canal Zone; Battleships Battleforce; 
RoDesRon 20 and Cruisers Scouting 
Force. 

At the outbreak of World War II 
he was serving as Personnel and 
Commissary Officer at USNH, Guam. 
Taken prisoner by the Japanese on 
12 December 1941, he spent nearly 
four years in prison camps at Zent- 
suji and Moji. On the 13th of Sep- 
tember 1945 he was repatriated and 
returned to the States. 

Prior to coming to Oak Knoll he 
was acting as Administrative Officer 
for the Medical Officer in Command 
at USNH, Corona. 

Mr. Huber came to Oak Knoll from 
the Armed Services Medical Procure- 
ment Agency in Brooklyn. A native 
of Atlanta, Illinois, he has been in the

PLUMBERS, STEAMFITTERS 


Big Roles Played 
By Steamfitters, 
Plumbing Shops 

This week we again look at a sec- 
tion of the Maintenance Division — 
the plumbers’ and steamfitters’ shop 
— and find another phase of the con- 
stant job of maintenance and repair 
that keeps Oak Knoll in top running 
order. 

The plumbers and steamfitters. 
their work being somewhat closely 
allied, have their main offices and 
equipment in the same building. 

Fred A. Robinson, leading-man 
plumber, has been on the job here 
since Oak Knoll was commissioned 1 
July, 1942. He remembers when a 
painter, a carpenter, an electrician, 
a machinist, and he each had the 
same “headquarters” in one small 
room where the plumbers’ and steam- 
fitters’ shop now stands. 

Robinson is one of the few Oak 
Knoll pioneers who have watched the 
hospital grow, decline, and grow 
again. The Maintenance Division 
grew from that one small room to its 
present size, where each shop is sepa- 
rate and where over 160 workers are 
employed in all the shops together. 

Sharing his office with Mr. Robin- 
son is Charles Foreman, leading-man 
steamfitter. There are nine steamfit- 
ters and three helpers on Foreman’s 
crew, and nine plumbers on Robin- 
son’s crew. 

The plumbers are responsible for 
the inspection, repair, maintenance, 
operation, alteration, and installa- 
tion of all water, compressed air, 
gas. drainage and sewage distribu- 
tion systems at the hospital and at 
the Santa Cruz Island Village hous- 
ing project, and the San Leandro 
Naval Hospital. 

This includes the upkeep of ap- 
proximately 18,500 feet of sewer lines, 
33,000 feet of water mains, 51 fire 
sprinkler systems, 800 showers, 500 
sinks, 1800 basins, 150 bath tubs, two 
chlorination plants, a water soften- 
ing plant, a swimming pool, and 
countless smaller items that are re- 
quired in the operation of the com- 
missary and laundry. 

A 600,000-gallon water storage sys- 
tem supplies water with a pressure 
ranging from 125 pounds to 160 
pounds in some mains. The high pres- 
sure necessitates the use of many 
“reducer” attachments, to bring the 
pressure down. Average water pres- 
sure, in most homes, is 60 pounds. 

The steamfitters are responsible 
for the maintenance of the chlorine 
plant for the swimming pool, and for 
underground steam lines. They look 
after steam mangles and other steam 
equipment in the laundry and the 
commissary, and have charge of the 
35 main steam pits and 3 main steam 
lines, and 25 new hot water heaters 
that were recently installed. One of 
their current jobs is the removal of 
50 old vacuum pumps, from beneath 
various buildings, for repair or sal- 
vage. 

Steam distribution and steam 
equipment entails repair and upkeep 
of steam connections, sterilizers, au- 
toclaves, and heating facilities. 

A unique feature of the plumbers’ 
and steamfitters’ shop is that it is the 
only shop in the Maintenance Divi- 
sion that has a man on duty after 
working hours. A man from either 
crew is on duty seven days a week, 
until 10 p.m., for emergency repair 
calls. 


Fred A. Robinson, leading-man 
plumber, a Naval aviation mechanic 
in WWI, is married — he and his wife 
have toured 42 states and part of 
Canada, in a house trailer. 

Jack Bray, plumber, an Army Ser- 
geant from 1912 until 1920, has seven 
children and eight grandchildren; 
his father served in the Spanish- 
American war, he served in WWI, 
and he had three sons in WWI I. 

Charles F. Jackson, plumber, in the 
Navy during the last war, has a sev- 
en-year-old daughter, and likes to 
fish, ice skate, and swim. 

Charles F. Foreman, leading-man 
steamfitter, an ex-Navy Warrant Of- 
ficer with 20 years of active service, 
is married and has a nine-months- 
old son. 

A. B. Simmons, BTC (Ret.), spent 
22 years and 6 months in the Navy— 
is originally from Jacksonville, Fla. 

Glenn R. Allison, a retired 1st Ser- 
geant in the Army, with 33 years’ 
service, is a Missourian, likes hunting 
and fishing. 

Edwin E. Jose, a 20-year man, re- 
tired as a Chief Warrant Carpenter, 
is another hunting and fishing en- 
thusiast in his leisure hours.

Chief of the Medical Service, has 
been Library Officer since 1947, and 
has constantly planned and worked 
to expand the facilities offered to 
doctors and interns in the training 
program here. That his efforts have 
been successful is evidenced by the 
records showing that the library con- 
tained only 1225 books in 1947, as 
compared to over 7000 volumes now. 

Librarian for the Medical Library 
is Mrs. Louise F. Barr, who has also 
been at Oak Knoll since 1947 and has 
worked with CAPT Higgins in at- 
taining and maintaining a high store 
of books and journals. 

With the increase in available 
reading material, circulation in- 



creased from 1386 in 1947 to 3246 in 
1951, and the provision of comfort- 
able reading rooms has encouraged 
use of the library by a greater num- 
ber of doctors and interns.

With Five New Jets 

New York (AFPS) — The Navy to- 
day is experimenting with five types 
of jet aircraft that can out-perform 
the Russian-built M3G-15s now being 
used by the Communists in Korea, 
RADM Thomas S. Combs declared 
here recently. 

Addressing a luncheon meeting of 
aviation writers, the Chief of the 
Navy Bureau of Aeronautics revealed 
that three of these planes will be in 
production this fall. 

Admiral Combs identified the 
Navy’s five fighter planes as the 
Chance Vought F7U-3, Douglas F4D, 
McDonnell F3H, North American 
FJ-2 and the Grumman F9F-6.

perhaps a year or more removed from 
service with the fleet and admitted 
that Navy planes now operating from 
carriers off Korea are “not a match 
for the MIG, although Navy fighters 
have shot down MIGs.” 



Occasionally, when my reviewing 
of new books is finished, I wander 
here among the shelves and reread 
some of my past favorites. It’s always 
a little dangerous to come back after 
several years to a book that seemed 
wonderful the first time you read it. 
So often that initial illusion no longer 
holds, and sometimes a rereading 
makes the book seem downright silly. 

But when Orville Prescott in his 
recent discussion of the modern 
novel, “In My Opinion,” mentioned 
James Gould Cozzens as one of our 
topflight authors, I thought I’d go and 
read once more a novel that was my 
favorite for the year 1942. (I read it 
because it was the only bound book 
I could lay hands on in a sick-bay 
we were running across the road 
from Henderson Field, of sainted 
memory.) This novel, called “The Just 
and the Unjust,” struck me at the 
time as about the best murder trial 
story I ever read. On second read- 
ing, I found it even better; the tw'ists 
and turns of human character re- 
vealed in it mean a good deal more 
to you when you’re thirty than when 
you were twenty. What was a fine 
suspense story with a ringing affir- 
mation of faith before, now has even 
greater power; now it is a whole seg- 
ment of American life reported faith- 
fully and accurately . . . and it stands 
as one of the great studies of Man’s 
heart in this era. 

In 1949 James Gould Cozzens, after 
twenty-five years of writing fine but 
somehow little known novels, finally 
was awarded the Pulitzer Prize for 
“Guard of Honor.” It is his master- 
piece to date, and though “Just and 
the Unjust” is a fine, moving book, 
“Guard of Honor,” even upon reread- 
ing, stands out as better. Probably 
it is the most detailed novel about 
military command that any Ameri- 
can has ever written. The General 
and his chief of staff, Colonel Ross, 
are good men who try their best to 
run their airfield in Florida the way 
it should be run. The multitude of 
details that spring up— many that 
neither man sets In motion or dreams 
of having fall from the sky — which 
seem like so many traps set to cap- 
ture the kindliest of commanding of- 
ficers, are probably pretty typical. 
The pressures of command, the mi- 
nute details, any one of which can 
wreck a general officer’s career, and 
the half resolution of them — only 
half because tomorrow a whole new 
set will be on the CG’s desk when he 
enters the office— make up this story 
of just three days at the airforce 
base. There are a couple of other 
stories running in and out also, as 
well as one of the most graphic and 
horrifying plane wrecks I’ve ever en- 
countered on the printed page. 

Suspense, drama, courage, faith, 
what you will— James Gould Cozzens 
is the master of it. all. His books don’t 
move fast. You take a week, not a 
night, to x-ead through one of his 
novels. But when you have finished, 
you have the deeply- satisfying feel- 
ing that you have been spoken to by 
one of the greatest novelists in the 
world today about the greatest sub- 
ject there is — the hearts and souls of 
men.

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Sorrow and joy are as interlaced in our lives as rock and sand are in the 
soil. One is no stronger than the other; neither can we separate from the 
one, and know experience only with the other. The two, sorrow and joy, 
run hand in hand through our lives as copartners. 

In this pre-Easter season our thoughts turn readily to the causes and 
purposes of sorrow. I believe that God, out of His infinite love and wisdom 
does not create sorrow; but for some reason he does allow sorrow to exist. 
We ask continually the question, Why? If God controls all, why should He 
permit sorrow to cloud our days? In our search for the answer, too often 
the very heavens seem to be made of brass, and we receive only the echo 
of our questioning. 

It must be that in the Divine Mind sorrow is the tempering substance 
which feeds daily our hungry souls. It must be that through sorrow we 
mature to the fullness - of manhood ; our sorrows become the little port- 
holes that we look through to get a clearer “off shore” perspective of the 
true values of life. It must be that sorrow acts as the balance wheel between 
death and resurrection, so that we can say with courage: 

O Death, where is thy sting; 

O Grave, where is thy victory? 

The pre-Easter season emphasizes the fact that the Son of God was a 
“man of sorrow and acquainted with grief.” In his life’s story, did he not 
face his Golgotha and persecutors alone? He did not turn his back upon 
his impending doom; in his betrayal, his trial, his farewells, his journey 
to the Hill of the Skulls — he squared himself as one going into a cham- 
pionship contest, bowed his head in humble submission to the Will of God 
in his life. We know the rest of the record: sorrow descended upon him as 
hail stones, but he did not weaken or cry aloud. 

God used Christ’s sorrows to bring about one of the greatest miracles in 
all time — the salvation of man’s soul. His sorrows became our everlasting 
joy. His fulfillment of God’s Will within his life is today our resurrection 
into the new life with God our Creator. 

See, from His Head, His hands, His feet, 

Sorrow and love flow mingled down; 

Did e’er such love and sorrow meet, 

Or thorns compose so rich a crown?

CAPT Wickstrom 
To Philadelphia 

CAPT Otto W. Wickstrom, MC, 
USN, Chief of Plastic Surgery, will 
be transferred 17 April to the Phila- 
delphia Naval Hospital to head the 
Plastic Surgery Department there. 

The captain, one of five plastic 
surgeons in the Navy, was head of 
the Department of Plastic Surgery 
at Great Lakes Naval Hospital and 
a member of the Plastic Sureery staff 
at San Diego Naval Hospital prior to 
his tour of duty here. He came to Oak 
Knoll from San Diego on 9 January 
1949. 

During World War II Captain 
Wickstrom was Senior Medical Of- 
ficer on the Navy transport, USS 
KENMORE, which was engaged in 
carrying troops from the East Coast 
to the South Pacific: and he served 
as Senior Medical Officer on the bat- 
tleship, USS NEW JERSEY.

The first of the Basic Sciences Lec-

Dr. Leutscher will be lecturer again 
next week, on 8 April, when he con- 
tinues discussion of the same sub- 
ject. 
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Nearly 8000 Meals 
Are Served Daily 
At Commissary 

“An average of 2300 rations are 
prepared every mealtime,” accord- 
ing to CWOHC O. G. Haines, Chief 
of the Commissary Division, who 
also estimates that 8000 rations arc 
served each day to patients and staff 
at Oak Knoll. 

Special types of equipment and 
facilities are needed to prepare such 
huge quantities of food. Large 80- 
gallon “coppers" or cooking pots are 
used for making soup, and gravy 
and cooking vegetables and other 
dishes. These “coopers” are station- 
ary, with steam heating the bottom 
half which is jacketed to maintain 
pressure. Frying is done on grills, 
three feet square. In addition, there 
are built-in grills on the serving 
lines so that pancakes and eggs may 
be served “hot off the griddle." 

Baking and roasting are done in 
a giant rotary oven which can bake 
as many as 240 pies at once, or 64 
pans of meat. All equipment is de- 
signed to insure serving the food hot 
and as palatably as possible. Sterili- 
zers and other sanitary measures are 
utilized to the fullest extent. 

The entire Commissary Division 
consists of one main commissary, 
one special diet kitchen, the nurses’ 
mess, and the officers’ mess. 

There are five wings in the main 
commissary: non-commuted rations 
or staff mess, a mess for civilians and 
those on commuted rations, a CPO 
mess, a wing for handicapped pa- 
tients, and one large wing for ambu- 
latory patients. 

Food that must be served to bed 
patients is transported in electric- 
ally-iheated push-carts, heated in 
the commissary to a temperature 
that will keep food warm for nearly 
an hour. They are unplugged for 
the brief trip to the wards and are 
plugged in again on the ward. Ap- 
proximately 850 rations are served 
in this way. 

Special diets are handled in a se- 
parate kitchen, where quantities and 
types of food are carefully selected, 
measured, and prepared by trained 
dietitians, in accordance with the 
patients’ needs. 

Like all Navy commissaries, this 
one has its individual shops and 
rooms that are assigned to the stor- 
age and preparation of various types 
of food — the bakery, vegetable room, 
spud locker, salad room, ice boxes, 
butcher shop, and issue room for 
canned and dried foodstuffs. 

Supplies are ordered two months 
in advance, and an emergency 
thirty-day supply of non-perishable 
foods is always kept on hand. 

The crew at the main commissary 
totals 216, of whom 15 are Naval per- 
sonnel and 201 are civilians. There 
are also 23 civilians working in the 
nurse’s gaMey and 22 in the duty 
officers’ mess. 

A tour through Oak Knoll’s com- 
missary shows wide ventilated hall- 
ways, with spotless equipment and 
floors, each wing clean, well-lighted, 
and attractively furnished. 

Plates, cups, napkins, and silver- 
ware are set out in the handicapped 
mess, and the food is wheeled around 
in carts to the patients at their 
tables. When they are finished with 
their meals, the tables are cleared 
for them by mess attendants.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

Now that the political season has opened full blast it is important that 
every civilian employee be acquainted with the Hatch Act of 1939, according 
to which political activities by Federal employees are*curtailed. 

The law states: “It shall be unlawful for any person employed in the 
executive branch of the Federal Government, or any agency or department 
thereof, to use his official authority or influence for the purpose of inter- 
fering with an election or affecting the result thereof. No officer or employee 
in the executive branch of the Federal Government, or any agency or de- 
partment thereof, shall take any active part in political management or in 
political campaigns. All such persons shall retain the right to vote as they 
may choose and to express opinions on all political subjects and candidates.’’ 

The following are some of the activities prohibited: 

Serving on a political committee, or serving as a delegate to a party con- 
vention; 

Soliciting or handling political contributions; 

Serving as officer of a political club, addressing such a club, or being 
active in organizing it; 

Helping to organize a political meeting or rally, addressing such a meet- 
ing, or taking any active part in it except as a spectator; 

Engaging in activity at the polls, such as soliciting votes, assisting voters 
to mark ballots, or helping to get out the voters on election day; 

Serving in any position of election officer in which partisanship may be 
shown ; 

Writing for publication or publishing any letter or article, signed or un- 
signed, in favor of or against any political party or candidate; 

Becoming a candidate to office, federal, state, county, or municipal, which 
is to be filled in an election in which party candidates are involved: 

Distributing campaign literature; 

Initiating or circulating political petitions. 

The right to express political opinions is reserved (subject to the prohi- 
bition against taking an active part in political management or political 
campaigns). 

Above-mentioned activities are only some of those permitted or prohibited 
to civilian employees under the Hatch Act. If you are in doubt as to whether 
any particular activity is prohibited, ask the Civilian Personnel Office of 
the U.S. Civil Service Commission before engaging in the questionable 
activity.

Armed Forces Pay 
Increase Assured 

Some kind of pay increase for 
Armed Service personnel seemed as- 
sured this week, and there is a good 
possibility that the hike will become 
effective 1 May. 

The Senate last week approved a 
pay bill providing an approximately 
three per cent increase, which now 
goes to a joint House-Senate com- 
mittee, where a compromise will be 
reached between the Senate bill and 
the 10 per cent across-the-board in- 
crease approved earlier by the House. 

According to press service reports, 
the increase voted by the Senate 
would total about $471,000,000, while 
the House bill would cost an esti- 
mated $850,000,000. 

Included in the Senate bill are pro- 
visions for increases in rental and 
food allowances for enlisted men and 
lower-ranking officers with families. 
These would be flat dollar increases. 

The measure also has a provision 
for combat pay bonuses to Korean 
veterans. Passed by a voice vote, the 
Korean rider calls for a $45 monthly 
special hazardous duty pay increase 
to all men who have or will have 
faced enemy fire in Korea. An at- 
tempt to cut the special “hazard pay” 
that now goes to submarine and fly- 
ing crews failed by a vote of 44 to 31. 

Amendments that would have re- 
duced special pay for officers who 
serve as parachutists, or in glider, 
bomb demolition and other hazard- 
ous specialties, plus $100 a month in- 
centive pay for doctors and dentists 
were withdrawn. 

It is expected that the compromise 
bill will be written and approved by 
both houses by the end of this month, 
making the pay raise effective on 1 
May.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

PERFORMANCE RATINGS 

Performance Rating forms covering the rating period through 31 March 
1952, have been distributed to all divisions and services for completion 15 
April. The purpose of the performance rating plan is to provide an annual 
record of performance in the employee’s official personnel folder and to 
provide a plan through which a supervisor will keep his employee informed 
of his job performance on a continuing basis. Employees are normally anx- 
ious to be aware of their shortcomings, and good management dictates that 
recognition for good work be given. It is noted that directions published 
m Civilian Personnel Memorandum No. 6-52 are not being complied with 
in some cases. Most frequent discrepancies occur in the completion of the 
lower section. The “Rated By” line should be the immediate supervisor of 
the employee and the second line-“Discussed With Emplovee”-would ordi 
narily contain the same signature, providing the rater did discuss the ratine- 
with the employee. The third line, “Reviewed By,” should be completed bv 
the next in line of supervision. However, if a department head or chief of 
service is the immediate supervisor and rates the employee, the rating must 
in turn be reviewed by his superior officer. 

In completing the forms, it is important that both copies be signed Tf 
an employee is rated “satisfactory” in all factors, he should be presented 
with his copy of the rating at the time of the discussion. If an emnlovee 
receives a rating of “outstanding” or “unsatisfactory” in any of the See 
factors, both copies oi the form should be returned to the Civilian pI? 
sonnel Office. It is mandatory that a written instifir-nH™ , ^ ei_

Gardening Here 
Year 'Round Job 

Sunny California is a veritable 
paradise for anyone with a “green 
thumb.” Its climate means that as- 
piring Luther Burbanks can spade 
their gardens, plant their flowers, 
trim their hedges and mow their 
lawns in seasons when most of the 
nation is shoveling snow off its walks. 

For Oak Knoll’s gardeners, Cali- 
fornia’s climate means they have a 
full time job on their hands. 

Thirty men are busy winter, sum- 
mer, spring, and fall, keeping the 
grounds attractive. During certain 
seasons when some flowers must be 
given the protection of a hot house, 
those flowers are dug up and moved 
inside where the gardeners can give 
them special care. When the season 
is warm and dry again, the flowers 
are transplanted around the com- 
pound. 

Spading, weeding, trimming, and 
the planting of various kinds of 
shrubs is a year-round job, and one 
that is handled efficiently, as may be 
evidenced by a look at the "face” of 
Oak Knoll. 

Care of the grounds includes grad- 
ing, landscaping, planting, and up- 
keep of lawns, plants, shrubs, and 
trees. Precautions are made to pro- 
tect plants from damage by insects, 
larvae, and other enemies to plant 
life. 

Facilities allotted to the gardening 
section include a small office for the 
leading-man gardener, Bernard Gar- 
cia, and his assistant, Rafael Jimena. 
There are also a lath house and a hot 
house. 

The gardening buildings are lo- 
cated across from the Ship’s Service 
Station, where the green lawn, many 
flowers, and many kinds of trees and 
plants, and the added attraction of 
a small bridge over a stream, offer 
sharp contrast to the other Mainte- 
nance Division shops on the com- 
pound.

Accordingly, I should like to say a 
few words about some books that, 
make fine reading at this time ol 
year. The new ones first: 

Two fine novels are now available 
about people whose lives were ut- 
terly changed by their contact with 
the Saviour. Par Lagerkvist, who is 
this year’s Nobel Prize Winner for 
literature, has written the dark, 
tragic and yet splendid history of 
“Barabas.” This man was a rebel, a 
thief and a murderer; yet when the 
mob had to choose between his re- 
lease and that of Christ, they chose 
— as mobs so often do, and some- 
times even single, thinking men do 
— the evil figure, not the good one. 

Barabas, according to Lagerkvist, 
went out onto the Mount of Calvary 
and beheld the torment and death of 
the Man whose life had been traded 
for his. And while he remained what 
he was, he could never shake the idea 
that this other Man had been a very 
great one. Of Barabas’ long and 
twisted path to salvation this novel 
is built; readers and critics alike hail 
it as a magnificent achievement. 

Victor MacClure, on the other 
hand, takes a much better known 
figure, Mary of Magdala, “A Certain 
Woman,” and basing his thesis on 
the idea that Magdalene and Mary 
of Bethany — sister of Martha and 
Lazarus who was raised from the 
dead — were the same person. It is a 
story of devotion to a great Man by 
people who deeply needed comfort 
and help and guidance; it is a story 
of a terrible time in history which 
will lead you to reflect on a few 
things about our own time. 

Finally, let me heartily recommend 
to those of you who did not get a 
chance to read it when it first ap- 
peared some twelve years ago — the 
great novel by Scholem Asch, the re- 
telling of the whole Easter story, 
“The Nazarene.” 

This is the story of Christ as a 
leader of men, as a great philosopher, 
and finally as the Messiah. It is also 
a picture of one of His misguided dis- 
ciples who thought that Redemption 
would be accomplished by force of 
arms. There is a section in the nar- 
rative “according to Judas Iscariot” 
and it shows the terrible conflict that 
went on between Judas and the Sav- 
iour. 

These, then, are our recommenda- 
tions for Easter reading; and may 
we, along with these suggestions, add 
our voices to all the rest to wish all 
our readers the most joyous of Eas- 
ter seasons.

Recess Holds Up 
Pay, K-Vet Bills 

Washington (AFPS) — Two bills of 
vital importance to servicemen — the 
. Armed Forces Pay Bill and the K-Vet 
Bill — will probably have to wait until 
May for any concrete congressional 
action. 

The pay bill, passed recently by 
the Senate, is now awaiting the ac- 
tion of a joint conference committee 
that must reach a compromise ver- 
sion of the bill acceptable to both 
houses. 

The joint conference will not be 
scheduled until some time after the 
House reconvenes at the end of its 
Easter recess. House members are 
expected to return for business on 
21 April. 

The K-Vet Bill, now carefully be- 
ing drafted by members of the House 
Veterans Affairs Committee, also will 
not be ready until after the Easter 
recess. The finished version will then 
be put before the House. 

There is little likelihood that a final 
version of either bill will be passed 
in April, but observers pin their hopes 
on May for final passage of both 
bills. 

With political convention time fast 
approaching, it appears that Con- 
gress may begin to put on pressure 
for passage of important pending 
legislation sometime before the end 
of May. 

RADM J. L. Zundell 
Now On Retired List 

It is now RADM J. L. Zundell, MC. 
USN, (Ret.). 

RADM Zundell, whose retirement 
became effective 1 April, formerly 
was Chief of Pathology at Oak Knoll. 
He was on the staff at Oak Knoll for 
18 months before he was placed on 
the sick list shortly before his retire- 
ment. A graduate of Northwestern 
University, he had been in the Navy 
for more than 20 years. 

He and Mrs. Zundell. according to 
prcs°nt plans, will continue to live 
in Oakland. 

Ungraded Civilians 
Get Higher Wages 

A new wage schedule for ungraded 
civilian employees has been approved, 
and will become effective 21 April, 
according to the Civilian Personnel 
office. 

The new schedule gives an average 
increase of six cents per hour. Labor- 
ers and laborer-helpers will receive 
an additional six cents an hour, elec- 
tricians and machinist type workers 
will receive a seven-cent per hour 
hike. 

Employees will receive the first in- 
crease in the pay check for 2 May. 


Oak Knoll’s own good neighbor 
policy was put to work this week 
when specialists at the Artificial Limb 
Shop manufactured and fitted a new 
artificial arm for CDR Ivan Wester- 
gaard of H.M.S. Galathea, the Danish 
frigate which was in San Francisco 
Bay recently. 

The Galathea paused on the West 
Coast in the midst of a ’round the 
world cruise, which began in October. 
1950, and is expected to take two 
years, during which scientists and 
crew members of the ship will con- 
tinue to study the life and chemical 
processes which exist in the ocean 
from about 24.000 feet down to the 
extreme depths of about 35.000 feet. 

The Galathea thus far has traveled 
more than twice the distance around 
the world, in traveling along the coast 
of Africa, across the Indian Ocean 
and into the Pacific. Now tied up at 
Long Beach, she will leave there on 
22 April for the coast of Mexico. 

CDR Westergaard has not always 
been engaged in such peaceful pur- 
suits. In 1943 he was second in com- 
mand of a Danish mine sweeper in 
the Copenhagen harbor when that 
harbor was attacked by the Germans. 
When efforts to get the ship out of 
the harbor failed, the crew was sent 
ashore and the sweeper was scuttled. 
On reaching shore, CDR Westergaard 
tried to elude the German forces, but 
was wounded in the right arm, which 
later had to be amputated above the 
elbow. 


Visiting in Carmel while his ship is 
at Long Beach, the Commander flew 
to Oak Knoll on Monday, 14 April, 
for a fitting of the new prosthesis. 

The scientific leader for the Gala- 
thea’s cruise is Dr. Anton Brunn, 
zoologist at Copenhagen University. 
The ship, commanded by Captain S. 
Greve, has a crew of 90, all in the 
Royal Danish Navy.

Now well on the way to recovery 
from a fractured jaw, a fractured 
bone in his foot and a fractured 
kneecap, Garigues says, “I’ll never 
drive alone late at night again. I 
was driving, under orders, from 
Hunter’s Point to San Diego. I left 
about midnight, didn’t feel sleepy or 
anything. But after driving about 200 
miles I must have fallen asleep. They 
told me about the accident next day. 
It happened about 0400. I guess it 
would have been best to wait until 
the next morning to make the trip.” 

There wasn’t much traffic, Gari- 
gues added, and watching the high- 
way until his eyes were tired, the 
smooth purr of the engine, the quiet- 
ness of the night, was too much. He 
dropped off to sleep. 

Already hospitalized one month, 
Garigues will be required to spend 
several more weeks here before he 
can return to duty and do his job in 
the Navy. On top of that, the car he 
was driving was wrecked, and his in- 
juries could easily have been much 
more serious. 

As Garigues says, “It would have 
been less expensive to get a hotel 
room for the night and to wait until 
the next morning to make the trip.”

Personnel, Records Division Here 
Keeps Paper Work Flowing Smoothly 


When a patient is sent to Oak 
Knoll, he turns in his service and 
health records, is immediately as- 
signed to a ward and his treatment 
begins. When he is released from the 
hospital, he picks up his service and 
health records and returns to duty 
or is discharged. 

While he is undergoing treatment, 
his records are going through several 
processes. They are first received at 
the admission room where the patient 
is given his ward assignment and en- 
tered on the hospital register. At the 
records receiving desk, his pay record 
is sent to the disbursing office, his 
service record is put on file, and en- 
tries are made in his medical record. 

All significant information is en- 
tered, and upon recovery, a narrative 
summary of the patient’s case is 
written up and put in the record. 
When the patient is released, a jacket 
file on his case is kept here for five 
years, after which time it is sent to 
Long Island, N. Y„ where a central 
file for such records is kept. 

This is one of a number of func- 
tions the Personnel and Records Di- 
vision performs under the direction 
of LCDR W. S. Swofford, MSC, USN.

While doing 
so, he was struck by an enemy mine 
and severely wounded in the foot.”

Months in Korea prior to being 
j wounded. During World War II he 
,‘l participated in the battles on Guam, 
Bougainville and Iwo Jima.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

STATUS 

A word that is common terminology in all personnel offices, but brings a 
question to the minds of many is “status.” In Civil Service this word is used 
in connection with types of appointments, of which there are three at the 
hospital. 

Probational appointments which may lead to permanent status are given 
to employees who have taken an open competitive examination and have 
had their names placed in order of grade on a Civil Service Register from 
which they may be chosen for a Probational Appointment or (if currently 
employed in the federal service) from which they may have received a 
conversion to Probational Appointment. All persons receiving Probational 
Appointments are subject to the satisfactory completion of a probational 
period of one year. An employee is not notified of his completion of the 
probationary period, and the fact that he has been retained past the one- 
yeai pei iod is sufficient proof that his services have been satisfactory. During 
the present emergency. Probational Appointments have been rare, and at 
this hospital they have been limited to certain professional and sub-pro- 
fessional positions. 

Indefinite appointments have no definite time limitations. During the cur 
rent emergency persons receiving indefinite appointments, in most instances 
have had to compete in Civil Service examinations. Only in extreme shortage 
categories have activities been allowed to recruit from the general public 
If no Civil Service examination was given, it was still necessary that the 
employee meet the same qualifications as those appointed from registers

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Ten Oak Knoll Patients Visit Shasta Dam 


Bureau of Reclamation 
Sponsors All-Day Trip 

Ten patients from Oak Knoll, with 
eight patients from Letterman Army 
Hospital, were guests of the Bureau 
of Reclamation, in co-operation with 
Shasta Post No. 197 and Shasta Dam 
Post No. 720 of the American Legion, 
in a day-long excursion to Shasta 
Dam on Wednesday, 23 April. 

The group left by plane from Ham- 
ilton Field Air Force Base at 0910 
and arrived at Redding, Calif., 30 
minutes later. From there they went 
by car the 20 miles to the dam and 
spent the rest of the morning in- 
specting that structure. 

For the benefit of the visitors, of- 
ficials at the dam opened the huge 
flood control gates near the top of 
the 602-foot-high dam, and the pa- 
tients watched open-mouthed as ap- 
proximately 66,000 cubic feet of water 
per second coursed down the 480-foot 
fall to the Sacramento river below, 
the highest man-made waterfall in 
the world. 

From atop the dam the visitors 
were loaded into what was described 
as the largest elevator west of Chi- 
cago and descended 425 feet in 55 
seconds into the very center of the 
500-foot wide base of the dam. 

Also inspected by the visitors was 
the huge Shasta Dam powerhouse, 
California’s largest hydro-electric 
plant, where the water stored behind 
the dam operates five huge gener- 
ators with 75.000 kilowatt capacity 
each. The water is carried from the 
lake through the dam and down into 
the power plant in five huge conduits, 
each 15 feet in diameter. 

After a luncheon prepared and 
served by the American Legion Post 
Auxiliaries on the terrace of Vista 
House, overlooking the dam site, the 
visitors boarded boats for a cruise 
over the huge lake behind the dam, 
where 4,500,000 acre-feet of water, 
with a shore line 365 miles long, is 
stored. 

After the 10-mile trip across the 
lake, the visitors were again taken to 
the airport where they boarded the 
Air Force C-47 at 1620 for the flight 
back to Hamilton Field.

Experts to Meet Here for Discussion 
Of New Food Service Publication 


Oak Knoll has been selected as one 
of 12 sites throughout the United 
States where the Navy will sponsor 
visits by a team of food sanitation 
and training experts of the Armed 
Forces and the U. S. Public Health 
Service. 

The experts will indoctrinate teach- 
ing personnel of military and civilian 
health groups in the use of “Instruc- 
tor’s Guide, Sanitary Food Service,” 
a new Public Health Service publi- 
cation. 

The new publication was developed 
by the Public Health Service Division 
ox Sanitation, with technical consul- 
tation from the Navy Bureau of Med- 
icine and Surgery and the Business 
Education Service, Federal Security 
Agency. 

Representatives of civilian and 
military organizations concerned 
with teaching sanitary food service 
methods have been invited to attend 
the meeting at Oak Knoll on 30 April 
and 1 and 2 May. The first day’s ses- 
sions will be from 1100 to 1630, while 
the group will meet from 0800 to 1630 
the other two days. 


The meeting will be held in Build- 
ing 25. 

Members of the traveling team who 
will conduct the symposia will include 
Dr. James Lieberman of the Public 
Health Service; LTJG Robert E. My- 
tinger, MSC, USN, and possibly repre- 
sentatives from the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts and the Air Force. 

It is expected that approximately

RETENTION LISTS 

An employee’s retention group is determined by the status or type o 
appointment. A separate retention register is established for each trade o 
occupation and grade level. The retention registers are establishd to deter 
mine who will be separated in the event of reduction in force in any partic 
ular trade, occupation or grade level. Separation depends entirely upon th< 
employee’s retention group, sub-group and length of service. 

All employees with permanent appointments who are not serving unde: 
an indefinite promotion or reassignment are in group "PA.” Group "TA 
includes permanent employees who have received indefinite promotions o 
reassignments. An employee in this group, if affected by reduction in force 
has automatic rights back to his last completely permanent position. 

In retention group “X” are employees who had permanent status in thi 
federal service, were separated, and re-entered federal service in less thai 
30 days. 

Group "B” includes th^se serving under indefinite appointments; an< 
group “C” those serving under appointments with definite time limitations 

When it is determined that a reduction in force is necessary, a. decisioi 
must, be made as to how many employees shall be eliminated from eacl 
particular trade, occupation and grade level. Employees are separated ii 
the following order: All ”C” group employees are separated first followec 
In order by "B,” "X” and "TA" and finally by those in "PA ” lollowe< 

Within each group employees are divided into retention sub-groups in 
eluding sub-group 1. for veterans, and sub-group 2, for non-veterans T, 
a reduction in force, sub-group 2 employees are affected first 

In each sub-group, length of service determines whn win k. c 
first. All prior federal service, military or eWUan added 
determine retention points.

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Last week we mentioned the new 
shelf of children’s books which we 
now have at the end of the fiction 
section in the main room. Now, to 
help our science fiction fans who 
have had to wander all over search- 
ing out work by their favorite SF 
authors, we have a complete shelf 
of science fiction at the foot of the 
Detective Stories on the sun porch. 
From Asimov to VanVogt the best 
of the writers of this new literary 
form are well represented. 

To the modern works of Bradbury 
and the rest, we have also added some 
of the great forerunners of the move- 
ment like Jules Verne and H. G. 
Wells. Verne stands up especially 
well today; of course, most of his 
imaginings have actually come to 
pass and when LIFE released the 
pictures of the Navy submarine 
shooting out of the water in Hawaii 
at that spectacular 45 degree angle, 
one’s thought turned to Captain 
Nemo and the “Nautilus” which also 
operated with what we now call the 
Schnorkl. 

"The Mysterious Island,” successor 
to the famed “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Under the Sea,” also reads 
just as well as ever. Captain Nemo 
again appears and works his scien- 
tific wonders, none of which fantastic 
devices — using the original critic’s 
phrase — is the least fantastic today. 
Happily, Verne was a superb adven- 
ture novelist as well as a science fic- 
tion master and his stories are 
masterpieces of suspense even now. 
H. G. Wells of course, wrote science 
fiction which also came to pass. He 
kept his sense of humor, however, 
and while his work has none of the 
pointed social comment in terms of 
norror that Verne used, it is still 
good fun to read. And both men hold 
their own with the best authors we 
have today.

VA to Stop Mailing 
Insurance Receipts 

veterans Administration has an- 
nounced that it will discontinue send- 
ing receipts for insurance premiums 
becoming due on and after 1 August, 
1952. 

Notices concerning the discontinu- 
ance will be mailed to all policyhold- 
ers of U.S. Government Life Insur- 
ance and of National Service Life 
Insurance. VA said a preliminary 
estimate of the savings likely to ac- 
crue to the Government as a whole 
from this order is approximately 
$1,000,000 annually. 

Policyholders who wish to main- 
tain a record of their premium pay- 
ments are advised to make payments 
by check or postal money order and 
to keep the cancelled checks or 
money order stubs as evidence of 
payment. 

Payments received in an amount 
insufficient to pay the premium due 
and any payments submitted after 
expiration of the 31-day grace period 
following the due date of premium 
will be acknowledged and policyhold- 
ers will be supplied with full infor- 
mation regarding the action they 
may take either to keep their poli- 
cies in force or to reinstate them.

VA 
also is authorized, within the avail- 
ability of funds, to make direct 
Government loans to eligible veter- 
ans for the purchase or construction 
of a home or the construction or im- 
provement of a farmhouse in areas 
where VA finds that private mort- 
gage financing at four- per cent is 
not available.

Purpose of the second card is for 
use in the event of capture as a pris- 
oner of wax, in which case it will be 
surrendered by the POW to the cap- 
turing authorities. 

The Armed Forces Identification 
Card now carried, will be retained on 
the person at all times for identifi- 
cation. 

The new POW ID cards, known as 
Geneva Conventions Identification 
Card, will be prepared for all armed 
forces personnel on active duty but 
will be retained in the individual’s 
service record until he goes on board 
ship or reports for overseas duty. 

Outside the continental limits the 
new card is retained on the individ- 
ual’s person at all times, unless cap- 
tured. When returned to a continen- 
tal activity, the new ID card will be 
filed in the service record.

New Bill Introduced 
To Eaualize Benefits 

Washington (AFPS) — A Defense 
Department-sponsored bill designed 
to eoualize benefits for members of 
the Armed Forces and reserve com- 
nonents has been introduce! in Con- 
cress by Rep. Overton Brooks (D.. 
La.). 


The bill clears ud existing inequal- 
ities and is closely related to the 
Armed Forces Reserve Act currently 
being considered by the Senate Arm- 
ed Services Committee. Among the 
changes proposed by the bill are: 

1. Grant hospitalization benefits 
to Naval, Marine and Coast Guard 
reservists similar to those granted 
Army and Air Force reservists. 

2. Equalize death benefits between 
certain reservists and regulars. 

3. Authorize per diem and quar- 
ters to certain reservists coming on 
active duty for short periods. 

4. Extend the benefits of the Sol- 
diers and Sailors Civil Relief Act to 
reservists from the time they receive 
orders to report to active duty. 

5. Amend the Social Security Act 
to give persons on active duty invol- 
untarily the right to retain credits 
Drevious’y earned under the Social 
Security Act. Those on active duty 
voluntarily would retain them for 
five years. 

6. Give benefits under the Missing 
Persons Act to reservists on training 
duty. 

The bill is currently before the 
House Armed Services Committee.

Travel Pay Gets 
Tighter Controls 

A new Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts order which went into effect 
on Thursday, 1 May, requires more 
control over claims for dependent 
travel reimbursement. 

The certification on the voucher 
now will be modified to show the lo- 
cation of the dependent, giving street, 
address, city and state after arrival 
at the claimant’s new duty station, 
as well as on receipt of orders. 

Claimants will be told that on sign- 
ing the voucher they become legally 
responsible for the truth and validity 
of all statements appearing on it. 
Claims must be filled out before they 
are signed. 

Claims for travel of dependents 
incident to discharge or release to in- 
active duty will be forwarded to the 
Bureau of Personnel for approval be- 
fore payment, resulting in a neces- 
sary delay in payment. 

There will be local controls set up 
to review selected claims and verify 
the accuracy of the certifications.

Detraction means revealing without necessity a fault which another has 
really committed, but which is not known to others. It is a sin of detraction 
to make known without reason the secret but real faults of another. It is an 
offense against God’s law, as we read in the Old Testament: “Thou shalt 
not be a detractor, nor a whisperer among the people.” “Hast thou heard 
a word against thy neighbor?” asks Ecclesiasticus, XIX, 10, “Let it die 
with thee.” 

It is a sin against charity because it shows hatred for the neighbor whom 
we must love ; it lessens esteem for him among your listeners. 

Resolve to avoid all detraction and slander, these sins against the laws 
of Christian love. We expect the good Lord to forgive our sins, but it is only 
by showing pity to others, only by burning up the faults of others as Lincoln 
did, that we can expect to obtain the divine pity.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

LEAVE ACCUMULATION 

Detailed instruction concerning the accumulation and use of all types 
of leave were publicized in Civilian Personnel Memorandum 3-52, which is 
posted on all bulletin boards and should be read by all employees, as it tells 
when various types of leave may be used and how it must be applied for. 
Failure to properly apply for leave may result in disapproval, in addition to 
the possibility the employee will be disciplined for improper use of leave. 

ANNUAL LEAVE 

Full-time employees accumulate annual leave at the following rates; 

a. Employees with less than three years of federal service accumulate four 
hours of leave for each bi-weekly pay period. (13 days per year.) 

b. Employees with more than three, but less than 15 years of federal 
service, accumulate six hours of leave for each bi-weekly pay period, plus 
four hours at the end of the calendar year. (20 days per year.) 

c. Employees with more than 15 years of federal service accumulate eight 
hours of leave for each bi-weekly pay period. (26 days per year.) 

Federal service is defined as all service creditable under the Civil Service 
Retirement Act. In general, this includes all service as a civilian employee 
of the Federal Government, without regard to whether retirement deduc- 
tions were made, and all honorable military service. 

Employees do not accumulate leave for a partial pay period, i.e., should 
an employee terminate prior to the completion of a bi-weekly pay period, 
no leave credit is given for the incompleted pay period. 

No employee accumulates annual leave until he has completed 90 calen- 
dar days of continuous service. However, after completing 90 days of con- 
tinuous service, the employee is credited with leave for this 90 day period 
on the basis described above. 

Employees may accumulate and carry over a maximum of 60 days’ annual 
leave at the end of any calendar year. NO employee sha’l be prevented from 
taking annual leave to the extent that he forfeits leave at the end of any 
calendar year. This shall not be interpreted to mean that employees can 
refuse to take annual leave when scheduled, on the basis that they have not 
reached the maximum accumulation. 

SICK LEAVE 

All full-time employees accumulate sick leave at the rate of one-half 
day per bi-weekly period (13 days per year) regardless of amount of prior 
federal service. There is no longer any limitation on the amount of sick 
leave that may be accumulated; however, the maximum leave (sick) that 
could be carried forward on 1 January 1952 was 90 days. 
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Dr. Frank Slaughter has just turned 
out a modern novel called “East Side 
General" which is .as different from 
most of his famous historical novels 
as night is from day. A couple of 
critics have called it one of his “les- 
ser” works. I'd like to know what they 
mean. If this beautifully told sus- 
pense story is anything less than su- 
perb. I’m much mistaken. 

He builds most of his drama out of 
actual surgical procedure. Three op- 
erations take place in a 24-hour period 
at one of New York City's great down- 
town hospitals. Dr. Slaughter takes 
you right to the operating room and 
builds his story (with the kind of 
suspense that only a fight against 
death can have) of the work of a 
Chief Surgeon. 

Running concurrently with the 
story of these three critical cases is a 
look at the lives of the people who 
run “East Side General” and the 
“teams” that carry out their orders. 
It is a book that seems to ramble a 
bit in the beginning, while all the 
people involved are introduced, but 
once the action gets going it races 
to a fiery denouement when a large 
brewery nearby explodes and erases 
an entire tenement as well as part of 
the hospital. 

The maintenance of the hospital in 
the face of sweeping flames is a tale 
of high courage and human determi- 
nation that makes the reader proud 
because he knows that this is true — 
when the chips are down, people DO 
react this way. Dr. Slaughter knows 
people and he knows his own profes- 
sion and he has written, for my 
money, a fine novel on both subjects.

Extension Order 
Causes Confusion 

Some confusion was voiced last 
week regarding the executive order 
signed by President Truman on 17 
April extending enlistments which 
expire during fiscal 1953. 

The order pertains only to those 
enlistments expiring between 30 June 
1952 and 1 July 1953, and extends 
them for a period of nine months. 
Draftees, reservists and those who 
already have had one involuntary ex- 
tension are not affected by the new 
order. 

The rule affects some 35,000 Navy 
men, 4,500 Marines, 25,000 Air Force 
men and 60,500 in the Army. 

In announcing the action, the De- 
fense Department said not all the 
men will be required to serve the full 
period of time. None will be kept on 
duty longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary, the department stated.

2,075 Korea Veterans Hospitalized 
By VA at the End of January, 1952 


At the end of January 1952, a total j started, totaled 5.975, an increase o! 
of 2,075 veterans disabled since the 654 over January. 


beginning of the Korean conflict were 
being hospitalized by the Veterans 
Administration, according to the VA. 
This is an increase of nearly 200 over 
the previous month’s total of 1 879. 

In addition, 2,042 such veterans 
sought a variety of services at VA 
out-patient clinics during February 
and a total of 6,830 since-Korea vet- 
erans were drawing disability com- 
pensation or pensions at the end of 
February, an increase of nearly 1,500 
over the previous month. 

Also, at the end of February, 262 
veterans, disabled In service since 
Korea, were training at VA expense 
in schools, on the farms, or on jobs 
to overcome the handicaps of their 
disabilities. This is an increase of al- 
most 100 pier cent from the January 
figure. 

At the end of February, the de- 
pendents of 10,388 deceased veterans, 
stemming mainly from the Korean 
conflict, were drawing death compen- 
sation or pension. Approved indem- 
nity claims, up to $10,000 each, for 
deaths in service or as a result of 
service since the Korean conflict 


The number of since-Korea vet- 
erans is swelling rapidly. At the end 
of February, the estimated number 
of living veterans in civil life who had 
served in the Armed Forces since tte 
Korean conflict started was 716.000 
an increase of 61,000 over the Jan- 
uary total.

4000 Casualties Treated at Center 
Since Program Established in 1943 


Approximately 4,000 amputee casu- 
alties from all branches of the Ai med 
Forces have, to date, received the 
benefits of the Navy’s unique Am- 
putee Center and its Amputee Re- 
habilitation Program since its estab- 
lishment in 1943, the first such Cen- 
ter in the Armed Forces. An 
excellent record has been established 
in equipping these amputees for re- 
turn to active duty, to jobs or schools 
in civilian life and otherwise to re- 
establish themselves as contributing 
members in our society. The story of 
that successful record and how it has 
been accomplished will be demon- 
strated to the public on Sunday, 18 
May, at the annual Armed Forces 
Day exhibition at Lakeside Park in 
Oakland, where the Amputee Center 
will display many types of artificial 
limbs and other prosthetic devices 
in use by Oak Knoll patients. 

The systematic steps in Amputee 
Rehabilitation will be explained and 
will be demonstrated by patients 
fitted with the latest improved arti- 
ficial limbs. 


Originally established at Mare 
Island in 1943, the Amputee Center 
was transferred to Oak Knoll in 
June 1950. CDR Thomas J. Canty. 
MC, USN, has been Chief of the 
Service since 1945, both at Mare 
Island and Oak Knoll. 

The story of the amputee’s return 
to normalcy begins in the forward 
battle areas where amputation sur- 
gery may be required as a life-saving 
measure. Return of the patient to 
our continental limits is prompt, and 
upon admission to Oak Knoll his im- 
mediate needs, both medical and 
surgical, are cared for. This fre- 
quently includes reconstructive sur- 
gery to allow proper fitting with an 
artificial limb.

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In the fall of 1949 an American Naval Force of combat ships led by the 
proud, powerful flagship COLUMBUS (CA-74) entered the Spanish port 
of El Ferrol. It was the first time American combat ships had entered a 
Spanish port since 1938, before the Revolution. 

The COLUMBUS, bearing the name of the explorer who sailed the seas 
and discovered the Western World in the name of Spain, was entering 
the narrow channel and on the bluffs nearby could be seen the low stone 
houses and lovely estates of the city of Coruna, the summer home of 
Francisco Franco, dictator of Spain. High on the point of rocks looking out 
to sea stood a great tower. With its circular, Roman architecture, it stood 
like a lighthouse guarding the narrow harbor entrance. Then came the 
voice of the navigator over the ship’s loudspeakers. “The old tower you see 
was built in Roman days to guide seafaring men into the safe harbor. Later 
it was used as a watch station by the native population to warn of approach- 
ing enemies. A great fire was built on top of the high tower and kept burn- 
ing during storms at sea. The tower has stood through the centuries and 
has been a light beacon of hope and salvation for many a storm-tossed 
sailor.” 

I have often thought of this strong tower in connection with the words 
of Jesus, “and this man built his house upon the rock — and the storms 
came, the winds blew, but the house fell not because it was built upon the 
rock.” A person who builds his life on the strong rock of fundamental 
religious teachings, the sacred responsibilities of man, the cardinal virutes 
of decent living, builds into his own life the cherished qualities of honor, 
poise, dignity, peace of mind and self-respect. 

He also stands as a tower of fortitude, hope and victory for those who 
are floundering near dangerous rocks but who could, with a little help, 
find a safe harbor. Christian philosophy of life is not “survival of the 
fittest” but “the fittest will help the weak to survive.” The person with 
real convictions and strength to execute them has a deep responsibility to 
assist his wayfaring brother in danger, and light his path to safety.

On 14 August 1951, Bohannon’s car 
stalled in Richmond about midnight.

Choice Is Permitted 
In Insurance Refunds 

Washington (AFPS) — Military per- 
sonnel who have a partial waiver of 
premium but who are paying full 
premiums by allotment on perma- 
nent plan government life insurance 
policies have a choice in the way they 
may obtain refunds. 

They can either write to the VA 
and ask that refunds be sent to them 
with interest once a year or they may 
allow the waived portion to accumu- 
late at interest until they are dis- 
charged or released from the Serv- 
ice.

is increased as the patient improves, 
until eventually he is working out 
regularly in the gymnasium under 
strict supervision. 

Upon removal of sutures from the 
amputated member, shrinker ban- 
dages are promptly applied in pre- 
paration for the day of fitting with 
the artificial limb. At this time also, 
measurements are taken and a pair 
of shoes is obtained from leg am- 
putees so that work may be started 
on the limb needed. When the pa- 
tient is directed to the Artificial 
Limb Department by the medical 
officer, his limb is already pro- 
visionally constructed with the ex- 
ception of the actual weight-bearing 
portion or “socket.” 

With painstaking care, each limb 
is constructed for each patient so 
that he will receive maximum com- 
fort and use from his prosthesis. 

After fitting, the amputee finds his 
“work” intensified. The leg ampu- 
tee’s walking training is supervised 
by LT Sara Griffin, NC, USN, and 
through use of parallel bars, stairs, 
ramps, sections of uneven terrain 
and numerous other forms of equip- 
ment, he is taught to handle himself 
smoothly and effectively in every 
conceivable situation. 

Under the supervision of LCDR 
Rosella Nesgis, NC, USN, the Occu- 
pational Therapy Department gives 
the arm amputee intensive instruc- 
tion in the use of his artificial arm, 
requiring use of both the hook and 
the articulated artificial hand, which 
are interchangeable. These exercises 
include care of his personal toilet 
and — through use of a large “gadget 
board” — he learns to handle such 
every day devices as doorknobs, fau- 
cets, dial telephones, cupboard draw- 
ers, and many others. Pointing to- 
ward his future, he may also receive 
instruction on typewriters featuring 
keyboards especially arranged for 
one-hand touch-typing. 

All amputees concurrently are as- 
signed activities in the gymnasium, 
in the heated swimming pool; they 
may take up such sports as skating, 
bowling, tennis, badminton, or golf. 
They are given courses of instruction 
in the safe operation of an automo- 
bile, which includes individual in- 
struction in a specially-equipped car 
furnished by the Oldsmobile Division 
of General Motors, and upon com- 
pletion of training, each amputee is 
examined by California State High- 
way Patrol Examiners in the usual 
way before he receives his state 
license. 

A filing system is maintained on 
each patient, recording pertinent 
data on his individual experience 
with his artificial limb, his opinions 
on how it may be improved and any 
suggestions he may make toward im- 
provement of either the limb or the 
Rehabilitation Program. These files 
also reflect his experiences on the job 
and in school and his general adjust- 
ment to his new situation. Informa- 
tion from these files is of unusual 
value in the evaluation of devices 
originated or improved in the re- 
search and developmental activities 
of the Artificial Limb Department. 
A number of research projects on 
prosthetic devices are presently un-

der study at the Center, and each 
improvement is made available for 
civilian use after its value is proved. 

One of the most important divis- 
ions of the center is devoted to train- 
ing of technicians. The only School 
for Orthopedic Appliance Mechanics 
in the country provides an intensified 
six months’ course in the craft for 
selected Navy personnel. More than 
one hundred hospital corpsmen have 
graduated from the school, and in 
case of national emergency could be 
returned to the center promptly for 
efficient and high speed production 
of custom made limbs as needed. 
Fourteen students are enrolled in the 
current class. 

The Oak Knoll presentation of the 
Armed Forces Day exhibition will be 
under the direction of CDR Canty, 
assisted by Rehabilitation Specialist 
Charles Asbelle and Warrant Officer 
John Faunce, USN.

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Savings Bonds / 
Earnings Hiked 

The Treasury Department has in- 
creased the earning rates on U.S. 
Savings Bonds. 

The revised Series E bond is a con- 
tinuation of the type held by almost 
half of the families in America, made 
more attractive by increasing the 
rate of interest from 2.9% to 3%, and 
by raising the interest return if the 
bond is redeemed in the earlier years 
prior to maturity. E Bonds will now 
mature in 9 years, 8 months, but will 
continue to pay back $4 for every $3 
invested when held to maturity. An- 
nual purchase has been doubled, 
from $10,000 to $20,000. Owners of E 
bonds maturing since 1 May will now 
get a flat 3% interest rate, com- 
pounded semi-annually, if they hold 
on to them. 

An entirely new Series H bond will 
be available to individuals beginning 
on 1 June. It is a current income 
bond, issued in denominations of 
$500 or more and will have interest 
paid by Treasury check semi-annual- 
ly on a graduated scale similar to 
interest earned on the E bond.

Ammo Ships 
'Safe' Says Crew 


San Diego, Calif. (AFPS) — “The 
most dangerous ship afloat” is the 
label often given Navy ammunition 
ships such as the USS Mount Kat- 
mai, but their crew members will 
heartily declare there isn’t a safer 
ship on the high seas. 

Operating with the Pacific Fleet, 
the Katmai has the task of keeping 
combatant ships supplied with am- 
munition. Since this job is usually 
done while the vessels are under way, 
she must keep pace with battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers and carriers 
while passing ammunition. Cautious 
handling and steady navigation re- 
quire the cooperation of all involved. 

“Ammo is safe until you forget it’s 
dangerous,” says CAPT Morgan H. 
Harris, skipper of the Katmai, and 
his 228 officers and men agree. They 
passed ammunition so well in Korean 
waters — 135 tons an hour — that the 
Bureau of Ordnance doubted the 
figure and sent inspectors to check it. 

First ammunition ship in Korean 
waters — the only one for three 
months — the 5,500-ton Katmai re- 
armed 260 ships during her first 
cruise. Delivering more than 25,000 
tons of munitions to ships blasting 
the North Korean-held coastline, 
she steamed more than 63,000 miles 
to accomplish this feat. 

The Katmai’s dangerous cargo, in- 
cluding racks of one-ton bombs, 
depth charges and rockets, is stowed 
below decks. Every sort of lethal 
projectile down to 30-caliber rifle 
cartridges is available. 

The Mount Katmai is named for 
an active Alaskan volcano.

She sees things happen in her 
imagination before they do, and gen- 
erally her prophecies seem to be right. 
Once again, Tom tells me, that stun- 
ning surprise lies waiting in the “un- 
foreseen” thing, I suppose where the 
second sight didn’t work.

2,272 Disabled Vets 
Get Grants tor Homes 

A total of 2,272 seriously disabled 
veterans, including those of the 
Korean conflict, have received Fed- 
eral grants totalling nearly $20,500,- 
000 for “wheelchair” homes, accord- 
ing to the Veterans Administration. 

Another 1,656 veterans have re- 
ceived preliminary approval for such 
grants. 

All veterans of war or peacetime 
service since 1898 who cannot get 
about without the aid of wheelchairs, 
braces, crutches, canes or the like 
may be entitled to these special 
grants. 

These veterans must be entitled to 
compensation for permanent and 
total service-connected disability for 
the loss, or loss of use, of both legs due 
to certain specified conditions. 

VA pays 50 per cent of the cost of 
“wheelchair” homes for eligible vet- 
erans up to a maximum of $10,000 
under grants which were first auth- 
orized by Congress in 1948. 

These homes incorporate such spe- 
cial features as ramps instead of 
steps, doorways wide enough to ac- 
commodate a wheelchair, special 
bathroom fixtures, and exercise rooms 
equipped to meet the needs of the in- 
dividuals.

Marine Hero's 
Leg Sacrificed 
To Save Platoon 

“Mac, your platoon is in a mine 
field. I hate to have to send you again, 
but I’d like you to get them out.” 

It was 0930. 25 February 1952, a 
frosty Monday morning, when 
T/SGT Carl S. McPherson, USMC, 
heard his CO’s voice over the tele- 
phone, telling him that 16 of his 
men who were on combat patrol were 
trapped in the same field on the 
Korean battle line out of which he 
had taken seven land mines only a 
few days before. 

One of the 16, the point man of the 
patrol, had already stepped on a mine 
(as it turned out, he had suffered 
only a minor wound to his foot) and 
this information had been phoned 
to the company command post. 

The patrol was about 500 yards 
ahead over the hill. The 16 Marines 
were told to stay put and Mac went 
for them. 

He had got about 15 yards from the 
rear man when it happened. He step- 
ped on a mine that in a blinding 
flash blew his left leg off below the 
knee. 

But he was still conscious after it 
happened, his men were still in the 
mine field, and he was still their 
leader. 

He called to the rear man to go 
back to the camp area for help; and 
then before help came he had or- 
ganized a stretcher team for the 
other wounded Marine and had di- 
rected the others out of the field and 
back to safety by having them fol- 
low in the steps he had taken to 
get to them. 

He lay there, the last one out, until 
medical help came for him. 

T/SGT McPherson arrived at Oak 
Knoll several days ago from Yoko- 
suka Naval Hospital where he had 
been transferred by helicopter after 
being picked up on the battlefront.

“I want the people to know the 
Presidency as I have experienced it 
and I want them to know me as I 
am." 

With this sentence begins the book 
“Mr. President,” by William Hillman 
and President Truman. It makes 
lively, always interesting and, quite 
often, genuinely funny reading. Mr. 
Truman writes a little like William 
Allan White, a little like Mark Twain. 
He has been able to keep his sense of 
humor even through the terrible era 
in which fate made him President. 

Mr. Hillman's editing is simply a 
matter of arranging the material at 
hand. All but ten pages of the text 
are written by the President from 
personal notes, diaries and corre- 
spondence. The picture that emerges 
is that of a kindly, genial man who 
discovered one shocking afternoon 
that “the weight of the stars and the 
moon" had suddenly fallen upon 
him. 

He was not especially well informed 
of what decisions lay immediately 
ahead of him. He had to pick up the 
pieces and “do SOMETHING.” One 
of the achievements of which he is 
most proud is the formation of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, which 
keeps President Truman informed of 
all vital matters in various depart- 
ments. He then “gets all the facts in 
relation to one another." Mr. Tru- 
man writes: “It was never done be- 
fore. The President up to that time 
had to make decisions sometimes ‘by 
guess and by gosh,’ which is not a 
very satisfactory way to do business.” 

He believes in delegating authority 
because “an administrator, no matter 
what the business, cannot run the 
whole show himself." He has learned 
to know his own weaknesses and 
shoot around them. That is the story 
primarily: of a man who faced a ter- 
rible task and learned to do it ... a 
man who has grown into the task 
and has been what he first pledged 
Congress he would try to be, that day 
in April, 1945, “A good and faithful 
servant of my Lord and of my peo- 
ple.”

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The word “sincere” is derived from two Latin words, “sine” and “cera,” 
meaning “without wax.” These Latin words were used in building con- 
tracts for this reason. In the transportation of marble, it sometimes hap- 
pened that the block would receive a chip or a nick. To cover the defect 
some workmen would fill the broken edge of the flaw with a composition 
of white wax. They were so skillful in this deceit that it was almost impos- 
sible even for an expert to detect it. Yet, what man could not discover at 
sight, the finger of time exposed. The soft wax could not resist winds and 
frosts, sun and air, and eventually the ugly gash appeared. To insure against 
this trickery it became the custom to put into all contracts a clause specify- 
ing that the marble when delivered would be “sine cera,” that is, without 
wax. 

Sincerity in art, therefore, is the absence of deception; the thing is what 
it appears to be. The effect of a beautiful statue may be marred by some 
fatal flaw, at first covered over, but in time laid bare. Sincere speech, sincere 
service, sincere sorrow, like the sincere statue have no parts in them that 
will wear away when put to the test. As the ancient builders demanded 
sincerity in the material they used, so society demands sincerity in every 
individual. 

To be sincere means to be honest with oneself and with others; to be 
actually what you are in appearance; to be unpretending, without deceit. 
Trickery, hypocrisy, putting on airs or false fronts, are all unknown to a 
sincere soul. 

An ancient legend relates that the Queen of Sheba once brought two 
bouquets to King Solomon, one of natural flowers, the other of artificial 
blossoms so beautifully formed that few could tell the difference. The wise 
king ordered the window thrown open before he would choose between 
them. In a brief time he chose the real ones. A bee had picked out the nat- 
ural bouquet. Like bees, men are attracted to the genuine article.

Committee OK's 
K-Vet Measure 

Washington (AFPS) — The K-Vet 
bill has been unanimously approved 
by the House Veterans Committee. 
It must now be passed by the House 
and Senate. 

The measure would provide up to 
36 months of free schooling, up to 
$300 in mustering-out pay, and gov- 
ernment-guaranteed loans on homes, 
farms and businesses. 

The benefits would be available to 
all men and women in uniform be- 
tween June 27, 1950, and a date to 
be set later by either Congress or the 
President. 

Chief benefits are: Education — $110 
a month for single veterans and up 
to $150 to those with dependents. 
Students would be entitled to one 
and one-half days of free schooling 
for each day of service. The maxi- 
mum would be 36 months, the nor- 
mal period for a four-year college 
education. Veterans must pay their 
own tuition and use whatever is left 
for living expenses. 

Housing — Provisions are the same 
as those in the WWII bill, except 
that home builders will be required 
to give veteran buyers a one-year 
warranty that the house is as rep- 
resented. 

Loans — The government, as before, 
will guarantee up to 60 per cent of a 
four per cent loan on home, farm or 
business, with a maximum guaranty 
of $7,500. 

Mustering-out pay — Men up 
through the Army rank of captain 
will get $100 for service of less than 
60 days, $200 for more than 60 days, 
and $300 for more than 60 days and 
overseas duty. 

Social security — As before, the gov- 
ernment will credit each man in serv- 
ice with $160 monthly salary in figur- 
ing social security benefits. 

On-the-job training — Generally, 
the same, except that the govern- 
ment’s contributions will be reduced 
automatically every four months. 

The committee provided special 
safeguards against abuses which 
hampered the WWII program. It 
barred such avocational courses as 
bar-tending, dancing and personality 
development. Any flight training 
would have to lead to a job.

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Wage Boost Bill Signed Into Law; 
4 Per Cent Hike Effective 1 May 


President Truman on Tuesday, 
20 May, signed into law the com- 
promise Armed Forces Pay Increase 
bill, earlier approved by both the 
House and the Senate. His action 
makes the pay increase effective as 
of 1 May, 1952. 


Washington (AFPS) — Congress 
has passed the long-awaited Armed 
Forces pay bill. 

The pay increase will be retroac- 
tive to May 1. Both the House and 
Senate approved the bill unani- 
mously. 

The bill is a result of compromise 
between two bills passed by the 
House and Senate. The measure 
adopts six important points as fol- 
lows: 

1 — The base pay of all personnel in 
the Armed Forces will be increased 
four per cent. 

2 — Allowances for quarters and 
subsistence of all personnel will be 
increased by 14 per cent. 

3 — The base pay of midshipmen 
and cadets at the Military, Naval and 
Coast Guard Academies, and of 
aviation cadets of all services, will 
be increased four per cent. 

4 — The pay of all persons on the 
retired lists of all services will be in- 
creased four per cent. 

5 — A raise in pay of enlisted rates 
will be authorized for certain mem- 
bers of the maritime service, which 
is operated under the jurisdiction of 
the Department of Commerce. 

6 — Personnel appointed to the Mili- 
tary and Naval Academies prior to 
1912 and 1913 will be permitted credit 
for military and naval service pro- 
vided they could count that service 
when they retire. 

Of the six points, all are permanent 
except the quarters allowance for en- 
listed personnel. This runs concur-

1950 which expires April 30, 1953. 

At that time, Congress may elect 
to continue the act or let it drop. If 
they drop it, this would mean that 
dependents of enlisted men below the 
rank of E-4 would not receive any 
quarters allowance 

The Defense Department has stat- 
ed that increases in monthly allot- 
ment checks reflecting the rate can- 
not be effected for three months due 
to mechanical difficulties. The in- 
crease, however, will be paid to the 
individual serviceman as an incre- 
ment of his regular pay for two 
months following the month in which 
the bill is enacted. ^Thereafter, the 
raise will be reflected in regular 
monthly allotment checks. 

Leave rations and commuted ra- 
tions are not increased under the 
terms of the act. These items are 
authorized to be adjusted by provi- 
sions of the annual appropriations 
act. 

Personnel on recruiting duty and 
other special projects who receive ; 
subsistence at the rate of $2.25 daily | 
will receive the increase.

Washington ,»AFPS> — Marine 
?orps reservists who served on active 
'uty prior to June 24, 1948. and were 
called again during the present 
emergency may now resign or re- 
quest discharge. 

Men in this category cannot, how- 
ever, initiate such action until they 
have completed their current tour 
of active duty. The new policy is ex- 
pected to affect about 38.000 men. 

• Enlisted members of organized 
Marine Corps Reserve units may be 
discharged by their commanding of- 
ficers. Inactive enlisted men may be 
discharged by their Reserve district 
directors. 

Reserve officers eligible to resign 
must obtain permission from the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

The Marine Corps, in making the 
announcement, pointed out that men 
in this category have been handicap- 
ped in commercial life because of 
their Reserve affiliations.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 


FOUR-STEP PAY PLAN 
CLARIFIED 

Effective 15 May 1952, new pro- 
cedures in effecting pay increases to 
4th step for Per Diem employees were 
be adopted at this hospital. These 
pay increases carry 4 per cent pay 
raises and go to outstanding work- 
ers. 

Until this year, the Navy had a 
three-step pay system for blue-col- 
lar workers, and pay increases were 
based mainly on time requirements. 
The fourth step was added, open to 
all employees who had served at least 
52 weeks in the third step and had 
received no disciplinary actions dur- 
ing the waiting period. This pay in- 
crease is based solely on merit. 

Under the revised rulings, every 
employee will be considered for a 
fourth-step raise as soon as he com- 
pletes the required 52 weeks in the 
third step. 

HOW THE PLAN WORKS 

When the employee has served the 
52 weeks, and has suffered no dis- 
ciplinary action during this period, 
the Civilian Personnel Office of this 
activity will send a "Fourth Step Pay 
Increase Form’’ to the head of the 
shop where he works. Supervisors in 
that shop will meet as a committee 
to decide whether the employee 
meets fourth step standards. They 
will recommend accordingly to the 
Department Head, who then will fill 
out the pay increase form. In addi- 
tion to the time and ability require- 
ments, the employee’s performance 
of work assigned must exceed “nor- 
mal requirements with respect to 
quantity and quality.” The employee 
must also qualify as follows: 


a. He must have demonstrated 
that he readily adapts himself to new 
and changing job situations with 
much less than the usual amount of 
supervisory instruction and follow- 
up. 

b. He must frequently have been 
given assignments which demand a 
higher degree of quality, speed, skill 
or accuracy than is normally re- 
quired. 

c. He must frequently have been 
given assignments requiring the so- 
lution of problems unusual to the 
operation or type of work involved. 

d. He must frequently have been 
selected to work with or "break in” 
new employees or other employees 
on new or changed operations. 

The outstanding features of the 
new instructions are: 

a. Each employee is considered 
when he meets the service require- 
ment in step 3. 

b. The employee's overall ability 
and performance are considered by 
a committee consisting of line super- 
visors who are familiar with his work. 

c. The standards to be used in 
judging the employee’s performance 
are specified, and a standard pro- 
cedure is required. 

WORKING MOTHERS 

The Civilian Personnel Office has 
on hand a number of forms for work- 
ing mothers who might be interested 
in placing their children in a Child 
Care Center at one of the Oakland 
Public Schools. Children from two 
years to fourteen years are eligible 
If you are interested, ask your super- 
visor to secure a form from this office 
which will give you complete details.

Veterans who do not request their 
1952 National Service Life Insurance 
dividend in cash before it is due will 
be notified by the Veterans Adminis- 
tration of the dividend amount 
placed on deposit to their credit. 

VA said dividend notices will be 
mailed to such veterans after the 
1952 anniversary dates of their poli- 
cies — the dates when the 1952 divi- 
dend is payable. The first notices are 
scheduled to be mailed soon. 

The notice will advise the policy- 
holder that if the dividend credit is 
not applied in payment of premiums 
becoming due and not otherwise paid, 
or is disposed of in full £^t the in- 
sured’s request within three months 
from the anniversary date it will earn 
interest. 

VA has begun to mail 1952 divi- 
dend checks to policyholders who 
have made requests in writing for 
cash payments. Approximately 
5,000,000 policyholders are eligible for 
the $200,000,000 dividend. 

Policyholders who pay premiums to 
VA district offices and who request 
their 1952 dividend in cash will re- 
ceive checks from those offices. 

Policyholders in military service 
who are paying premiums by allot- 
ment from military pay and who re- 
, quest their 1952 dividend in cash, will 
receive their checks from the VA 
central office in Washington, D.C. 

Policyholders who desire dividends 
• paid in cash and have not yet so re- 
quested should write the VA office to 
which they are paying premiums, giv- 
ing their full name, insurance policy 
frhmbers and the address to which 
they wish the dividend payment sent.

Navy Authorizes 
2,642 New Chiefs 

Washington (AFPS;— The Navy 
has authorized the advancement of 
2,642 “White Hats” to chief petty 
officers. 

The advancements will be effected 
by commanding officers between 
June 16, at the earliest, and August 
16, at the latest. All advancements 
will be acting apppointments (tem- 
porary) . 

The men are being advanced in 
rating as a result of Service-wide 
competitive examinations held Jan. 
29. There were also 5,500 other can- 
didates who successfully passed the 
examination but who could not be 
advanced due to budgetary and pay 
grade limitations. 

These men will be considered, 
however, at a later date. Men not 
advanced before the date of the next 
petty officer examination will be re- 
quired to take another CPO exam- 
ination for advancements. 

The 2,642 men listed in BuPers 
Circular Letter 71-52, dated Apr. 30, 
1952, will be advanced only if they 
are qualified and eligible in all other 
respects. 

The largest number of advance- 
ments were made in the chief quar- 
termaster rate — 325. Next were chief 
boatswain mates with 187 and chief 
yeomen with 142. 

Also included on the list were 
some second and third class petty 
officers. These men were formerly 
chiefs with broken service records. 

Under a recent policy change these 
men were allowed to reenlist as sec- 
ond or third class petty officers and 
take the examination for the rank 
previously held before discharge. 


Pay Increase To Be in Next Week's Check 


LTJG Norma M. Brown, SC, USNR, 
Chief of the Disbursing Division at 
the hospital, announced this week 
that the pay increase signed into law 
last week will be reflected in the pay 
received by Knollites the first week 
in June. 

Payday for Officers and Staff 
Chiefs will be on 2 June, for enlisted 
personnel on 3 June and for bed pa- 
tients on 4 June. 

Fellow Navy personnel at larger 
bases may not be so lucky. Although 
the Armed Forces Press Service re- 
ports that instructions have gone out 
to the field giving disbursing officers 
the widest latitude in getting the 
raise to the men as quickly as feas- 
ible, some station newspapers report 


that the raise may not affect the pay 
check until the middle of June or 
possibly the last of the month. 

The Armed Forces Press Service 
reports that a Navy spokesman 
pointed out that no special supple- 
mental payday in June will be need- 
ed. Most Naval disbursing stations 
have indicated that they can com- 
plete the first pay raise payment by 
15 June at the latest. Some disburs- 
ing offices, because of various prob- 
lems, might not be able to pay until 
a later date, at which time the men 
would receive the raise retroactive 
to 1 May. 

LTJG Brown also said that Knoll- 
ites whose allotments to dependents 
meet the minimums under the new 
law will also see the increased de- 


pendents’ allowances reflected in 
their next pay check. However, she 
added, this is only about one out of 
every twenty. The balance will have 
to wait until the allowance increase 
can be worked out, partly on the sta- 
tion level and partly on the bureau 
level.

Recently an old hotel was torn down in Hayward. This old landmark of 
pioneer days had withstood the great earthquake, had been the headquar- 
ters for a circus in early years, and had entertained many noted personali- 
ties. It had taken much money and two years to build it originally, and 
many times, through the years, remodeling had taken much time and ex- 
pense. Now wreckers tore it down in less than a week. It took skill and time 
to build and maintain the old inn, but common labor could wreck it quickly. 

Most people are builders who carefully plan their lives according to prac- 
tical rules and plans; they use the experience of others as well as their own 
in deciding future action; they search out spiritual values so that a strong 
character can be built that will stand the strains of life situations. Parents 
are continually assisting their children in this all-important effort; the 
skill and wisdom of educators and religious leaders share in this construc- 
tion. Repairs and replacement of vital factors must often be made to keep 
the life fit. 

But some people are not builders — instead they are wreckers. This doesn’t 
require skill, talent, planning, self-denial, study or moral courage; in fact, 
anyone can do it; it is cheap and common. These thoughtless, often well- 
meaning individuals tear down in no time the character it has taken years 
to build, and the sad part of it is that they usually drag down others with 
them. 

Think it over, Shipmate. Take an inventory of the eternal values you have 
acquired, and thank God if you have built well. Then continue to be a 
builder. 

If you are disappointed in what you have built, don’t lose heart; some of 
the greatest saints failed at first and were wreckers rather than builders, 
but saw their folly and paid the personal sacrifice it took to make their lives 
over. With God’s help, it can be done.

Promotion Plan 
Subject of Bill 

Washington < AFPS) — Legislation 
providing a statutory basis for pro- 
moting Reserve officers is being con- 
sidered by the House Armed Services 
Committee. 

Mrs. Anna Rosenberg, Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, says that the 
bill provides systems for equality 
of opportunity for promotion. She 
thinks it will result in an adequate 
number of qualified officers in the 
proper grades and ages to meet Serv- 
ice needs. 

“The proposed Reserve Officer Per- 
sonnel Act,” she emphasized, “as- 
sures that the best officers are ad- 
vanced and the inept and inefficient 
are eliminated.” 

The Defense and Treasury De- 
partments prepared the legislation 
for submission to Congress.

Repair of Braces 
Is Made Easier 

More than 30,000 disabled veterans 
who have to wear orthopedic braces 
because of disabilities suffered in 
service may now get emergency re- 
pairs for those braces without prior 
Veterans Administration approval. 

These veterans are suffering from 
a variety of disabilities including 
paralysis of arms and ^ legs from 
spinal cord injuries, gun shot wounds, 
unmended fractures, and polio. 

VA Regional Offices already have 
begun to issue a new “Prosthetic 
Service Card — Orthopedic Braces” 
to each eligible veteran entitling him 
to this new service. 

By using this card, a veteran will 
get prompt service from commercial 
concerns or the Veterans Adminis- 
tration when he needs emergency or 
major repairs to his brace. 

The veteran, upon presentation of 
the Prosthetic Service Card at any 
commercial brace or repair shop, may 
receive emergency repairs up to a 
limit of $15 for each brace. 

The card will also establish on-the- 
spot eligibility for major repairs or 
emergency replacement of ortho- 
pedic braces at any of the 30 VA or- 
thopedic shops located throughout 
the country. 

Heretofore, veterans had to obtain 
prior approval from VA before emer- 
gency repairs to braces could be au- 
thorized. 

Amputee veterans already are re- 
ceiving this type of emergency repair 
service for prosthetic arms and legs 
from commercial concerns.

World's Largest Power Plant Afloat

Washington <AFPS) — The largest 
power plant afloat will be in service 
soon, according to the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

The 7,000-ton MS Coastal Racer 
tCal-M-AVl design hull) will be 
capable of providing 75 per cent of 
the power needs for the largest naval 
shipyard during emergencies. Its 


34,500 kilowatt capacity will be al- 
most twice the power of the USS 
Jacona, at present the Navy’s largest 
floating power plant. 

The new unit, under construction 
at Jacksonville, Fla., is without 
means of propulsion and will be 
towed to locations to connect its 
power to shore distribution systems.

The Veterans Administration said 
such veterans should check with th 
holder of the mortgage or with th!

whether or not the offer is legitim, , 
and sound. 

In some pgrts of the country a 
revival of the practice sometimes 
called "milking" or "equity skin- 
ning,” has occurred, VA reported 

In pme form of this racket, a vet- 
eran, behind in his GI loan pay- 
ments, is approached by individuals 
offering to pay the delinquent in- 
stallments if the veteran will "sign 
on the dotted line." The veteran sub- 
sequently learns that he has signed 
a deed and can get his property back 
only by signing a land sales contract 
at a much higher price. 

When the veteran finds he is un- 
able to meet the frequently excessive 
terms of the land sales contract, legal 
action is taken to obtain possession 
of the veteran’s home. 

Many variations of these practices 
are used in different parts of the 
country, depending on state and local 
laws. Although these practices mav 
be legal, they are considered uneth- 
ical by the vast majority of mortgagt- 
lenders and real estate brokers. 

VA advises veterans they will be 
protecting their own interests and 
doing other veterans a service if they 
report any such propositions to the 
holder of the mortgage and to the 
nearest VA regional office.

Civil Defense Plan Rules Outlined 
For Families Residing in Bay Area 


Information on a Civil Defense 
Family Plan was released recently for 
dissemination among persons living 
j in the San Francisco Bay Area. The 
! information: 

PREPARATORY 

1. Teach each member of the fam- 
ily the alert signals. 

2. Teach each member the action 
they should immediately take in the 
event of an attack. Hold family prac- 
tice drills. 

3. Select the safest part of your 
home to use as a shelter area. The 
place selected should be as far as pos- 
sible from the outside in a part of the 
building where there are strong sup- 
ports, out of direct line with doors 
and windows, and with the minimum 
of glass. There should be at least two 
exits. Very few homes will have an 
area with all these characteristics. 
Your task is to choose the area which 
most nearly meets these require- 
ments. They are ILsted in approxi- 
mate order of importance. Reduce fire 
hazards; do not let trash accumulate. 

4. Have in your shelter area a 
simple first-aid kit, a flashlight, a 
cheap whistle, a small stock of canned 
or ready-to-eat packaged food, and 
bottles of water. A radio (self-pow- 
ered), if available, would be a help. 
Material to keep children occupied 
should be there for them. Blankets 
should be handy to this area. 

5. Assign duties to various members 
of the family with provision for alter- 
nates in the event some are not home. 
Know your Block Warden. 

6. Select a meeting point at least 
two miles distant in the direction 
away from the center of the City for 
the family to meet in the event home 
is destroyed. Instruct members to 
wait there at least 24 hours. Select a 
relative or friend in another, prefer- 
ably rural, community, to act as a 
clearing point for information on the 
family. 

7. At least one adult member of the 
family must take a first-aid course. 

8. Join, and actively participate in, 
Civil Defense. 


ACTION ON RED ALERT 
(3 minute warbling siren) 

1. Do not use telephone except in 
grave emergency. 

2. Close windows and doors; draw 
blinds, shades and draperies. 

3. Leave electrical and gas appli- 
ances as if you were leaving home for 
the day and going downtown. Turn 
on radio. 

4. Remain in shelter until All Clear 
is sounded, then examine house care- 
fully for damage. 

ATTACK WITHOUT WARNING 
(very brilliant flash or loud 
explosion) 

Drop to floor, get under bed or 
heavy table; if these are not avail- 
able, stay on floor prone, against wall, 
out of line of glass, shielding face and 
head. 

ALL CLEAR' 

(3 steady one-minute blasts) 

1. Unless you have a Civil Defense 
assignment, remain at home so that 
you may be available on call to help. 

2. If there is unusual moisture, mist 
or dust outside, do not leave home 
until advised by Civil Defense officials 
that it is safe to do so.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

Questions and Answers on Leave 

Q. Should nonpay status be considered for the purpose of reducing leave 
credits in the case of an employee who was suspended for three days, but 
who later was paid under Public Law 623, 80th Congress? 

A. No. The fact that the employee was given back-pay under Public Law. 
623. indicates that he was erroneously suspended for' the three days in 
question. 

Q. May the nonpay status of an employee during the first 90 days of em- 
ployment be converted to annual leave after the 90 day qualifying period 
has been served? 

A. It is discretionary with activities as to whether nonpay status during 
the 90 day qualifying period be converted to annual leave upon completion 
of such period, or remain charged as leave without pay. 

NCPI 105-3-1— NINETY DAY SERVICE REQUIREMENT: The act pro- 
vides that an employee must have been employed in the Federal service 
for a continuous period of 90 calendar days without a break in service o 
one or more work-days before he is entitled to earn annual leave. Annua 
leave accrued during the 90-day qualifying period will not be credited unti 
the employee completes the 90 days of current continuous employment, it 
an employee is separated before completion of the 90 day qualifying peno 
he will not receive credit for annual leave for the period of his employmen • 
Leave without pay granted during the 90 day qualifying period is not con- 
sidered as a “break in service.” (This provision of the Act has no enec 
upon the crediting of sick leave.) 

Q. Must employees who return from military duty serve the 90 day quali- 
fying period before they are entitled to accrue leave? . vice 

A. Employees who have statutory restoration rights after military s tiv 
are considered as having been on leave of absence from their civilian po- 
sitions; therefore, employees who have such rights are entitled to a 
annual leave immediately upon re-employment. If employees leave 
orarv or indefinite positions to enter military service, there is no * 
authority to consider them as having been on leavt of absence " ‘'“I P 05

Feeling that time is the only test 
of an author’s greatness, we would 
like to glance briefly at some of the 
books recently published by authors 
of established reputations. Foremost 
among them is the new book by Pearl 
Buck, “The Hidden Flower,” which 
has as its theme the conflicts that 
rise when East and West meet and 
fall in love. Probably not Miss Buck’s 
best book, but coming from her tal- 
ented and highly prolific pen, it is 
extremely readable and will find 
much favor with her followers. 

James Ramsey Ullman, whose 
lovely “The White Tower” was pub- 
lished about seven years ago, has just 
published a new novel, “Windom’s 
Way,” that obviously suggests the 
affair of Dr. Gordon Seagrave who 
was held for seven months in a Ran- 
goon jail for allegedly giving aid and 
comfort to the Burmese Red guer- 
rillas. 

Mary O’Hara, whose animal stories, 
“Thunderhead,” and “My Friend 
Flicka,” have become minor classics, 
has written something completely 
different from her previous work in 
this novel of the conflict and the ulti- 
mate breakdown in the mind of a 
popular and fashionable minister in 
the early 1900s, torn between his 
hatred of sin and his love for his 
beautiful but amoral wife. This book, 
“The Son of Adam Wingate,” is al- 
most sure to share the success of Miss 
O’Hara’s earlier books. 

There are many more books we 
could mention, but for lack of space 
we will mention only one other. Just 
a hundred years ago the ballad “You 
could see the Crystal Palace, if it 
wasn’t for the houses in between,” 
was being sung in the bars and pubs 
of London. For his new novel Howard 
Spring (most famous for his book, 
“My Son, My Son”) has written a 
panoramic work entitled “The Houses 
in Between” that begins with the 
opening in 1851 of the Crystal Palace, 
that delicate and fragile symbol of a 
longed-for peace. For the next hun- 
dred years we see the history of a 
family and of the British Empire 
through the eyes of Sarah Undridge 
in this agreeably old-fashionel novel. 

Special Insurance Form 
Available to Disabled 

Washington (AFPS) — A special 
form of government insurance has 
been made available to personnel 
who are released from active service 
after April 25, 1951, and are found 
by the Veterans Administration to be 
suffering a Service-connected dis- 
ability. 

A form of National Service Life In- 
surance, the insurance is available in 
a five-year level premium term plan 
and various types of permanent plan 
policies. The disability must be one 
for which compensation would be 
payable by the VA. 

Application for the insurance must 
be made within one year from the 
date the VA determines the disability 
to be Service-connected.

Insurance Refund 
Choices Listed 

Military personnel who are paying 
full premiums by allotment on perm- 
anent plans of Government life in- 
surance for which they have been 
granted a partial waiver of premiums, 
have two choices in claiming refunds 
on the waived portion. 

They are: 

1. While the waiver is in effect, 
they may request VA in writing to 
refund the waived portion of their 
premiums, preferably not more often 
than once a year, with interest for the 
refund period. 

2. They may allow the waived por- 
tion to accumulate in V A at interest, 
compounded annually until they are 
discharged or released from service, 
or until the waiver is terminated for 
any reason. 

If they decide to claim the waived 
portion once a year, they must write 
to Veterans Administration, Wash- 
ington, 25, D.C., giving their full name 
and the address to which they want 
the refunds mailed. They also should 
give their service serial number and 
the numbers of their insurance pol- 
icies for which they are claiming re- 
funds. 

This waiver remains in effect 
through the insured’s military serv- 
ice. plus 120 days after discharge or 
release from service, unless it is ter- 
minated sooner. 

The interest rate on permanent 
plans of National Service Life Insur- 
ance is three per cent annually, and 
that on permanent plans of U. S. 
Government Life Insurance is three 
and one-half per cent annually. 

Permanent plans of NSLI and 
USGLI involved in this program are 
ordinary life, 20-pay life, 30-pay life 
and the various endowment plans.

“This one doctor 
asked me if I couldn’t fix up some 
sort of prosthesis for him; so I 
thought I would give it a try in my 
spare time.” 

“I molded the socket of leather 
and then beat out a stainless steel

His citation for the Distinguished 
Flying Cross read: “For extraordi- 
nary achievement while participat- 
ing in aerial flight in Korea on 31

flight of AD’s, took off on a pre- 
briefed interdiction mission at the 
request of the Joint Operations Cen- 
ter. The flight proceeded to the target 
area, which was a supply area near 
the village of Usong-Ni. The attack 
completely surprised the enemy and 
as a result the damage was assessed 
as one hundred per cent coverage 
of the target area, which included 
three trucks destroyed, three trucks 
badly damaged, forty buildings de- 
stroyed, and numerous personnel cas- 
ualties inflicted as a result of the low- 
level napalm bombing runs. . . 

He was presented the Gold Star in 
lieu of the second Air Medal “for 
meritorious acts while participating 
in aerial flight against the enemy 
while attached to the First Marine 
Aircraft Wing from 14 January 1952 
to 4 March 1952,” during which period 
he successfully completed his twen- 
ty-first through forty-first missions. 

LT Maatz was wounded on 4 April 
while on his eightieth combat mis- 
sion. 

Also at the ceremony a Bronze Star 
Medal was presented to SGT Harry 
S. Stassinos, USMCR, for “heroic 
achievement in connection with oper- 
ations against the enemy while serv- 
ing with a Marine engineer company 
in Korea on 22 September 1951.” 

The citation stated: "SGT Stas-

Clothing Prices 
Decline 15 Percent 

For the second time in a year, 
clothing prices for servicemen and 
women are going down. The price 
cut, to begin 1 July, will amount to 
approximately 15 per cent. 

There will be a similar dip in initial 
clothing allowances as well as month- 
ly basic maintenance and standard 
maintenance allowances. 

Armed Forces Press Service re- 
ports formal Defense Department 
approval is expected shortly, and 
Services have already begun publish- 
ing new price lists. Basic mainte- 
nance allowances for all Services will 
drop from $5.10 to $4 20 per month. 

For standard monthly allowances, 
women of all services will receive $6 
per month where they formerly re- 
ceived $7.20. Enlisted men of the 
Navy and Air Force will receive $6 
instead of $7.20, but Army and Ma- 
rine Corps members will get $5.40 
where they formerly received $6.60. 

The Navy’s initial issue value will 
decline from $223.90 to $182.25. Pea- 
coats will be reduced from $32 to 
$25, wool trousers from $12.20 to $8.80 
and dress jumpers from $12.50 to 
$9.50. 

Marine Corps’ green wool coat will 
drop to $21, the green wool trousers 
to $10.25 and the flannel shirt to $7. 

The reason given by Defense De- 
partment officials for the drop in 
prices is the sharp reduction in the 
price of wool imports in recent 
months.

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL NOTES 

Questions and Answers on Leave 

NCPI 105.2-7 — ACCRUING LEAVE: a. Leave with pay status — leave shall 
accrue to an employee while in a pay status whether or not he returns to 
duty. b. Nonpay status — whenever a full-time employee’s absence in a non- 
pay status totals the number of hours in his pay period, the credits for leave 
shall be reduced in the amount earned in a pay period. 


Q. Since leave accrues on the basis of a full pay period, and since a pay 
period ends on Saturday, is an employee entitled to accrue leave for the pay 
period if he resigns at the close of business on Friday? 

A. Yes. Under Section 205(b) of the subject Act. a person is entitled to 
accrue leave for the pay period if he has been employed during the days 
within the period, exclusive of holidays and all non-work days. 

Q. If an employee is separated after his last complete pay period within 
a calendar year, but prior to the end of a calendar year, is he entitled to 
a lump sum payment for leave in excess of 60 days? 

A. The employee is not entitled to payment for leave in excess of 60 days 
unless such excess was earned under the following conditions: 

NCPI 105.3-4 — MAXIMUM ACCUMULATION : Employees within and 
without the continental limits of the United States are entitled to accum- 
ulate their annual leave until it totals not to exceed 60 days at the end of 
the last complete bi-weekly pay period, or corresponding period in the case 
of an employee who is not paid on the basis of bi-weekly pay period, 
occurring in any calendar year. Leave in excess of 60 days brought forward 
on 1 January 1952 under the following conditions may be carried forward 
in the succeeding years until used: Additional leave up to 30 days which 
was accumulated during the emergency period from 8 September 1939 to 
25 July 1947; additional leave up to 60 days which was accumulated under 
laws and regulations in effect for American citizens serving outside the 
continental limits of the United States.

Vet Benefit Bills 
Siqned By President 

Washington <AFPS> — The Presi- 
dent has signed two bills that will 
boost veterans benefits an estimated 
$202,000,000 annually. 

One of the bills will increase com- 
pensation and pension payments for 
about three million veterans and de- 
pendents of deceased veterans. Under 
this bill, disabled veterans with Serv- 
ice-incurred disabilities will have 
their pensions increased five per cent 
if they are from 10 to 49 per cent dis- 
abled and increased 15 per cent if 
they arc from 50 to 100 per cent dis- 
abled. 

The other bill will increase the 
amount of income a veteran may 
earn and still be eligible for non- 
Service disability and death benefits. 

The increase is intended to offset 
the rise in the cost of living.

A few years ago, eight to be exact, 
Margaret Landon’s beautiful and col- 
orful book, "Anna and the King of 
Siam,” was first published. It is the 
story of Anna Leonowens, who, dur- 
ing the years of the American Civil 
War, left England to undertake the j 
education of the young son of the 
King of Siam. She soon discovered 
that she had undertaken, in addi- I 
tion, the teaching of the numerous I 
other children of the King, as well j 
as the instruction of a large number 
of royal concubines. 

Hers was the task of instilling in j 
the mind of the intelligent but auto- 
cratic Crown Prince, the ideals of 
democracy that she herself felt so | 
strongly. A few seasons back “Anna 
and the King of Siam” was trans- 
formed into a superb piece of Broad- 
way theater which, we hope, will con- 
tinue to delight audiences for years 
to come. 

Perhaps the new book of Elizabeth ! 
Gray Vining, "Windows for the 
Crown Prince,” will not share the 
happy fate of its predecessor. If it \ 
does not it is a pity. In many ways 
the books are alike, for both are the 
stories of women who with gentle- 
ness and love as their only weapons, 
have before them the task of shaping 
the destiny of a whole country. 

In 1946, Mrs. Vining. a Quaker, was j 
sent to a still hostile country to act 
as tutor to the young Prince Akihito 
of Japan. She had been asked “sim- 
ply to teach the Crown Prince Eng- 
lish,” but she soon discovered that ' 
her real work would be, in the words ! 
of the Grand Steward, to “open win- ' 
dows on a wider world for our Crown 
Prince." The opening of these win- 
dows is the subject of this book, and 


the impact of Mrs. Vining’s spirit, 
gentler but no less forceful than that 
of the indomitable Mrs. Leonowens, 
makes it a book worth reading. 

Recently published also, and one 
of three from the pen of the former 
governess to Britain’s royal princess- 
es, is “Elizabeth The Queen,” by Ma- 
rion Crawford — “Crawfie” as she was 
known to her charges. Here Miss 
Crawford has carried along the story 
of Elizabeth to the time a few months 
ago when she became the ruler of 
England. This book, like the earlier 
“Little PrincQsses,” is chatty and 
full of intimate stories about the 
world’s most glamorous Queen. If the 
book is little less than that, it is be- 
cause one continues to have the 
feeling that Miss Crawford is trying 
just a little too hard to cash in on 
the news value of her subject.

Old Bulletin Board at San Leandro 
Revives Scenes of Hospital's Past 


That group of dark-colored build- 
ings brooding quietly atop a hill over- 
looking Oak Knoll last week served 
up a reminder that just five years 
ago the San Leandro Naval Hospital 
was a busy place, bustling with ac- 
tivity, resounding with the tramp of 
the feet of many staff members and 
patients up and down its long cor- 
ridors. 

The reminder was in the form of a 
glass-covered bulletin board attached 
to the wall just outside the entrance 
to the hospital’s Ship’s Service build- 
ing. Posted on the bulletin board were 
notices dating as far back as 1942, 
when Oak Knoll itself had barely 
come into being. 

Some of the notices are still as 
readable as the day they were posted, 
but others were doomed to a shorter 
life. Six completely blank sheets of 
paper carefully pinned to the board 
at one time must have contained in- 
formation as important, or perhaps 
more important, than those which are 
still legible. 

Among the notices posted to the 
board is the one announcing the 
forthcoming closing of the hospital. 
In the form of AllAct 12-17, dated 
14 August 1947, it states bluntly: 

“San Leandro Hospital will be 
closed on 1 September and probably 
disestablished 1 October. Except in 
cases of emergency no Datients will 
be transferred to Naval Hospital, San 
Leandro, after 15 August. Naval Hos- 
pital Oakland will receive patients 
after 15 August that would normally 
be ordered to San Leandro.’’ 

But the end had been foreseen for 


some time, as is proven by another 
notice, announcing the decommis- 
sioning of the Small Stores issue 
room at 1500 on 24 July, 1946, more 
than a year before the previous no- 
tice. 

Another sheet of paper pinned to 
the board-, entitled AlNav 424, and 
dated 5 August, 1946, must have 
caused many a groan when it was 
posted. That was in the days when 
the point system for release from the 
Navy following World War II was 
going full swing, and everybody was 
anxious to get home to begin col- 
lege or get started in the job. But. 
the notice was posted. Its subject: 
“Male enlisted Hospital Corpsmen—

For Jet-Powered Planes 

Washington (AFPS) — A radically 
new hull design for the P5M-1 Mar- 
lin patrol plane is undergoing Navy 
flight tests. The smaller hull is de- 
signed for jet-powered seaplanes of 
the future. 

Developed to decrease hull drag 
and overcome inability to make quick 
taxiing stops, the hull bottom is af- 
fixed to the wing and hull crown of 
the P5M-1. Development of the new 
model (M270) evolved from years of 
tests in towing tanks and wind tun- 
nels.

Notices on Board 
Date Back to '42

Retention on active duty for eighteen 
months.” 

The AlNav went on to state that all 
Hospital Corpsmen would be retained 
until they had completed a minimum 
of eighteen months' service. Accord- 
ing to THE OAK LEAF issues of the 
time, no less than 360 staff members 
at Oak Knoll were caught by the 
freeze. 

But not all the notices on the board 
contained bad news. There was AlNav 
354, dated 2 July, 1946, announcing 
a pay raise for Naval Personnel and 
a memorandum setting forth the re- 
quirements that had to be met before 
special liberty could be granted. 

Some of the other notices included 
a Twelfth Naval District memoran- 
dum concerning election information 
for July and August of 1946; a memo- 
randum dated 1 February, 1945, hav- 
ing to do with civilian employment 
of staff and patients; and Twelfth 
Naval District General Order No. 
12-44, dated 13 May, 1944, outlining 
the rules on Uniform of the Day 
(which haven’t changed in these 
many years). 

But the Grand-daddy of them all 
is a BuNav Circular Letter, No. 74-42, 
on the subject, “Conduct of Naval 
Personnel on Public Carriers.” That 
one is dated 12 May, 1942, nearly two 
months before Oak Knoll was com- 
missioned. 


Turbine Engine 
Tested for Navy 

San Diego, Calif. (AFPS) — The 
world’s first lightweight gas-turbine 
engine installed in a truck has com- 
pleted a border-to-border road test 
from Canada to Mexico. The engine 
may be used to power Navy helicop- 
ters and small craft. 

Developed by the Boeing Airplane 
Company, under Navy sponsorship, 
the engine has no cooling system and 
only one-tenth as many parts as a 
comparable gasoline or diesel engine. 
It is approximately 300 pounds light- 
er than present diesel truck engines. 

The 55,000-pound heavy duty truck 
and its trailer unit completed the 
1,445-mile trip in less than 60 hours 
as a part of the service test program 
for the revolutionary new 200-pound, 
175-horsepower Boeing power plant. 

The engine has been tested as the 
power plant for a helicopter.

Washington (AFPS)— The Navy is 
currently pursuing a program to re- 
place most of its buoyant life nets 
and balsa wood life floats with inflat- 
able 15-passenger lifeboats. 

The entire changeover will take at 
least five years. The first ships to re- 
ceive top priority in obtaining the 
new lifeboats are those ships spe- 
cifically designated for Arctic service. 

New ships for which life nets and 
floats have not been purchased will 
also be fitted with the new lifeboats 
if it does not interfere with the date 
of completion. As available funds per- 
mit, life nets and floats will be re- 
placed by inflatable lifeboats in all 
other ships of the active fleet, includ- 
ing PT boats. 


Priority will be given to those ships 
which most often operate independ- 
ently. Troop-carrying ships will be 
the last to receive the inflatable boats. 
They will continue to use the balsa 
float until the inflatable boats are in 
plentiful supply. If, however, they 
are assigned to Arctic duty, the in- 
flatable boats will be required. 

The changeover is the result of 
years of research. It was felt that the 
inflatable life boat is far superior to 
both net and float. Development of 
the inflatable boat will continue, 
however, under the Navy’s program 
to give its men on the seas the best 
that naval brains can devise.

By U. C. Workshop 

Fifty members of the University 
of California’s School of Public 
Health workshop on “The Hea ) 
Aspects of Survival,” visited Oak 
Knoll on Tuesday. 24 June. 

The group, whose vi.it was a pan 
of their orientation in the medica* 
and health aspects of disaster pre- 
paredness heard CAPT I. L. V. Noi - 
man, MC, USN, Acting Commanding 
Officer, discuss the hospital’s disaster 
bill and were welcomed by CAPT 
R. S. Poos, MC, USN, Head of the 
School of Environmental Sanitation. 

They were then divided into four 
groups for tours through the Envii - 
onmental Sanitation School, the Ai - 
tificial Limb Department, the Blood 
Bank, Physical Therapy Depart- 
ment and the Occupational Therapy 
Department. 

The visitors are under the direc- 
tion of Dr. William W. Stiles, Asso- 
ciate Professor of Public Health. 


A total of 53 candidates for cer- 
tification as Prosthetists and Ortho- 
tists gathered at Oak Knoll on Sat- 
urday, 21 June, to take examinations 
administered by officials of the 
American Board for Certification of 
the Orthopedic Appliance and Limb 
Manufacturers Association. 

Tire grueling, day-long session, 
during which the candidates were 
interviewed and given written, oral 
and practical exams, was conducted 
by Mr. David Stolpy and Mr. Glenn j 
Jackson, of the Association, assisted j 
by certified limb makers and ortho- 
pedic surgeons in the area, in addi- 
tion to staff members of the Oak 
Knoll Artificial Limb Department.

New Altitude Record 
By Navy's Skyrocket 

Washington (AFPS) — The Navy’s 
Douglas Skyrocket plane reached a 
new world’s altitude mark of more 
than 79,000 feet during tests con- 
ducted last summer, according to 
Navy authorities. 

The needle-nosed plane was re- 
leased from a B-29 bomber at the 
35,000-foot mark over Muroc, Calif., 
to make its record climb. The pre- 
vious altitude record was made by 
two Army balloonists in 1935 when 
they ascended more than 72,000 feet.

Groton, Conn. (AFPS)— Inaugu- 
rating a new age in atomic-powered 
warfare, President Truman laid the 
keel of the world’s first A-submarine. 
the USS Nautilus, in colorful cere- 
monies held at the General Dynam- 
ics Corp. here recently. 

The President also announced that 
the actual erection of the first 
atomic - energy engine is nearing 
completion at Arco, Idaho. 

The Nautilus, designed by the na- 
tion’s top naval and atomic engi- 
neers, was hailed by the President 
as “the forerunner of atomic-powered 
merchant ships and airplanes, of 
atomic plants producing electricity 
for factories, farms and homes.” 

The submarine will travel at bet- 
ter than 35 knots under water, carry 
enough uranium fuel to travel thous-

On Korea-Veteran Reservist Recall 


Washington iAFPS) — T he Senate 
Armed Services sub-committee has 
proposed that reservists who fought 
in Korea shall not be recalled to ac- 
tive duty unless war is formally de- 
clared or there is an absolute short- 
age of qualified personnel. 

The provision was included in a 
bill to standardize Reserve compo- 
nents of the Armed Services.

“As long as there are qualified re- 
servists available,” the subcommit- 


tee’s proposal says, no reservist ro- 
tated from Korea duty should be 
called, short of formally declared war.

London by Jacques Boussard is a 
beautifully illustrated book showing 
nearly all aspects of the world’s larg- 
est city. The photographs are clear, 
sharp and well chosen. Many of them 
are of salon quality. The photos and 
their accompanying text are ar- 
ranged historically beginning with 
early London and coming up through 
the centuries to modern times. In the 
historical chapters it selects the his- 
torical landmarks still existing. In 
the modern parts it shows vivid and 
profuse scenes from contemporary 
London. 

Edward Hunter, who covered the 
Japanese invasion of Manchuria back 
in 1931, has written an urgent book 
with the arresting title, Brain-Wash- 
ing in Red China. The book explains 
in much-needed detail how fantastic 
confessions, such as those which dis- 
tinguished the Mindszenty case last 
year, are possible. The calculated de- 
struction of men’s minds, which re- 
sults in these "confessions” of inno- 
cent persons, is one of the most dia- 
bolic perversions of psychological 
methods, and a frequent Communist 
weapon which it behooves us to know. 
“Brain-Washing”, is the Chinese 
word for thus type of indoctrination 
and will-destruction. Mr. Hunter’s 
book, which reads like a novel, is 
based on personal experience, long 
years in the Asiatic countries, and in- 
terviews with persons who have gone 
through the brain-washing process
